Everyone is in agreement to fight to the last Cambodian’ 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) — Will 
Cambodia die? 

The current scourges of famine and dis¬ 
ease, heaped upon nine years of war, ter¬ 
ror and social disintegration, have led 
many to sound an alarm: a race and 
culture that have survived a thousand 
years are heading for extinction in the 
final quarter of the 20th century. 

COMPARISONS ARK being drawn be¬ 
tween Cambodia today and the Nazi geno¬ 
cide of the Jews or the disappearance of 
the Incas and other ancient tribes. 

"The world community is witnessing a 
national tragedy the proportion of which 
may have no parallel in history," UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim has 
said. 

“After the next few months of starva¬ 
tion and slaughter, we may have to search

outside Cambodia to find Cambodians," 
says Singapore Prime Minister Lee Kuan 
Yew. "The last of the Cambodians may 
well be found in Paris, in Peking and 
in refugee camps in Thailand." 

Cambodian Prince Norodom Sihanouk, 
who ruled the tiny Southeast Asian country 
until being toppled from power in the earlv 
1970s, said: "The Chinese and the Res 
sians are in agreement. . . every body is in 
agreement to fight to the last Cambo¬ 
dian." 


ANOTHER FEAR, ONE expressed by 
many Cambodians, is that their weary 


people will be absorbed racially and cul¬ 
turally by the Vietnamese, who toppled the 
brutal government of Premier Pol Pot 10 
months ago and maintain a large army in 
Cambodia. 

The decimated population of Cambodia 
will be no match for the sheer energy, 
ambition and numbers of the Vietnamese 
— their neighbors and historical enemies, 
they say. 

While experts say the warnings must be 
taken seriously, some believe the dan¬ 
gers of physical extinction may be exag¬ 
gerated. UN officers and some diplomats 
note that little is known about just how 


many Cambodians remain or about Viet¬ 
nam’s long-range intentions there. Mean¬ 
while, a crucial question remains un¬ 
answered — how substantial and effective 
will international aid be? 

“IT IS VERY HARD TO kill a country, 
to kill the soul of a people,” said Jacques 
Danois, an officer of the UN Children's 
Fund. "Many thought certain African 
tribes that had been decimated would dis¬ 
appear, but they did not. There are only 
300,000 Luxembourgers, but they have 
maintained their identity." 

The United Nations and some Western 


governments have estimated up to 75 per 
cent of the four million people left in 
Cambodia face death by disease and star¬ 
vation. But these figures are guesses 
since even the commonly quoted 1975 popu¬ 
lation of between seven and eight million 
was based on Cambodia's last census — 
taken in 1962. 

ESTIMATES OF THOSE who died 
under the Pol Pot government also vary 
widely. U.S. refugee chief Dick Clark re 
cently put these deaths since 1975 at 1.2 
million, but the director of the British 
relief agency Oxfam, Brian Walker,said it 
was four million. 

There is general agreement that the 
population has plummeted in recent years. 
So far, only minimal amounts of food and 
medicine — the keys to population growth

Workers 
threaten 
oil cutoff 

TEHRAN (Reuter) — Ira¬ 
nian oil industry employees 
threatened Saturday to 
eliminate crude oil exports 
to the United States unless 
Washington agrees to extra¬ 
dite the shah. 

A statement by the Joint 
Syndicate of Oil Industry 
Employees, published in the 
newspaper Etela’at, said the 
shah had feigned illness to 
get into the U.S. and would 
continue plotting against the 
Islamic revolution. 

The shah is'in a New York 
hospital with what doctors 
say is only a 50-50 chance of 
survival against cancer of 
the lymph glands. 

The worker statement 
said: 

"We wam that if the gov¬ 
ernment does not (move to 
extradite the shah) ... or if 
America declines to do so,, 
the brave employees of the 
south will reconsider oil ex¬ 
ports to the United States 
and cut them off.”

James Bay power surges south 


LA GRANDE-2, Que. (CP) 
— Millions of watts of James 
Bay electricity surged south 
from the giant LG-2 power¬ 
house after Premier Rene 
Levesque pulled a switch 
Saturday afternoon. 

The immense under¬ 
ground powerhouse began 
reverberating with a strong, 
quiet rumbling as the 333 me¬ 
gawatts from the generators 
began to flow. 

But people watching the 
ceremony on television 
missed seeing the premier 
actually start up the turbine 
because of an error blamed 
on a TV technician. 

Instead, they saw perfor¬ 
mances by some of the Quc-

bee artists who Vad been 
flown up to the northern site 
to take part in the lavish 
6750,000 opening ceremon¬ 
ies. 

In a speech prior to send¬ 
ing tons of icy water cascad¬ 
ing through the first turbine 
group to enter service in the 
world’s largest underground 
power plant, Levesque 
praised the dynamism of 
Quebec know-how and the 
fraternal spirit of the Que¬ 
bec people. 

In front of hundreds of 
dignitaries from as far away 
as China, he called the open¬ 
ing of the site “a great mo¬ 
ment of pride for all Que¬ 
becers." 


Standing next to the pre¬ 
mier when he pulled the 
switch was his predecessor 
Robert Bourassa, who 
launched the project in 1971 
and sustained it through 
•years of criticism, much of it 
from Levesque’s Parti Que- 
becois. 

Levesque was still busy 
Friday attacking what he 
called Bourassa’s political 
motives in going ahead with 
the project at a time when 
nuclear power appeared 
cheaper, but Saturday Le¬ 
vesque bowed to a rare mo¬ 
ment of praise for Bourassa 
and the "national continu- 
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ed that a bright flash detect¬ 
ed by a spy satellite Sept. 22 
may have been a South Afri¬ 
can nuclear bomb test.

The sources said that if a 
reactor meltdown had oc¬ 
curred aboard a ship it would 
have resulted in different 
signals than a nuclear blast. 
In the highly unlikely event a 
nuclear weapon had explod¬ 
ed, it would have been gen¬ 
eral knowledge within the 
intelligence community 
much earlier, they said.

LONDON (AP) — Unde¬ 
terred by the nuclear acci¬ 
dent at Three Mile Island. 
Britain and France are 
pressing ahead with plans to 
expand atomic energy. But 
the nuclear option has run 
into trouble in other Europe¬ 
an countries. 

Sweden and West Ger¬ 
many, for example, face 
Stiff public opposition to fur¬ 
ther use of nuclear power— 
at least partly because of the 
radiation leakage at the 
plant near Harrisburg, Pa. 
That mishap has been de¬ 
scribed as the worst ever 
involving commerical nu¬ 
clear energy in the United 
States. 

In Sweden, where the issue 
has already toppled one gov¬ 
ernment, plans are under 
way for a referendum on 
nuclear power next March 
that could mean dismantling 
the country's six nuclear 
reactors. In West Germany, 
anti-nuclear lobbyists have 
about a dozen nuclear pro¬ 
jects tied up in the courts. 

Even in the Soviet Union, 
where nuclear energy has 
long enjoyed unquestioning 
public support, experts have 
recently expressed reserva¬ 
tions about safety as that 
country pursues an ambi¬ 
tious program of atomic 
power. 

Western Europe is very 
much dependent on import¬ 
ed oil, and nuclear power is 
seen as a prime alternative 
to what President Valery Gi- 
scard d'Estaing of France

France, too, has an ad¬ 
vanced nuclear program, 
with 15 atomic power plants 
and 27 planned or being built. 

France currently derives

to increase that to 50 per cent 
by 1985. The French political 
establishment, however, is 
united In supporting nuclear 
development.

IN SWEDEN, differences 
between the coalition part¬ 
ners over nuclear energy 
caused the collapse of the 
three-party, non-socialist 
government in 1978. 

In the campaign for the 
election last Sept. 16, the 
nuclear question was side¬ 
tracked after the parties 
agreed to hold a national 
referendum on nuclear 
power next March. 

In West Germany, the nu¬ 
clear program suffered a 
setback May 16 in the after- 
math of Three Mile Island 
when officials held up con¬ 
struction of a $6-billion 
waste storage development 
in Gorleben, Lower Saxony. 

West Germany has 10 nu¬ 
clear power plants, produc¬ 
ing between six and seven 
per cent of the country’s 
electricity.

U.S. lobbyists push for B.C. plants

A New York-based founda¬ 
tion in Vancouver is lobbying 
for nuclear power in B.C. 

Alan Levinson, the B.C. 
representative for the Fu¬ 
sion Energy Foundation, 
said in interviews that the 
foundation would like to see 
nuclear power plants in 
B.C. 

Levinson said the contro¬ 
versial U.S. Labor Party 
was “one of the moving 
forces” behind the founda¬ 
tion’s creation in 1974. 

However, he said the U.S. 
Labor Party by itself did not 
set up the foundation. 

“The FEF was set up by a 
number of individuals, some 
of them in the U.S. Labor 
Party, which was one of the 
moving forces. 

"The U.S. Labor Party has 
always been behind high- 
technology development.” 

U.S. Labor Party’s foun¬ 
der, Lyndon H.'Larouche, 
Jr., is its presidential candi¬ 
date for the 1980 U.S. elec¬ 
tion. 

THE PARTY, at the fringe 
of American politics, Is re¬ 
ported to have turned away 
from its Marxist origins to 
the extreme right. 

Levinson said, “The foun¬ 
dation represents various

political outlooks and we 
have a number of U.S. Labor 
Party members.” / 

He said the Fusion Energy 
Foundation and the U.S. 
Labor Party were in favor of 
nuclear power—fusion, 
which is experimental, and 
fission. 

The New Democratic 
Party In the last provincial 
election "waged a fear cam¬ 
paign by confusing fusion 
with fission power,” he 
said. 

Levinson said he didn’t 
know how many members of 
the foundation there were in 

B.C. 

“I don’t have the figures 
on that,” he said. 

Levinson declined to give 
an estimate of the B.C. mem¬ 
bership. 

HE SAID the foundation 
was tax-exempt and did not 
receive provincial or federal 
money. 

Levinson said money col¬ 
lected through donations and 
sale of magazines, notably 
the magazine Fusion, went 
to foundation headquarters 
in New York, not to U.S. 
Labor Party headquarters in 
New York. 

“The U.S. Labor Party 
runs on a pro-nuclear fission 
platform and our policies 
and programs have been 
enriched by the party. 


“It is clear the FEF owes a 
great deal to the U.S. Labor 
Party for getting out its pub¬ 
lications, but money for the 
FEF goes to the FEF in New 
York.” 

Levinson said the U.S. 
Labor, Party had announced 
it would sue the New York 
Times for $100 million for a 
series it published this 
month on the U.S. Labor 
Party. 


THE FUSION Energy 
Foundation also planned to 
sue the Times, he said. 

Levinson said he came to 
B.C. from Seattle about two 
months ago. 

He said the U.S. Labor 
Party ha<i won 27 per cent of 
the vote recently in a local 
election in Seattle. 

Levinson said the founda¬ 
tion believed that high en¬ 
ergy technology was impor¬ 
tant to the economy. 

“The Fusion Energy Foun¬ 
dation is also for high energy 
technology for the Third 
World," he said. 

He said the Council on For 
cign Relations, a private or¬ 
ganization that studies inter¬ 
national problems, was 
“determined to sabotage the 
U.S. economy.” 


LEVINSON SAID Exter¬ 
nal Affairs Minister Flora 
MacDonald was "following 
the line of the Council on For¬ 
eign Relations" by suggest¬ 
ing that Canada reduce for¬ 
eign aid to certain Third 
World countries. 

He said several months 
ago, before he arrived in 
B.C., an FEF representa¬ 
tive, Ira Lebowitz, had "dis¬ 
cussions” with the B.C. edu- 
cation, science and 
technology ministry regard¬ 
ing a proposed test fusion 
reactor in B.C. 

Later in the interview, Le¬ 
vinson said he wasn’t sure 
and there might not have 
been discussions. 

Dr. Robert Stewart, assis¬ 
tant deputy responsible for 
science and technology, said 
in an interview that to his 
knowledge there had been no 
formal discussions or corre¬ 
spondence with the Fusion 
Energy Foundation. 

Stewart said the closest he 
came to the foundation was 
when he was approached on 
a Vancouver street by a man 
selling magazines for the 
foundation. 

“But I didn’t know him 
from Adam,” Stewart.said. 

STEWART SAID it was 
possible that B.C. could still 
become the site of an experi¬ 
mental fusion reactor. 


A Fusion Energy Founda¬ 
tion news release last April 
invited provincial candi¬ 
dates to a symposium called 
"International Fusion De¬ 
velopment: The Prospects 
for B.C.” 

It said the symposium 
would be held jointly by the 
FEF and the B.C. Institute of 
Technology engineering so¬ 
ciety.

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Muzorewa agrees to quit 


LONDON (Reuter) — Prime Minister Abel Muzorewa 
of Zimbabwe Rhodesia has conditionally accepted Britain’s 
proposal that he step down in favor of a transitional 
administration that would supervise new elections prior to 
legal independence. 

Muzorewa, who leads Salisbury’s current biracial co¬ 
alition government, told a session of the seven-weck- 
old peace talks Saturday: 

"Although we have certain reservations concerning 
whether all your (British) proposals can be successful¬ 
ly implemented in regard to free and fair elections, I and 
my delegation are prepared to accept the broad princi¬ 
ples of your proposed interim arrangements for bringing the 
independence constitution into effect.” 

The acceptance was contingent on agreement being 
reached on definitive details, including a ceasefire and an 
end to British trade sanctions against Zimbabwe Rhode¬ 
sia. 

Muzorewa’s moderate biracial government took office 
after winning national elections last April.

The elections were held after former prime minister 
Ian Smith, who had declared independence in 1965 to stave 
off black rule, agreed to majority-rule elections under a 
constitution that guaranteed whites effective day-to-day 
control of the government for several years. 

However, leaders of the Patriotic Front guerrilla al¬ 
liance, Joshua Nkomo and Robert Mugabe, refused to 
participate in April's elections and have so far turned 
down British proposals for a transitional administration. 

Those proposals call for elections under British su¬ 
pervision and a British-appointed governor in Salisbury, 
backed by Zimbabwe Rhodesia’s current white-led security 
forces. 

The guerrillas say the security forces should be com¬ 
posed equally of the current forces and its fighters, and 
that the election should be supervised by the United 
Nations. 

Both sides have already agreed on a draft indepen¬ 
dence constitution, which would greatly reduce guar¬ 
antees for whites. 


Rumors fly of Seoul plotting 


SEOUL, South Korea 
(UPI) — The government 
insisted Saturday that Presi¬ 
dent Park Chung-hee’s slay¬ 
ing by his own intelligence 
chief was accidental, but dis¬ 
crepancies in official ac¬ 
counts fuelled suspicions 
that it was a planned assassi¬ 
nation. 

Park, 62, who ruled South 
Korea with an iron fist for 18 
years and left no clear 
choice of a successor, was 
shot and killed by the head of 
the Korean Central Intelli¬ 
gence Agency during a heat¬ 


ed argument at a dinner Fri¬ 
day night, official accounts 
said. 

The government quickly 
declared martial law and 
named Prime Minister Choi 
Kyu-hah, 61, a moderate 
with no national following, 
as acting president until the 
electoral college meets with¬ 
in 90 days to choose a perma¬ 
nent successor. 

The streets of Seoul and 
the country’s other major 
cities remained calm Satur¬ 
day despite the uncertainties 
posed by the sudden end of 


Park’s long one-man reign. 

In Seoul, troops were no- 
ticable only in the area sur¬ 
rounding the presidential 
mansion, where Park's body 
lay in state. 

Several tanks and heavily 
armed soldiers stood guard 
as government leaders, in¬ 
cluding the acting president, 
paid their respects. 

All outward signs indicat¬ 
ed that Choi’s caretaker gov¬ 
ernment, which according to 
the constitution is valid for 
three months, was in firm 
control. There were no re¬ 


ports of violence during the 
first day of martial law. 

A government spokesman 


said Park’s state funeral 
would be held next Satur¬ 
day. 


Can’t convince public

NEW YORK (UPI) — 
“Profit isn’t the result of 
ripping off the public,” said 
a Gulf Oil Corp. ad last week, 
but as major oil companies 
report combined profits 
nearly double those of last 
year, Americans just don't 
believe it. 

The 21 large oil companies 
so far reporting third-quar¬ 
ter results had combined 
profits of $5.6 billion—a 92- 
per-ccnt jump over the $2.9 
billion the same companies 
earned last year in the 
period. Since January, earn¬ 
ings of the 21 companies are 
up 72 per cent over the first 
nine months of 1978. 

The third-quarter results 
include the 211-per-cent gain 
announced Friday by Texa¬ 
co as well as the earlier re¬ 
ports of a 118-per-cent in¬ 


crease by Exxon, 130 per 
cent by Mobil and 191 per 
cent by Standard of Ohio. 

Oil companies have taken 
pains to explain the bulk of 
their increased profits have 
come at the expense of con¬ 
sumers outside the United 
States, that results a year 
ago weren’t so good, so the 
profits now just look very 
high, and that earnings on 
each dollar of sales only 
amount to six cents or so. 

What carries the most 
weight in the public mind, 
however, is that the huge 
profits come as Americans 
have had to adjust to record 
gasoline and winter heating 
prices. Gasoline prices rose 
3.5 per cent in September to 
an average of 99.8 cents a 
gallon, an increase of 31.3 
cents this year. Home heat¬ 
ing oil has gone up 30.3 cents 
to 84.8 cents a gallon. 

“There is not much you 


can say to make anybody 
happy” with oil company 
profits, says one oil ana¬ 
lyst.

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Some musings 

on Cuckoo-land •' 


MOST CANADIANS have long since aban¬ 
doned any hope of trying to figure out the 
rationale behind this country's spending 
priorities in the arts and sciences. And it’s not 
suprising because the task is, of course, utter¬ 
ly beyond the mind of man. There’s no pat¬ 
tern, no logic, no attempt by those who spend 
our money in a multiplicity of ways to relate 
spending in one field with another. 

Two items received in the Colonist’s mail 
on the same day last week serve to illustrate 
this cuckoo-land approach. One is the first 
annual report of the Social Sciences and Hu¬ 
manities Research Council, the agency found¬ 
ed in April last year to take over the funding 
and promotion of certain programs formerly 
administered by the Canada Council. The 
other is a cri de coeu rfrom a group represent¬ 
ing the unions of employees at the National 
Film Board. 

The latter group summarizes in its letter 
the “devastating” effects of the budget cuts 
imposed on the NFB by the federal govern¬ 
ment a year ago. The board’s budget was 
slashed by $5.5 million, or 12 per cent. But 
adjusting for inflation produces an actual 
drop in purchasing power close to 20 per 
cent. 

According to the unions, the effects of this 
drastic cutback include: a reduction in the 
work force of 125 employees and contract 
personnel, with further layoffs planned for 
next spring; a virtual freeze on the hiring of 
freelancers; key programs cancelled, post¬ 
poned indefinitely or slowed down almost to a 
halt; and the possible closure of at least one of 
the NFB’s regional production centres. 

An NFB spokesman confirms the unions’ 
claims and further points out that the board 
has suffered another crippling punch because 
its “sponsors” — the various federal govern¬ 
ment departments for whom films are made 
— have also had to tighten their belts. Result: 
the $7.4 million income from sponsorships in 
the 1978-79 fiscal year has been cut by 
$2.5 million or 34 per cent this year. 

Thus the NFB, which in the past 40 years 
has established a world-wide reputation for 
the excellence of its features, documentaries, 
informational films and other productions, is 
left fighting for its very existence. An organi¬ 
zation which is perhaps Canada’s finest cul¬ 
tural achievement, and which has probably 
done more than any other to interpret the 
Canadian identity to Canadians and the rest of 
the world, is reduced to a mere shell. 

Meanwhile, though, back at the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council, 
the cuckoos are apparently flapping away in 
gay abandon, unfettered by crass financial 
restraints. 

Of its total $30.4 million expenditures in 
the year ended March 31, 1979, the SSHRC 
spent $8.3 million on research grants to indi¬ 
vidual scholars. The grants included these 
gems: 

• $7,937 for “A social history of the canoe- 
men/surfboatmen in the Gold Coast/Ghana 
circa 1600 to 1929 and the dockworkers from 
1929 to the present.” 

• $14,203 for “Multivariate causality de¬ 
tection of supermarket data interrelationship 
and dissaggregated (sic) money-income rela¬ 
tionships.” 

• $3,197 for “The influence of Amos on 
Jeremiah: a study of the phenomenon of 
prophecy in Ancient Israel during the pre-exi- 
lic period, 800-600 B.C.” 

And so on and so on, wandering through 
esoteric wonderland. 

Ah yes, the Canada Council by any other 
name would smell as bad ... 

While the majority of Canadians care 
deeply what happens to the National Film 
Board, they are not exactly panting for infor¬ 
mation on the Gold Coast surfboatmen, or 
what Amos did to Jeremiah way back when. 

But let them try telling that to those who 
spend their money.

look at death in Cambodia

oozed from his lips and dripped onto 
his shirt. 

For the rest of the 35-mile trip — 
speeding along dirt and paved high- 


BANGKOK — Somewhere on the 
road between Thailand's newest mass 
encampment of refugees and a small 
hospital 35 miles away, an emaciated 
Cambodian boy, probably about 12 
years old, died next to me in the front 
seat of my car. 

I don’t know his name, whether he 
had parents, or precisely what he died 
of. He was one of countless Cambo¬ 
dian children who have succumbed to 
disease and malnutrition in recent 
months. 

Another boy, who lay motionless and 
wide-eyed in the back seat, survived 
the drive last week. A Thai doctor 
later diagnosed malaria — believed to 
be the most serious disease among 
Cambodians although it could be 
easily controlled if the people had 
once-a-week preventative pills. 

The dead boy’s body was sent back 
to the camp at Klong Kai Tucn, 
where about 30,000 Cambodians are 
sleeping beneath trees, oxcarts and 
plastic sheeting. Every day, corpses 
arc collected there and carried Into the 
forest for hasty burials. 

The experience was for me a trau¬ 
matic confirmation following months 
of reports that war has created famine 
and epidemics in Cambodia and politi¬ 
cal bickering has kept readily avail¬ 
able aid from many of those who 
desperately need it. 

1 and another journalist, John 
Mebeth of the Hong Kong magazine 
Far Eastern Economic Review, saw 
the children after we had spent sev¬ 
eral hours at the Klong Kai Tuen 


» camp, about four miles from the Cam¬ 
bodian border. 

Thai and foreign doctors from an 
assortment of relief agencies were 
working furiously in a makeshift clinic 
— a frame of tree branches freshly cut 
from the forest, topped by plastic 
sheeting. 

Hundreds of sick people squatted in 
the sun waiting their turn. Consulta¬ 
tions were quick — some as short 
as 30 seconds — and usually ended 
with dispensing of vitamins and drugs 
to treat malaria and dysentery. The 
seriously ill were arrayed, shoulder- 
lo-shoulder, on mats beneath the shel¬ 
ter. 

Saline-dextrose solution — the nor¬ 
mal emergency treatment for severe 
malnutrition — dripped through nee¬ 
dles into patients’ forearms from 
bottles suspended from the shelter's 
beams. 

Mebeth and 1 were about tp leave 
when 1 noticed a spindly limbed boy 
lying on his side beneath the shelter. 
He breathed in starts and stared ahead 
vacantly. Flies were crawling undis¬ 
turbed around his mouth — the usual 
prelude to death in refugee camps — 
and the smell of feces came from his 
filthy pants and fatigue shirt. 

“Is the kid going to die?” I asked a 
Thai doctor. “He will for sure if he 
doesn’t get to a real hospital," the 


doctor replied. I asked if we could 
take him, but the man shrugged and 
said, “you’ll have to talk to the sol¬ 
diers.” 

Sick or healthy, Cambodian refu¬ 
gees are normally required to stay at 
sites the Thai army desginates for 
them. But we were in luck — the 
officer in charge agreed immediately 
to my request and wrote out a pass on 
a slip of notebook paper. 

The doctor then suggested we take 
out two others, both malaria eases. 
Did he know their names? I asked. He 
shook his head — with one clinic for 
30,000 people, there was no time to 
worry about names. 

Our ear could take only two children 
comfortably, so we asked other jour¬ 
nalists to take the third and any others 
allowed to leave. 

One of the malaria cases, a boy of 
about 15, was stretched out across the 
back seat. For the child I had first 
noticed, we reclined the front bucket 
seat and laid him on it. 

Mebeth drove and I sat on the gear¬ 
box between the two bucket seats with 
my arm over the child to support him 
when we crossed rough roads. As we 
rolled out of the camp', he coughed and 
stirred slightly and we began to think 
there was more life in him than first 
appeared. 

But after a only mile, he was again 
breathing fitfully. Thick white liquid 


ways, passing everything on the road 
— he lay inert. The stench from 
his clothes was terrible and we rolled 
down the windows despite clouds of 
dust raised by other vehicles. 

Five miles from the hospital, jve 
began to suspect he was dead. There 
was no pulse or sign of breath and 
his arms dropped limply when I lifted 
them. 

At the hospital, I bundled him out of 
the car onto a wheeled stretcher. A 
nurse felt for a pulse, then -shone a 
flashlight into his pupils. They did not 
react. She pronounced him dead. 

Her confirmation was a shock. Dur¬ 
ing the ride I had been thinking how I 
would visit him in the hhspital, watch 
him recover and perhaps even adopt 
him. 

We searched through his clothes for 
something to establish his identity. 
There was only one pocket, containing 
two pills, apparently given him at the 
camp, and some dried-out chili pep¬ 
pers. 

He died probably of dysentery and 
malnutrition. It is possible he had no 
parents; the state of his clothes indi¬ 
cated he had lain untended for many 
days. 

If he did have parents living, they 
might never learn how he died. Thou¬ 
sands of people come and go at the 
camp daily and the word we sent back 
of his death could easily have gone 
astray.

Probing the mind of youth 
we find outdated socialism 


OTTAWA — The current 
issue of Financial Post car¬ 
ries a survey of student atti¬ 
tudes to our 
political and 
economic 
system 
which con¬ 
firms the 
brainwash¬ 
ing role of 
the educa¬ 
tion system 
and the 
media. 

The sur¬ 
vey, conducted by award¬ 
winning public affairs ana¬ 
lyst J. Richard Finlay of 
Unimarc International Inc., 
examines students' attitudes 
to government, political par¬ 
ties, parliament, the free en¬ 
terprise system, big and 
small business, schools and 
the media. 

The result reads like old 
socialist propaganda, the

starry-eyed idealism. 

I don’t think the students 
could have picked up this 
naive nonsense from our of¬ 
ficial socialists because 
most of them discarded it a 
long time ago.

Women who work outside of their homes. . .all those 
millions of them. . .have a unique set of problems. 

They have to deal with how to stretch Saturdays into 
a 36-hour day.. .how to cook when they're too tired to 
cat. . .how to look great on a 
budget, handle guilt, get time to 
themselves, and get to the bank, 
doctor, dentist and the cleaner 
when women work the same 
hours as they do. 

But possibly the greatest 
problem of working women 
everywhere is one that is rarely 
talked about: The Office Food 
Pusher.

As the weeks go by, you are drawn to her desk by 
garlic dips, homemade breads, sandwiches and can¬ 
dies. It is only one day when you accuse the office of 
moving your typewriter and someone points out that it 
is hidden under your stomach that you know you have 
the eating-on-the-job habit. But it’s too late. You're 
already dependent on the Office Food Pusher. 

You find yourself at 9 in the morning stalking the Of¬ 
fice Food Pusher’s desk saying, "Got anything to take 
the taste of stamps out of my mouth?” 

You invent reasons for a party. "It’s my anniver¬ 
sary.

OTTAWA — Political aides. In Ottawa, they're 
everywhere, hovering beside ministers and MPs, in 
corridors, bars, the back seats of chauffeured cars. 
They're never far from a phone. Their arms, often 
as not, are loaded with briefing papers. They trade 
in gossip, favors and contacts. They subscribe to 
Darwin’s (Darwin? Who does he work for? You got 
his number'') theory of survival. When govern¬ 
ments change, so do they. What’s happened to those 
who worked for Pierre Trudeau and his heavies 
when they were in office? What have they done with 
themselves? 

Well, some stay on. James Coutts, Trudeau's 
top aide, remains. Word is he’s spending more time 
than ever on the telephone, stroking the hundreds of 
Liberals who need to feel they're still tied in at a 
time when the party isn’t. 

Others switch. Peter Thomson, former aide to 
Jack Homer, has followed Horner’s party-jumping 
lead and now works as a special assistant to 
Transport Minister Don Mazankowski. 

Many shoehorn themselves into jobs through 
contacts they’ve built up during their days in 
power. 

Dave Tobin, former executive assistant to Lib¬ 
eral consumer affairs minister Warren Allmand, 
now works in the consumer affairs department in a 
section dealing with fish.

Talking on the 
phone, etc.” 

For $60, he offers a 50-page course kit and entry 
to a one-day seminar. A nice twist to the old trick of 
getting rich by selling books on how to make a 
million ... 

Although he’s still on the Liberal front-benches, 
former finance minister Jean Chretien has also 
been hunting around the job market for something 
on the side. He’s just latched on as counsel to the 
Montreal law firm of Heenan, Blaikie, Potvin, 
Trepanier and Cobbett. We can’t help but hope he’ll 
pick up enough to compensate for the extra $20,000 
a year he made as a cabinet minister. And we're 
pleased he’s in with such a fine non-partisan firm. 
That Blaikie in the firm’s title is none other than 
Peter M., a Conservative candidate in the last 
election defeated by Liberal Rod Blaker in La- 
chine. 


Whjle we’re dealing with Liberal biggies, we v 
note with interest that there is just one sitting 
member of Parliament listed on the membership 
rolls of the ’’exclusive” Rideau Club, that stately 
old bastion of gentlemen which went up is smoke 
this week. He’s Allan MacEachen, Liberal House 
leader and a club member since 1963 when he first 
joined Lester Pearson’s cabinet. MatfEachen’s 
sorry, of course, that the place burned down. But he 
adds that he never used it much anyway — the 
demands of Parliament always interfered. Says he: 
"You could hardly take in its leisurely lunch when 
you had to be in the House for question period at 
two. . 


MacEachen may have been the only MP, but 
there were plenty of senators who belonged to the 
Rideau Club. The fire gave them something of a 
start. Take Senator Florence Bird. Though not a 
member herself, she worried in the aftermath of 
the club blaze that fire safety in the Senate might 
well deserve some looking into.

Reversing the flow of the Trans Mountain 
Pipeline would be bad for Canada; bad, especially, 

B.C. 

There is the possibility of oil spills from tankers 
coming into the Strait of Juan de Fuca. But internation¬ 
al relations and energy supply economics are important 
as well. Canada should not have to rely on U.S. oil ports 
on both coasts, Atlantic and Pacific. Nor should we in 
B.C. be cut off from our supply of Alberta oil because 
tanker borne crude is available through the Trans 
Mountain system to refineries in the Vancouver area. 

During the oil crisis of 1974 the Arab countries 
stopped their tanker movements to the United States. 
Shipments destined for Montreal were blocked because 
the Arabs would not allow their oil to be delivered to the 
Montreal pipeline terminal at Portland, Maine 

A tanker port in Washington State (across the Strait 
of Juan de Fuca from Victoria) would be vulner¬ 
able for the same reasons. Imports of offshore oil en¬ 
tering Western Canada would not only be subject to 
U.S. laws but affected by U.S. foreign policy initia¬ 
tives as well. 

Then there's the question of Alberta oil moving 
westward over the Trans Mountain system to Vancou¬ 
ver. These movements could be cut off if (a) Canada’s 
oil production continues to decline; (b) Ontario’s needs 
continue to increase; and (c) B.C. could be supplied with 
offshore oil over a reversed Trans Mountain line origin¬ 
ating in Washington State. 

In order to process offshore oil heavy investments 
will have to be made in our Vancouver refineries. 
Amounting to more than $500 million they could add 10 
cents a gallon to the cost of gasoline in British Colum¬ 
bia. 

These are the reasons why I think that the govern¬ 
ment of British Columbia should oppose the construc¬ 
tion of a reverse Trans Mountain oil line . . . one which 
not only relies on tanker borne oil but which also could 
cut our oil supply ties with Alberta as well.

So you think only Social Credit party supporters 
write unfunny letters to editors.

Legal abortion seen as better treatment 


As I belong to the majority 
(57 pdr cent) of Canadians who 
believe that abortion decisions 
should be made by a woman and 
her doctor (Gallup Poll, April 
1979), I wish to submit my own 
“unquestionable facts” in reply to 
Philip Ney’s anti-abortion letter 
Colonist, Oct. 21. 

Backstreet abortions would 
flourish again. A study done by 
two anthropologists (Polgar and 
Fried) in New York City in the 
mid-60’s when abortion was illegal 
in the United States, examined the 
outcome of 322 abortion attempts. 
The researchers found that the 
death rate was 1,000 times higher 
than the death rate from abortions 
done after it became legal. Safe 
legal abortions are unquestion¬ 
ably “better treatment” than 
backstreet butchery. 

The “harmful effects" of 
abortions arc revealed in mortal¬ 


ity rates: Studies by Tietze and 
Lewit have shown that when a 
woman gets a legal abortion be¬ 
fore her second missed period, her 
chances of dying from it are one in 
200,000; whereas the mortality rate 
of giving birth is 10 times greater. 
Even tonsillectomy, with 34 deaths 
per 200,000 is much more danger¬ 
ous. 

The Criminal Code still de¬ 
fines abortion as illegal except 
when performed by a qualified 
medical practitioner in an accre¬ 
dited hospital, only after the prac¬ 
titioner has received a certificate 
from the therapeutic abortion 
committee of that hospital, stating 
that the continuation of the pa 
tient’s pregnancy would be Ijkely 
to endanger her life or health. 

The retention of abortion in 
the Criminal Code has caused 
hardship to women and has placed 


an additional burden on the medi¬ 
cal profession. 

Women seeking an abortion 
often have to travel to a big city to 
find an accredited hospital, wait 
two to three weeks for appoint¬ 
ments, approval and admission to 
a hospital; or go to the States, 
where abortions are done quickly 
and efficiently, but cost $300. As 
second trimester abortions are 
four times more dangerous than 
earlier ones, delays in obtaining 
abortions in Canada have driven 
the mortality and complications 
■ rate for legal abortions up signifi¬ 
cantly. 

The medical profession find 
their role as moral arbiter offen¬ 
sive; as one said, “Doctors should 
not be forced to play God or as¬ 
sume the function of gatekeepers 
to decide which unwanted children 
should be allowed into this over- 


populated world and which should 
not . . . it must be remembered 
too that the doctors who take 
the time to help these women 
through this medico-legal maze, 
by writing inane letters and play¬ 
ing judge on abortion tribunals, 
must take time away from treat¬ 
ing sick people in order to do 
so.” 

It is unquestionable that the 
present abortion laws are dehu¬ 
manizing and disgraceful. The leg¬ 
islators of this country have shown 
callous disregard for the physi¬ 
cal and psychological injuries that 
their flawed abortion law con 
tinues to inflict upon women: 
women whose only crime is to seek 
a happier life for themselves and 
their families.

medicine — the keys to population growth 
— have arrived from the outside world. 

American nutritionist Dr. Jean Mayer has estimated 
2,500 tons of food daily will be needed to stabilize condi¬ 
tions. A UN program plans a daily infusion of 900 tons for 
six months. 

Whether these targets can be reached depends not so 
much on the charity of foreign donors, who have pledged 
millions of dollars as on the continuing war inside Cambodia, 
conflicting political interests and whether the country’s 
shattered infrastructure can cope with a massive influx of 
relief supplies. 

PERHAPS EQUALLY IMPORTANT is the Cambo¬ 
dians’ will to live. 

Penn Nhach, son of onetime Prime Minister Penn 
Nouth, described many Cambodians recently as “just want¬ 
ing to find a place to die" after being buffeted by years of 
terror, forced labor and loss of loved ones. 

But Sok Leang, a prominent educator in pre-commu¬ 
nist Cambodia, said: “It took a lot of courage to have sur- 
' vived Pol Pot and what has happened since. This shows 
a great desire to live."

BANGKOK. Thailand 
(UPI) — Cambodia official¬ 
ly rejected Saturday a mas¬ 
sive relief effort offered by 
the United States to save as 
many as 2 million Cambo¬ 
dians from starvation in the 
next six months. 

SPK, the official news 
agency of the Vietnamese- 
backed government in 
Phnom Penh, said the Cam¬ 
bodian foreign ministry “en¬ 
ergetically rejects the plan 
of aid to all par¬ 
ties . . . raised by the 
American side.” 

The communique gave no 
specific reason for rejecting 
the plan, offered by three 
U.S. senators during a mis¬ 
sion to Cambodia earlier in 
the week. 

Thai government and in¬ 
ternational relief agency au¬ 
thorities were not immedi¬ 
ately available for comment 
on the rejection. 

The delegation offered a 
plan to have food and medi¬ 
cine transported by land 
convoy from Thailand to all 


Cambodians facing starva¬ 
tion — regardless of their 
individual allegiances in the 
Indochinese conflict. 

The plan to move 1,000 tons 
of supplies a day by a "land 
bridge" was put before 
Phnom Penh's Foreign Min¬ 
ister Hung Sen Wednesday 
by a U.S. presidential dele¬ 
gation headed by Senator 
James Sasser of Tennessee. 

Phnom Penh's announce 
mcnl came as authorities at 
the border said 30,000 more 
Cambodians are trying enter 
into Thailand to get food and 
escape the fighting between 
pro-government commu¬ 
nists and guerrillas led by 
Cambodian Premier Pol 
Pot. 

UPI reporters at the bor¬ 
der said Thai soldiers were 
letting in all refugees as long 
as they entered unarmed. 

An estimated 100,000 Cam¬ 
bodians who have fled new 
outbursts of fighting in their 
country arc living in miser¬ 
able conditions in eastern 
Thailand.

BOND WEEK: Rates ruin prices 


TORONTO (CP) — Prices were broadly lower in active 
trading on the Canadian bond market this week. The short 
end of the market was off 50 cents. Mid-, long-term, and 
provincial Issues dropped about two points. Corporate issues 
fell about 2% points. 

Analysts blamed continued higher interest rates for 
the decline. Interest rates in the money and bond markets 
have reached their highest levels in North American 
history as the US. Federal Reserve Board remained 
locked in battle with inflationary expectations throughout 
the economy. 

A surprise announcement Thursday by the Bank of 
Canada, raising the bank rate one point to It from 13 
per cent, sent prices sharply lower. 

There was only one offering this week. Metropolitan 


Toronto raised )5t-milliun through a three-part Issue. 
One portion of the offering, $7,375,000 of instalment de¬ 
bentures maturing in 1980 through 1991, was placed pri¬ 
vately at $100 to yield 11.25 per cent. Another consisted 
of $23,950,000 of 11.37 per cent sinking debentures ma¬ 
turing In 10 years, offered at a discount price of $99.50 to 
raise the yield to 11.46 per cent. The other was $22,675,- 
000 of 11 VS per cent sinking debentures maturing in 20 
years, also solid at $99.50 to produce a yield of 11.31 per 
cent. 

Day-to-day money was available at 13 per cent. Three- 
month treasury bills traded at an average of 13.66 per cent, 
up from 12.59 per cent last week, and six-month bills at 13.96 
percent, up from 13.00.

“Selective Financial Services " 
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Stock market shakeout 
will take long recovery 


By LAWRENCE MOULE 
The Canadian Press 

Canadian slock markets 
have been shaken as never 
before by interest-rate in¬ 
creases and will take some 
lime to sort themselves out, 
analysts say. 

The Toronto, Montreal and 
Vancouver markets groaned 
again this week as banks in 
Canada and the United 
States raised interest rates 
to record levels. 

The Bank of Canada's 
lending rate increased to 14 
per cent from 13 per cent and 
prime rates charged by 
banks jumped to as high as 


15 per cent from 13% per 
cent. 

In the United States, banks 
raised their prime lending 
rates to 15 per cent early in 
the week and as high as 15% 
per cent Friday. 

Although the U.S. Federal 
Reserve Board did not raise 
its discount rate to banks, 
the banks’ borrowing costs 
remained extremely high 
and prompted the move to 
increase prime rates. 

The only glimmer of hope 
in the depressing picture 
was that the growth in the 
U.S. basic money supply ap¬ 
peared to be slowing, an in-

dication that the high inter¬ 
est rates might be having an 
effect in slowing inflation. 

But that was small conso¬ 
lation to the markets, which 
slumped for the third week 
in a row. 

At Toronto, the largest 
market, the TSE 300 index 
fell 69.68 points, or 4.56 per 
cent, to 1,527.79. 

The index has dropped 
15.34 per cent from its record 
closing high of 1,804.71 on 
Oct. 5, which was 37.77 per 
cent higher than at the end of 
1978. 

Montreal's composite 
index was down 10.43 to 
267.42, a loss of 3.75 per cent, 
and the industrial index de¬ 
clined 9.5 to 281.85, down 3.26 
percent. 

At Vancouver, which lacks 
a composite index, prices 
fell Monday and Tuesday but 
turned up through the rest of 
the week. 

The market’s perfor¬ 
mance generally reflected 
pessimism that the high cost 
of credit will harm many 
sectors of the economy and 
depress business profits be¬ 
ginning in the fourth quar¬ 
ter. 

Many investors have been 
driven out of the markets 
because the cost of borrow¬ 
ing for stock purchases hs 


become prohibitive. This has 
not only reduced buying but 
has led to widespread selling 
to liquidate debt. 

Perhaps more important 
is the fact that high interest 
rates push dividends from 
other forms of investment to 
levels that the stock markets 
cannot match. 

Neil Lovatt of K. A. Daly 
and Co. Ltd. in Toronto said. 
"Money is still moving out of 
stocks, looking for a better 
investment.” 

Long-term bonds offered 
by the government of Can¬ 
ada are yielding 11% per 
cent on an annual basis, 
compared with an average 
yield of stocks within the 
TSE 300 index of 4% per 
cent. 

The seven-per-cent differ¬ 
ence is the widest in history, 
Lovatt said. The spread is 
even wider with one-year 
treasury bills, which are 
yielding about 14 per cent. 

Balanced against that is 
the fact that many stocks, 
particularly oils and banks, 
have fallen so far that ana¬ 
lysts are recommending 
them for capital apprecia¬ 
tion.

Shell ponders 
crude switch 
on west coast 



SEATTLE (AP) — The 
Shell Oil Co. is considering a 
S500 million construction 
program to enable its three 
West Coast refineries to han¬ 
dle more high-sulfur oil. 
such as that produced on 
Alaska's North Slope. 

The modernization pro¬ 
gram would make Shell one 
of the first West Coast refin¬ 
ers to refit in order to handle 
large amounts of high-sulfur 
oil. West Coast refiners have 
been critized in the past by 
Congress and others for fail¬ 
ing to make changes neces¬ 
sary to refine Alaskan oil. 

Allantic Richfield's 120.- 
000 barrel refinery at Cherry 
Poinl, Wash., was designed 
to handle Alaksan crude — 
nr any other, for that mat¬ 
ter. It has been designed to 
alter operations depending 
upon its feedstock. 

The company won t make 
a final decision until early 
next year, but it has filed 
permit requests for the new 
construction at refineries at 
Anacorles, Wash., and Car- 
son and Martinez, Calif. 

The plan would let the 
company handle up to 200,000 
barrels a day of high-sulfur 
oil, said Shell spokesman 
Bob Getts. 

The company wouldn't 
necessarily use the added 
capacity for refining crude 
from Alaska, said Getts. not- 
ingthat high-sulfur oil alsois 
produced in California and 
by foreign countries. 

Getts said the company 
plans to spend 3200 million at 
both the Martinez and Car- 
son refineries. 

About $30 million would be 
spent at the Anacortes refin¬ 
ery, Getts said. Currently, it 
can use about 10 percent of 
its 75,000 to 80,000 barrels per

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Cougars extend streak 
while Bruins pointless

There’s a lot of truth to the 
old dogs-new tricks adage 
and New Westminster 
Bruins proved the reverse 
possible Saturday night at 
Memorial Arena. 

Down to 17 players — 
many of them rookies — and 
short five regulars because 
of a court-ordered suspen¬ 
sion, Bruins put up a good 
show for the first 55 minutes 
and forced the unbeaten Vic¬ 
toria Cougars to work for a 
6-3 decision. 

But the perennial badboys 
of the Western Hockey 
League went out in their 


fashion, a rash of penalties 
stretching the final five 
minutes to almost half an 
hour. 

Two bench minors, a delay 
of game and an unsports¬ 
manlike conduct penalty 
combined with two fights 
had the 2,640 fans voicing 
their displeasure with the 
visitors, now without a point 
in their first 11 starts. 

It has happened here be¬ 
fore, with much more seri¬ 
ous consequences, but it 
seems the new Bruins of 
coach Ernie McLean are 
much like the old as far as 
rough and chippy play goes. 



IIARKY SINDEN, general-manager of the Boston 
Bruins, didn't add to an image that could stand polishing by 
asking the family if the club could again start using No.3, 
retired some years ago to honor Lionel Hitchman, one of the 
best defencemen of his day. It was an insensitive, almost 
cynical thing, and one wonders why Sinden didn’t ask Bobby 
Orr, who is alive and could make his own decision, if the club 
could again use No.4...one of the biggest upsets of the 
National Football League season came when Cincinnati 
Bengals broke into the win column by defeating the mighty 
Pittsburgh Steelers. But not everybody, it seems, was 
surprised. There’s a report that Toronto bookmakers really 
took a bath on that one...Winnipeg women curlers have 
formed a Super League, and now the game has such inspiring 
names as Pic-a-Pop, Caprice Distributors and Dynasty 
Waterbeds...but there’s no end to the ridiculous in these 
so-called modem times. The firm which got the contract to 
supply ice-cream to U.S. Olympic training camps immedi¬ 
ately blossomed out with such new flavors as Downhill Rum, 
Skating Pears, Marathon Mint, Jamoca, Gold Medal Ribbon 
and Decatholemon...and to carry on, it’s really incredible 
that Vancouver has people in official positions who believe 
that getting the 1988 Winter Olympics would be a great boon 
to the city and the province. It’s an ego trip for politicians and 
the types who will get to wear the crested blazers but it’s 
really a frivolity that can’t be afforded...if you think they’re 
optimistic in Calgary with a thoroughbred racing meet which 
isn’t scheduled to end until mid-November, what would you 
call them in Winnipeg, where the Assinboia Downs meet is 
supposed to last until Nov. 30...early figures indicate that 
quite a number of NHL clubs continue to have attendance 
problems. Unless things change, eight or more clubs could 
lose big money this season. The list includes Chicago Black 
llawks and could include Boston Bruins, who averaged about 
10,000 fans in their early home games...

ERNIE MCLEAN sounded ridiculously pious with his 
threat not to play a scheduled Western Hockey League game 
in Portland unless his players received more protection from 
unruly fans. Followers of the New Westminster Bruins 
aren’t regarded in many places as exemplary fans...the 
• court ruling which barred five of the Bruins from playing 
until Dec. 1 because of their part in that ugly schedule-ending 
game in New Westminster last season has had the effect of at 
least spreading some punishment in the right place. The 
Bruins haven’t been able to contend without the missing 
quintet and there has been some loss in attendance...didn't 
get to see the Saturday game but Vancouver Canucks looked 
like a solid hockey team in their Wednesday walloping of 
Toronto Maple Leafs. They hustled without the puck and 
played good positional hockey to turn in a fine defensive 
effort.

Ex-Leaf coach 
dies suddenly 


TORONTO (CP) — John 
McLellan, assistant general 
manager of Toronto Maple 
Leafs and National Hockey 
League coach-of-the-year in 
1970-71, died suddenly at the 
age of 51. 

A Leafs spokesman said 
McLellan suddenly became 
dizzy and collapsed while 
raking leaves outside his 
surburban home Saturday 
afternoon. Death was be¬ 
lieved due to a heart at¬ 
tack. 

McLellan took over as To¬ 
ronto coach in 1969-70 when 
Punch Imlach gave up his 
coaching duties to concen¬ 
trate of his role as general 
manager. In three seasons, 
McLellan guided the Leafs 
to a sixth and two fourth- 
place finishes in the then 
Eastern Division of the 
NHL. He was admitted to 
hospital with a duodenal 
ulcer during the 1971-72 cam¬ 
paign and resigned from the 
coaching post in 1973. He has 
been in the Leafs’ front of¬ 
fice since then.

Rugby fans attacked 

NEWPORT, Wales (AP) — Anti apartheid demonstrators 
jostled, punched and spat on spectators as Newport defeated 
the touring South African Barbarians 21-15 in an exhibition 
rugby match Saturday. 

An estimated (MO police were on duty at the match, 
the last of a month-long lour by the controversial mul¬ 
tiracial tourists. The police battled to control 500 demonstra¬ 
tors who split into groups to picket different entrances to the 
ground. 

Spectators entering the ground had to contend with 
abuse and violence from the demonstrators. One man 
was punched as he tried to defend his girlfriend, while 
others had missiles — including a smokebomb — thrown at 
them. The pickets chanted “racist scum" at the rugby fans 
and several scuffles broke out. 

Nine demonstrators were dragged away by police.

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Saanich brief calls for tanker traffic safeguards 

‘Ottawa should pay cleanup costs for any spills in Canadian waters’ 


Saanich is not opposed to 
ko increase in the amount of 
oil traffic entering Juan de 
fuca Strait, providing there 
are adequate safeguards. 

A brief prepared by Saan 
ich emergency measures co¬ 
ordinator Jack Bush, con¬ 
taining the proposed safe¬ 
guards, will be presented to 
council Monday and, if ap¬ 
proved, will be submitted at 


the National Energy Board’s 
oil port hearings in Vancou 
ver next month. 

Safeguards proposed: 

• The federal government 
underwrite cost of an oil spill 
cleanup in Canadian waters 
or upon adjacent Canadian 
lands. 

• Oil tankers operating in 
Canadian waters comply 


with acceptable Canadian 
standards before they are 
licensed. 

• No port site be consider¬ 
ed unless it is acceptable to a 
majority of residents living 
in the area selected. 

• Size limits be placed on 
vessels operating in Cana¬ 
dian waters, especially those 


carrying cargoes detrimen¬ 
tal to the environment. 

• Provision of up-to-date 
control bases and qualified 
pilots to aid and monitor 
ships manoeuvering in diffi¬ 
cult areas. 

The board is considering a 
proposal to build a tanker 
off-loading station at Low 
Point, 29 kilometres west of 


Port Angeles, about directly 
south of Sookc. 

Saanich, the brief says, 
does not have an economic¬ 
ally or physically suited site 
for an oil port and is there 
fore unlikely to be directly 
affected by any local de¬ 
velopment. However, the 
Port Angeles area is only 38 
kilometres away. Also, the 
municipality has a coastline 


of about 16 kilometres on 
Haro Strait. “The Haro 
Straits are a northern exten¬ 
sion of the Juan de Fuca 
Straits and this area is of 
immediate concern." 

Suggestions contained in 
the brief are aimed at mini¬ 
mizing the chances of an oil 
spill accident at new ports 
and the coastal waterway. 

Former provincial Liberal 


leader David Anderson, who 
last week chastized Capital 
Region District municipal 
leaders for not attending the 
hearings, warned that the oil 
port proposal was a threat 
not only to Victoria but to the 
whole of Vancouver Island. 

The Island’s multi-million- 
dollar tourist industry would 
disappear overnight if there 
was an oil spill, he said.

Saanich Aid. Irene 
Block should substantiate 
allegations about the ex¬ 
istence of a municipal 
election slush fund or re¬ 
sign, veteran Aid. Sandy 
Noel said Saturday. 

He said he would chal¬ 
lenge Block on state¬ 
ments she made Friday, 
and would demand her 
resignation if she did not 
name names. 

The serious charges made 
by Block placed all members 
of Saanich council under sus¬ 
picion, the veteran council 
member said. 

"I will be challenging her 
in the council chamber Mon¬ 
day to produce evidence to 
support these serious allega¬ 
tions. If she can’t prove what 
she said, then she should 
resign; that’s the honorable 
thing to do." 

Block said during a panel 
discussion at University of 
Victoria there were people 
on Saanich council who are 
"tools of big business." 

She accused some Saanich 
aldermen of dishonesty and 
corruption, claiming they re¬ 
ceive financial support in re¬ 
turn for their votes on key 
issues. 

“It is well-known that a 
slush fund exists to aid Saan¬ 
ich candidates who will vote 
for rezoning or other 
changes that will bring 
profit to the donors,” she 
told the conference. 

But she refused to name 
any aldermen or aldermanic 
candidates who might have 
been given money from such 
a fund. 

Block said in an interview 
Saturday there was no rea 
son to resign “and I won’t be 
resigning." 

It was not just a question of 
people receiving money, she 
added. People receive goods 
and services—payment for 
campaign advertising, 
signs, brochures—no money 
had to change hands.

"This I find most dictate¬ 
ful," he said. 

He said if he had been 
seeking re-election he would 
have been “greatly dis¬ 
turbed" by Block’s remarks 
because she used the word 
"corruption."

The sense seems clear, but someone putting together a 
hospital budget has to know precisely what money is 
coming for what purpose, and so the ministry obliged 
by following the Aug. 29 letter with two more letters 
of explanation, and the odd telegram as well. 

That didn’t seem to do the trick. Hospital folk are still 
confused, according to Royal Jubilee administrator John 
Clark, who said Thursday he does not yet know how the 
government aims to straighten things out. 

Neither, it appears, does the government. According 
to Jubilee financial director Norman Alban, the latest 
correspondence tells hospital administrators to disregard 
all previous correspondence on the matter.

think of living happily with¬ 
out a dog in the family. 

OUR READERS might 
have wondered why I sel¬ 
dom, if ever, write about 
nice places to go in Saanich. 
The reason is that whenever 
we decide to visit in Saanich 
we come up against those 
ever-present “No Dogs” 
signs, so we angrily step on 
the gas and get out of Saan¬ 
ich as quickly as we can. 

Can you imagine the 
cruelty of leaving a swim- 
crazy black labrador in the 
vehicle while you take off for 
a walk along the beach? 

ACTUALLY it is partly be¬ 
cause of Saanich bureau¬ 
cracy that we now live in 
unorganized territory at 
Langford Lake. Before and 
after the war I used to cover 
Saanich Council for a little 
paper called Saanich News 
and later for the Colonist. 

At one meeting a resident 
was applying to build an avi¬ 
ary for canaries in hjs back 
yard. 

“Not zoned for it! Out!" 
was the retort from one of 
the councillors, I think he 
was a local barber. And that 
was the end of it. The resi¬ 
dent wasn't allowed to build 
his aviary. 


THAT MEMORY stuck 
with me and when it came 
time to buy a home I made 
certain it wasn't in Saan¬ 
ich. 

And that is a main reason 
why today I oppose forma¬ 
tion of a municipality in the 
Langford-Colwood area ... 
not because of a fear of 
higher taxes as editorial 
writers and the busy bodies 
who keep trying to force a 
municipality on us would 
have you believe. 

I, and many other freedom 
lovers in the Langford-Col¬ 
wood area, just don't like too 
much bureaucracy. 
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REACTION to Stainsby’s 
editorial in B.C. Outdoors 
has been heavy and he tells o 
me it is running 50-50 be¬ 
tween those who hate dogs 
and those who support his 
views. 

“I was astonished—per¬ 
haps appalled is the better 
word—when a woman stood 
up at a meeting of outdoor 
people a few months ago to 
ask the resident boss of Pa¬ 
cific Rim National Park 
(who was talking about park 
planning in general) when he 
was going to ban dogs from 
the park. Not if—when," 
writes Stainsby in his edi¬ 
torial. 

"I’M NO LONGER sur¬ 
prised (though I lend to sigh 
heavily) when I receive let¬ 
ters about my columns that 
read like this recent arrival: 
‘The first thing that you did 
that I completely disagree 
with is taking your pets 
(dogs) with you,’ ” contin¬ 
ues Stainsby. 

“What am I.supposed to do 
with them? Pin them on the 
clothesline?” he asks. 

Stainsby says: “There’s a 
mentality running rampant 
in this world, as much—ob¬ 
viously and sadly—among 
outdoors people as city folk, 
that dogs are somehow a 
lesser breed of animal. That 
bear and moose and deer, for 
all I know, squirrels even 
must be protected and pro¬ 
vided with special terri¬ 
tories, but dogs must be 
hemmed, constrained and, 
to hear some people (this is 
not exaggeration), eliminat¬ 
ed. 

“Not while I’m around. 

“DOGS HAVE BEEN part 
of mankind's life, sleeping 
by our fires, sharing our ad¬ 
ventures, helping in our 
labors, for how many thou¬ 
sands of years? They were 
part of the Roman world. 
They were part of the Egyp¬ 
tian world. Likely they first 
came to share mankind's life 
soon after we learned to con¬ 
trol and then use fire. 

“TO A DEGREE ap¬ 
proached by no other ani¬ 
mal, dogs share mankind's 
life. They have for so long 
it’s a temptation to say they 
always have. Certainly, if we 
are wise and if we have any 
soul, they always will. 

“Of course it’s stupid— 
because of the danger to both 
you and the dogs—to take

the Iwtteit fools to fit town . . . 
JLA, t runded hiyh fashion , 
they lahe you from daurn to disco 
ithout a hitch . . . the se are hoots 
to play in, line in, shine in 
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them hiking off into bear 
country. Of course,’ some 
dogs are dangerous to 
strangers. Of course they 
must be controlled and 
trained—ill-trained and ill- 
mannered dogs can bd al¬ 
most as big a nuisance as 
ill-trained and ill-mannered 
children. 

“But, having said that, 1 
will add that the all too typi¬ 
cal knee-jerk reaction to ban 
dogs is unacceptable and 
must be resisted strongly. 

“PROHIBITIONS of any 
kind tend to be a totalitarian, 
unnecessary and unaccept¬ 
able reaction to a problem— 
a ban on dogs on crowded 
beaches makes sense in 
summer, perhaps, but what 
of those long and wonderful, 
wind-whipped days of winter 
when a dog and its hqnjan 
companion can share the 
wild marvels of the shore in 
solitude? Even at Long 
Beach. (I’m happy to say 
that the woman who asked 
was reminded that dogs are 
important to many people 
and that banning them was 
not in the works at Lang 
Beach, though leash rules 
are in place.) 

"I AM ALWAYS astound¬ 
ed in this plastic-wrapped, 
unnatural and sterile world 
at the number of complaints 
I hear about dogs messing in 
the bush. Carry a shovel at 
all times, and a plastic bag to 
pack it out in—you know the 
cry,” continues Stainsby. 

“If I happen to notice my 
dogs have messed on a trail 
I’ll hunt up a stick and knock 
it off to the side. But if I don’t 
notice I won't lose any sleep 
over it; what’s the difference 
between a dog’s mess and a 
bear’s? Is the excrement of a 
deer or a chipmunk or even 
an eagle somehow more pure 
than a dog’s? Crap, it seems 
to me, is crap. It’s part of the 
natural order, as dogs lare. 
as mankind is, and a camp 
site in the bush is not quite 
the same thing as an inten¬ 
sive care unit in a hospital.

Family stress laid 
to current divorce act 


AfOflCTON, N.B. (CP) — 
Family breakdown was 
blamed for a large portion of 
the stress and mental Illness 
afflicting more and more Ca¬ 
nadians, but here at the an¬ 
nual conference of the Cana- 
dian Mental Health 
Association, lawyers and the 
divorce act were also handed 
a heavy burden of blame. 

Gerard Gaughan, princi¬ 
pal program officer for di- 
vorgaand family counselling 
for the department of Health 
and Welfare in Ottawa, said 
the current legal system 
only exacerbates emotional 
troubles associated with di¬ 
vorce. He said it is time 
"civilized divorces,” those 
without lawyers, became the 
norm. 

Gaughan told a workshop 
of delegates attending the 
61s$ Canadian Mental Health 


Conference they should 
strive to establish commu¬ 
nity conciliation services for 
married couples going 
through separation. 

He said the services with 
specially trained counsellors 
in the place of judge and 
lawyers could take the place 
of the divorce-court sys¬ 
tem. 

“So those in the process of 
separation would not be 
forced to engage two gladia¬ 
tors to fight for their inter¬ 
ests,” he said.

Dear Dr. Donohue: I would 
like your comment on some 
medication I am taking. I 
had a manic-depression 
problem about 10 years ago. 
At the time the doctor pi , me 
on lithium carbonate. The 
dosage has been adjusted 
over the years. Before I go to 
sec the doctor I have to have 
a lab test for lithium level in 
the blood. It has held con¬ 
stant for 10 years. 

I am taking other medi¬ 
cines (list included). I won¬ 
der if they are compatible 
with the lithium. I have de¬ 
veloped considerable trem¬ 
bling in my left hand, plus 
some in my right hand. 
Could this condition be re¬ 
versed if I stopped taking 
medicine? — J.C. 

Lithium, a chemical ele¬ 
ment, is in the same family 
as the more familiar sodium 
and potassium. Lithium is 
used to calm patients in the 
manic phase of manic-de¬ 
pressive mental illness. 
These are people subject to 
great mood swings between 
elation and depression. 

Too much lithium can 
cause the trembling you de¬ 
scribe. and it can mean you

are getting too high a dose. 
This should be determined 
by your lab tests. 

None of the other drugs 
you take (mentioned else¬ 
where in your letter) inter¬ 
fere with the action of lith¬ 
ium. People on diuretics 
(water pills) do have to be 
careful about their lithium 
level. There is a fine balance 
between lithium and sodium 
in the body. Diuretics re¬ 
move body sodium, and that 
can leave the lithium level 
too high. The same might 
occur when a person is on a 
salt-(sodium) free diet. You 
should report your trembling 
to your doctor. 

I hope you are also getting 
psychiatric help in addition 
to the lithium treatment. 
Such therapy may correct 
the problems for which you 
are using the medicine.

come from? Does it fill a 
vein or a testicle? What is the 
treatment for it: Surgery? 
Arc they dangerous? There 
is no discomfort except when 
walking. — L.B. 

A hydrocele (HY-dro ceel) 
is an accumulation of fluid in 
a delicate sac that lies in the 
scrotum close to the testicle. 
They are usually non-tender. 
The beam from a small pen- 
light will pass through the 
fluid, and this helps doctors 
make the diagnosis. The 
light would not, of course, 
pass through solid tissue 
(such as a tumor). 

Sometimes infections or 
an injury to the area can 
cause the fluid to accumu¬ 
late. In many men the cause 
is just not known, although 
the possibility of a tumor 
associated with a hydrocele 
has to be ruled oul. 

The usual treatment is 
drainage with a special nee¬ 
dle. The fluid does tend to 
recur, and sometimes surgi 
cal removal of the sac itself 
is necessary. 

Hydroceles are not dan¬ 
gerous in themselves, but 
can be annoying, as is your 
problem when walking. 


Dear Dr. Donohue: I re¬ 
member reading somewhere 
that if a person starts taking 
a blood thinning medicine lie 


must keep taking it for the 
rest of his life—that it would 
be dangerous to stop. — 
M.K. 

Not true. 

Blood thinners (anti-co¬ 
agulants) need to be taken 
for life only if the condition 
for which they are pre¬ 
scribed lasts for life. For 
instance, a person who has 
had a blood clot in the lungs 
may have to take the thinner 
only for six months or so. It 
is not dangerous to stop if it 
is done under a doctor’s con¬ 
trol. 

The dosage is reduced 
over three to four weeks, not 
all at once. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I've 

worked in a factory for al¬ 
most seven years. Most of 
the time I have ran machines 
with oil. Two months ago I 
started breaking out in a 
rash on my hands whenever 1 
come in contact with oil. Is it 
possible to become sensitive 
to the oil after all these 
years? What can be done 
about it short of leaving my 
job? - Mrs. K.B. 

You certainly make a 
strong argument in favor of 
"allergic contact dermati¬ 
tis." “Everytime I come in 
contact with oil, I break oul 
in a terrible rash." 11 sounds 
like cause and effect. 

Yes, it is possible for an 
allergy potential to lie hid¬ 
den for years, then suddenly 
emerge, rash and all. Short 
of changing your job, you 
can try wearing comfortable 
protective gloves.

Move afoot to revitalize Mussels

Keeling flush? Got some 
extra change jingling in your 
jeans? 

If the answer's yes, or 
even maybe. Bob Peden 
would like a few minutes of 
your time. 

Peden, a Parksville based 
contractor, has the option to 
purchase the Victoria Mus¬ 
sels franchise, an artistical- 
ly-suecessful financial flop 
which provided Victoria w ith 
Class-A pro baseball the past 
two summers. 

To “establish new invest¬ 
ment" for the debt-ridden 
Northwest League team, 
which operated independen- 
tally in 1978-79, Peden will 
convene a meeting of pro¬ 


spective shareholders on 
Thursday. 

The idea is to sell blocks of 
shares in the team, clean up 
existing debts and start 
fresh next season. Peden’s 
confident the approach will 
work. 

He obtained his option 
from Jim and Lynn Chap¬ 
man, the brothers who 
brought Disfranchise here in 
the first place. And he has 
every intention of following 
through on it. 

“About 20-odd local inves¬ 
tors have already expressed 
interest,” Peden said Satur¬ 
day from Parksville. 

“We hope to clear the 
heavy debt load— about $20, 
000— and start from a clean 


slate. We have every inten¬ 
tion of making a go of it. We 
have support from most 
local minor baseball organi 
zations and we're hoping 
some of these people will 
become investors too.” 

Once the debts are paid, 
the group intends to incorpo¬ 
rate. 

And the diehard Chap 
mans arc expected to be 
among the stockholders. 

"Jim and Lynn will prob¬ 
ably be involved in the op¬ 
eration some way but we 
don't know in what capacity. 
They will hold units of stock, 
based on the amount of cash 
they’ve put into the team 
minus the debts they in¬ 
curred.” 


Once he gets his backing, 
assuming he does, Peden 
will face his most formid¬ 
able foe — public apathy. 

Despite on-field success 
last season (41-31, second in 
Northern Division) and 
added excitement of a pen 
nant race, Mussels were still 
a league doormat in alien 
dance. Crdwds averaged 
about 250-300, even down to 
the wire when the division 
title was much in doubt. 

Post-season estimates hud 
the team losing $10,000 in 
1979, $30,000 in 78. 

Peden thinks answers to 
the obvious difficulties will 
be provided by a working 


agreement with a major 
league team — something 
which eluded the Chapmans' 
grasp through no lack of ef 
fort.

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Women’s parity in Commons still 854 years away

At the rate women arc 
fitting, it will be 854 more 
years before they achieve 
parity with men in the House 
of Commons. 

That's the estimate of 
Doris Anderson, president of 
the Canadian Advisory 
Council on the Status of 
Women, who told a women's 
conference at the University 
of Victoria Friday that while 
women have made gains, the 
gains have been painfully 
slow. 

“In the early 1960s it was 
hard to find a woman in poli¬ 
tics who was doing more 
than licking envelopes and 
buttering sandwiches. Even 
women poll captains were a 
fairly rare breed. Now they 
almost dominate the politi¬ 
cal scene and many of the 
best campaign managers 
are women." 

Anderson said several 
myths about women “hang 
around like political barna¬ 
cles, and keep women from 
getting nominations in seats 
they can win . . . The par¬ 
ties themselves are more 
backward than the elector¬ 
ate." 

Among the myths is one 
that says a woman can’t 
win. 

“The truth is that women 
can’t win—and men can’t 
win—in an unwinnable seat. 
And women get more than 
their share of unwinnable 
seats. Parties like to have a 
woman running—it looks 
good and it appeases the 
womep voters—and in the 
past women have been per¬ 
suaded to run in lots of seats 
that can’t be won.” 

Once a woman wins, her 
chances of winning re-elec¬ 
tion are as good as those of 
men, Anderson said. 

Another myth is that 
women aren’t tough enough 
for politics, a myth that 
might have begun with suf¬ 
fragettes who said the politi¬ 
cal scene would become 
more altruistic and compas¬ 
sionate if it had more 
women. 

“Unfortunately, this 
theory has never been test¬ 
ed. but we have seen some 
pretty formidable women in 
aetion and they have been 
quite strong and tough 
enough to cope.

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Layman’s guide 
to suicide 
planned in V.K. 

LONDON (UPI) — A layman's guide on how to com- 
nit suicide may soon be published in Britain by the 
'oluntary Euthanasia Society. 

The British Medical Association immediately condemned 
he plan and the government said the group could be 
irosecuted. 

Nicholas Keed, general secretary of the Voluntary Kuliia 
lasia Society, said h^s organization voted Saturday to publish 
uch a pamphlet. 

The Voluntary Euthanasia Society has about 2,500 mem- 
icrs in Britain, and Reed said most were elderly people with 
llnesses. . 

i lteed stressed that the .pamphlet would be available 
inly to the society's members—and only on request, 
le said the members were "responsible people.” 

The British Medical Association condemned the idea 
is “extremely irresponsible, no matter how limited the 
iistribution.” 

A spokesman said there was always the danger of it 
ailing into the hands of unstable people who might 
feel encouraged to use it. 

A spokesman for the attorney-general's office said it was 
possible a pre-publication injunction could be taken out 
against the pamphlet "if there is good reason to do so." 

Reed said the booklet’s purpose was to ensure that 
'if people are going to do it, they don't do it in a way 
hat has unfortunate consequences for others ... We 
think it’s important our members should know what 
to do." 

Reed said an earlier poll of members by mail showed 650 
in favor of publication and only 10 against. Most said 
they wanted it for some point in the future. 

lteed said his group would consult doctors, psychiatrists 
and social workers before drawing up the booklet, which he 
•slimaled would contain about half a dozen methods. He said 
there would probably be a description of "fail safe" systems 
involving two methods at once to make sure one succeeded if 
the other didn't. 

Publication would raise some interesting legal prob¬ 
lems, and leave the society open to prosecution under 
the 1961 suicide act, which provides up to 11 years in 
prison for aiding or abetting a suicide.

Garden Notes 


BLACK CURRANTS (R. M., Saanich- 

ton) 

When black currant bushes have 
been neglected and unpruncd for sev¬ 
eral years, it is best to deal rather 
drastically with them, cutting the 
whole bush down to within three inches 
of the ground. This means you will get 
no fruit at all next summer, but unless 
the plants are pruned really hard this 
fall or winter, you won’t get the strong 
>oung growth from low down on the 
bush, so necessary for good cropping. 

The new shoots which will grow up 
next summer will produce a good crop 
of berries in 1981, and intelligent prun¬ 
ing thereafter will keep them fruit¬ 
ful. 

Drastic pruning should always go 
hand in hand with generous feeding, 
and for black currants the ideal feed is 
a surface mulch of old rotted manure 
or spent mushroom (^impost. 

JADE PLANT (K. S„ Victoria) 

The care of the Chinese jade plant 
(which isn't from China but is a native 
of Southwest Africa) is about the same 
as for a cactus. 

It likes a coarse, gritty, free-drain¬ 
ing soil mixture, and a good foAuflS is 
two parts .lyjrolifUed all-purpose pot¬ 
ting soiUoiie part dampened peat 
moss and one part coarse sand or

chicken grit, with a little bone meal 
and charcoal flakes mixed in. It is a 
good idea, too, to put about an inch of 
small gravel in the bottom of the pot to 
ensure good drainage. 

The jade plant is very'intolerant 
of soggy soil as the roots are unusually 
susceptible to rot. Water thoroughly 
when you DO water, but allow the soil 
to become definitely dry to the touch 
between waterings, and never leave 
drainage water standing in the saucer 
under the pot. 

Give the plant a sunny window to 
live in, with plenty of fresh air. and it 
should grow slowly for many years, 
eventually becoming a dwarf tree. If 
you allow it to become pot bound, it 
may even surprise you by blooming, 
although this is rare under house plant 
conditions. 

CASTOR OIL PLANT (A. McG., Vic¬ 
toria) 

The exotic plant in your garden that 
bears such enormous leaves is a Ri 
cinus, pronounced KISS in-us and 
commonly called the castor oil plant. 
It is a tropical subject, a native of 
Tanzania, and I am sorry to say that 
the roots are unlikely to survive the 
Winter in our climate. 

In its African home it is a long- 
lived, tree-like perennial, but it is 


customary here to treat it as a tender 
annual, scrapping the plant in the fall 
and starting new ones every spring 
from seeds sown indoors or under 
glass in March or early April. 

Incidentally, the large, beautifully 
marked bean like seeds are poisonous. 
The poison they contain, called ricin, 
is twice as poisonous as cobra venom, 
and it is believed that this was the 
the poison used to kill Bulgarian de¬ 
fector Georgi Markov last Septem¬ 
ber in London. An unknown assassin 
•shot a tiny poisoned pellet into his leg 
from a gun disguised as an umbrella. 

J„ Port Alber 
ni) 

The bulbs of Lycoris, Ixia. Ixio- 
lirion, Achimenes and Fritillaria are 
available from C. A. Cruickshank, 1015

There is nothing like a rigid aris¬ 
tocracy to make one yearn for the 
fresh air of democracy, and there is 
nothing like a vulgar democracy to 
make one equally nostalgic for the 
good form of aristocracy. 

Some day, perhaps, the human 
race may be able to combine the 
best elements of both, but not just yet, 
it seems. 

This melancholy thought occurred 
to me while watching a highly-prized 
tennis tournament in which several 
of the star performers conducted 
themselves with disgraceful arro¬ 
gance, petulance, and boorishness. I 
wanted the umpire to boot them off the 
court and distribute their award 
money to the line-callers who had to sit 
there and take that guff. 

In the bad old days, players were 
treated like upper servants, ill-paid, 
overworked, and sharply stratified in

ly’s Israeli Solution.' ” 

"That’s different,” I ex¬ 
plained "We expect the 
blacks in this country to be in 
agreement on everything. 

If you’re not, it’s a news 
story. But it isn't news if the 
whites are divided. It only 
rales a headline if we 
agree." 

“I don’t understand that," 
Harold said. ’’Why can’t 
blacks have the luxury of 
fighting with each other just 
like everybody else in this 
country? Can’t we disagree 
without someone making a 
federal case out of it?” 

"It’s not that simple, 
Harold,” I said. "If you re¬ 
call, what precipitated this 
whole thing was Andy 
Young’s firing. Then the 
press wrote that ALL the 
blacks were mad at the 
Jews. This was followed by 
Rev. Jackson’s kissing 
Yasser Arafat in Beirut. As 
far as we white people were 
concerned, all the blacks in 


the United States were for 
the FLO. Then Vernon Jor¬ 
dan and other black leaders 
announced they didn't know 
where the black people stood 
any more. It’s much easier 
for us to deal with a problem 
if you all think alike.” 

"Bullwhip!" I thought I 
heard Harold say. “You 
white people can have a hun¬ 
dred opinions on anything. 
You're as mixed up on the 
Middle East as we are. Even 
the Jews in this country are 
fighting among themselves. 
Why aren't we entitled to be 
as confused as you are?" 

"Look. Harold. I know 
what you’re trying to say, 
but life isn’t that simple. 
We’ve given you busing, 
lunch at Woolworth’s, and 
desegregated schools. But 
we're not ready yet for your 
race to have valid disagree¬ 
ments among yourselves.

And you can bet they behaved 
themselves on court. 

Now, in these bad new days, they 
can make a million bucks before they 
are out of their 20s; they can decide 
where, when and against whom they 
will play; they can fail to keep appoint 
tnents and ruin the appeal of a tourna¬ 
ment at the last minute; and they can 
run roughshod over all the rules and 
amenities of the game. 

Only a minority do this, of course, 
but it is the dominant minority which, 
in most social situations, controls and 
discommodes the passive majority- 
like two louts blasting their transistor 
radios in a bus while 50 passengers sit 
and suffer through the unholy din. 

It took aristocracy many centuries 
to rise to its responsibilities, until nob¬ 
les se oblige became the mark dis¬ 
tinguishing the gentleman from the 


merely rich and successful boor. How 
long will it take democracy—if ever— 
to rise to its own set of obligations; to 
recognize that the right to come up in 
the world, to possess an equal voice, 
imposes its own special code of be 
havior and restraint? 

These young millionaires on the 
court—and elsewhere on athletic 
fields—arc in a sense the new aristoc¬ 
racy of unbridled individualism. It 
is up to them to set a model for 
conduct, just as the peerage and the 
landed gentry did in the past, however 
imperfectly. 

If democracy is not to degenerate 
into a barnyard of harshly pecking 
roosters, it must be borne upon these 
new patricians that privileges are no 
more to be abused than rights are to be 
trampled on. It is a pathetic commen 
tary on our age that the last place we 
look for good sportsmanship is on the 
sporting scene itself.

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Teachers aid health in minorities 


Teachers may play a 
greater role than physicians 
in the health of minority 
groups, an Argentinian 
physician said at the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria Wednesday. 

Dr. Carlos Fcrreyra, now 
working in Britain, said nei¬ 
ther the British National 
Health Service nor physic¬ 
ians had proven particularly 
effective in efforts to im¬ 
prove the health of minor¬ 
ity groups in Britain. 

Minority immigrants In 
Britain tended to concen¬ 
trate in urban areas where 
crowding and pollution con¬ 
tributed to lower levels of 
health. They account for a 
disproportionate number of 
the low birth-weight infants 
bom in some areas, and the 
incidence of some diseases is 
no lower for them in Britain 
than in their native coun¬ 
tries, where the level of 
health care is substantially 
lower, Ferreyra said. 

Communication is the 
most serious problem faced 
by many minorities. They 
must frequently travel long 
distances to obtain health 
care from a physician who 
speaks their own language. 
In addition, some immi¬ 
grants are illiterate in both 
their native language and 
Knglish, which means signs 
and warnings in their own 
language go unheeded. 

Genetic diseases unfamil¬ 
iar to physicians in devel¬ 
oped countries are frequent- 
ly misdiagnosed or 
mistreated, Ferreyra said. 
Parasitosis and gastric can¬ 


cer among certain Lati 
American populations, 
sickle cell anemia among 
Africans, and thalassemia in 
Greeks are not as common 
among native Britons as 
they are among immigrants, 
and British physicians get 
relatively little training in 
diagnosing and treating 
them. 

Minority groups often 
have different reactions to 
pain and sickness which re¬ 
quire special handling. Afri¬ 
cans have traditionally been 
surrounded by friends and 
family during illness, and 
the hospital nurse who turns 
away a crowd of bedside 
visitors may damage the pa¬ 
tient’s ability to cope with 
illness. 

Teachers are often the 
first contact which immi¬ 
grants make outside of their 
ethnic groups, and the re¬ 
sponse from educators has 
been positive when courses 
in how to use the National 
Health Service have been 
suggested, Ferreyra said. 

Health programs in the 
schools can deal with the 
problems faced by minority 
groups quite effectively, 
particularly in prevention. 

Beyond the education sys¬ 
tem, Ferreyra's Community 
Health Project for Ethnic- 
Minorities is training com¬ 
munity health activists to 
make minority groups more 
aware of how to use the Na- 
tiohal Health Service, Fer¬ 
reyra said.

20 years. 

A life-long flying enthusi¬ 
ast, she earned her private 
pilot’s licence in 1958 and 
also won the Victoria Flying 


Club's Page Trophy for high 
cst marks in ground school 
and flight theory. She earned 
this in competition with 53 
other students, all men. 

Whenever possible, she 
has flown her Stinson Voya- 
geur to aviation confer¬ 
ences, air shows, seminars, 
races, derbies and fly-ins 
throughout Canada and the 
US.

Printmaker 
moves out 
for survival 

If Raymond Verdageur could have had his way, 
undoubtedly he would have stayed in his studio b> 
the beach at Courtenay. 

“It was like a sabbatical." said the the 32-vear 
old French printmaker of his year up Island after 
leaving his Paris studio and a reasonable living as 
an artist to return to his wife’s hometown. (Verda¬ 
geur has an exhibition now. at The Backroom 
Gallery and another Nov. 6 at Nanaimo's Mala 
spina College.) 

“I needed a breath of pollution,” he said to 
jokingly explain the move to the mainland. If 
Vancouver's air isn’t too healthy, it's environment 
is necessary for his survival as an artist in Can¬ 
ada. 

More to the point, he couldn't afford the luxury of 
living away from a big centre with its availability 
of supplies and stimuli—and more important still— 
its galleries and buyers. 

’‘When you just arrive in a country, you need to 
make your contacts," said Verdageur, who seems 
to have done rather well in a short time. 

He had his first Canadian show last spring in 
Vancouver where along with his woodcuts he exhi 
bited the first copies of his illustrated collection of 
the poems of a French poet, Denis Rajane. He has 
since completed the illustrations for Yves Troon- 
dle’s Raven’s Children. 

His Victoria exhibition of 33 prints ($65 to $30i» 
spans work from his Paris days through both the 
books to the Vancouver waterfront. 

His prints are largely representational, favoring 
simplicity in design. 

“It suits me ... If I was trying to do abstract. I 
wouldn't feel I was honestly expressing how I feel," 
he said. 

Nor does Verdageur confine himself to just wood 
cut as he once did. He now combines it with linocuts 
and stencils to achieve an effect utilizing the 
qualities of all three. Woodcut give texture or a 
"vibrating surface” while lino supplies a flatter, 
even surface that might be required for a hull of a 
boat, and stencils allow for color graduations as 
needed for shadow and water. (He usually works 
with between four and seven colors a print.) 

In his recent prints he has been able to break 
away from the confines of the rectangular or 
square image to allow a more fluid edge to his 
work. It was this summer’s hot weather that was 
largely responsible for the departure from the rigid I 
border. 

Verdageur spent much of the summer at the 
False Creek Terminals sketching boats, but the 
heat forced him inside his camper for shade. His 
vantage point there forced him to look at every¬ 
thing through the confines of the shape of the 
camper’s door. He was afraid that it would work 
against the flow and limitless qualities he wanted to 
give his subject which apparently Is more the sky 
and water than the fish boats. 

"I wanted to break limits,” he said.

When Sheila Junor-Moore moved to Victoria 
over the summer all she had was a promise of an 
audition with the Bastion. 

That’s hardly the kind of assurance that might 
ordinarily convince an actress with 15 years of solid 
work and a reputation as a leading lady of 
Calgary theatre that Victoria was the place to be. 

But then professional reasons weren’t entirely 
behind her leaving Calgary. 

"It was time to move,” said the actress in a 
recent interview. But not just any place would do 
when she had to consider her 16-year-old son as 
well, 

"I want him to finish out his school years in a 
nice environment,” said Junor-Moore now settled 
into Oak Bay. 


That promise of an audition turned into two 
roles at The Bastion, starting with Friday’s opening 
of John Murrell’s Waiting for the Parade and the 
Christmas show, Life With Father. 

A phone call to The Belfry once she had settled 
got her a second audition in Victoria. Don Shipley 
had already cast Private Lives and the only thing he 
had to offer her was something for the time she was 
already contracted to do the Murrell play for 
Montreal’s Centaur Theatre. 

When Shipley lost his Amanda for the Noel 
Coward comedy, both The Belfry and Junor-Moore 
"lucked” into each other. The production closed last 
weekend with Junor-Moore the most talked about 
performer. 

She’s done rather well in a short time. With three 
Victoria productions and the Montreal show, she’s 
two short of the six roles she says she needs 
annually in order to survive as an actress. Already 
there’s a possibility of two more in the east this 
summer and she hasn’t even begun to make the 
rounds in Vancouver. 

Still it’s hard to see where she will find the lime 
to knock on Vancouver doors. Her main concern 
now the role of the German Canadian Marta in 
Murrell’s play that centres around five women 
sitting out the-war in Calgary. It’s not the role she 
did for the play’s premiere production but that 
doesn’t bother her. 

"These ladies (roles) arc so wonderful I'd give 
my eye teeth to piay any oneof them,” she said. (She 
does her Catharine role again for the Centaur.) 

Although Junor-Moore knows Murrell well from 
at least the six Calgary productions he has directed, 
she says she knew nothing of his play other than 
It involved five women until she was cast in the 
premiere production. 

She didn’t see the script until it arrived just off 
his typewriter for the first day of rehearsals. 
Initially she wasn’t sure how she felt about the play. 
It seems splintered at first until the basic relation¬ 
ships arc established, she said. 

"Then we all fell in love with it,” she said. 

Unfortunately the Calgary critics didn’t, dis¬ 
missing it for all but its historical value. 

Since then Waiting for the Parade has had close 
to 12 different productions across the country and is 
now being staged in London, England.

Dr. Jan Walls of UVic’s Centre for Pacific 
and Oriental Studies and Yvonne Li Walls are 
giving an Introduction to Peking Opera Monday 
night at the Newcombe Auditorium. Unlike the 
opera, this one is free. 

Newfoundland’s most devastating export after 
screech, Codco comes back to The Belfry for five 
performances which could well have the crowds 
lining up around the corner the way they did for 
these zanies in 1977. 

Already on this tour, the satiric troupe has 
convulsed critics in Montreal and Toronto. They’re 
slightly irreverent, so the faint of heart really ought 
to stay away. 

Emily Carr Arts Centre has watercolors by 
John Quine through the week, and the Art Gallery 
of Greater Victoria has hung several new shows 
recently. Among them are Donald Harvey’s graph¬ 
ite drawings and paintings, Joan Martin's Gardens 
of the Italian Renaissance , and drawings uy 
B.C. Binning-. 


Spectrum Dance Circus is one of those per¬ 
forming groups which frankly arc irresistible. Its 
energy, humor and honesty on stage quickly 
win an audience to its side. 

It’s been a year since I last saw Spectrum 
perform other than for a brief visit to a re¬ 
hearsal. And the most obvious change is the ambi- . 
tious and diversified choreography which director I 
Costantine Darling has found for his enlarged 
troupe of dancers. 

Something like Mother Moon which from last 
year was remembered as one of the more interest¬ 
ing serious works paled somewhat against much of 
the eclectic and unassuming program Tuesday 
night at the McPherson. 

Yet a the question persisted throughout most of 
the ballet-inspired works: How many of Darling’s 
dancers were up to the choreography? A public 
performance should showcase the best of a com¬ 
pany rather than illuminate the inherent weak¬ 
nesses in building a troupe of dancers. 

Spectrum excels at what is commonly referred 
to as jazz or show dancing, which relies more on 
athleticism and sensuality that abounds in Spec¬ 
trum rather than classical technique. Works like 
Darling’s own City Streets or Midnight Madness 
or All Night Long which he co-chorcographed with 
Eva Von Gcnscy and Granville Johnston respec¬ 
tively justifiably brought the house down. 

Both costume and lighting have been developed 
to greater effect over the year to make the troupe 
much stronger visually. 

And one of Spectrum’s big gains in the past 
year is unquestionably Pepper Kaminoff as the 
troupe’s clown. His curtain raisers showed both 
his talent as mime and near genius as a clown. He’s 
wonderful. 

More chit-chat. . . Ah, sweet success. There 
was a time— would you believe last October?— 
when the symphony was having trouble finding 
board members to crew what appeared to be 
the Titanic of Canadian symphony orchestras.

A mixed bag served by 
Billy Preston, husky vocals 
from John Stewart and a 
song by Gregg Sutton that 
should have been a big hit. 


John Stewart: Bombs Away 
Dream Babies 

* 

Clutching his rose-deco- 
rated electric guitar, John 
Stewart beams out of the 
cover df his latest album 
with the countenance of a 
man who has just reached 
musical nirvana. 

He now has another reason 
to smile. 

Bombs Away Dream 
Babies is working financial 
wonders for Stewart, a for¬ 
mer member of the re¬ 
nowned 1960s folk group, the 
Kingston Trio, who won criti¬ 
cal acclaim for his 1969 solo 
album, California Blood¬ 
lines. 

The current LP has 
brought him from the brink 
of nowhereland in the last 
few years to wide attention 
with two hit singles, the cur¬ 
rent Midnight Wind and the 
summer smash Gold which, 
ironically, is about making it 
big with music. 

Stewart lays down two 
sides of solid California- 
tinged folk-rock. Virtually 
every song on the album is 
hard to forget and what’s 
more, is worth remember¬ 
ing. 

The main ingredient in his 
success formula: a sound 
that is remarkably close to 
the Fleetwood Mac of 
Rumors and Fleetwood Mac. 
Actually, Stewart adds 
something that some Mac 
songs could have used, his 
husky vocal cords. For those 
who feel the Big Mac has lost 
its attack in the new album 
Tusk, Stewart may be just 
the right remedy. 

Working with him. in fact, 
are two Fleetwood Mac tal¬ 
ents, singer-guitarist Lind¬ 
sey Buckingham and voca¬ 
list Stevie Nicks. 

Stewart’s harmonizing 
with Nicks, essential to the 
Mac-like sound, seems a bit 
untidy at times but, in the 
main, is a pleasant addi¬ 
tion to the music. 

His electric guitar playing 
won’t set the turntable afire 
but he keeps the instrument

alive with a sweet Mac buzz 
that marks the brisk tempo 
of his songs, particularly 
Gold and Midnight Wind. 

Despite this stab at pop 
rock, Stewart hasn’t aban¬ 
doned his roots. The lyrics 
are embedded in folk turf, 
filled with common themes, 
vivid imagery and singalong 
lines. 

Not a chip of rock can be 
found on two of his songs. 
Soothing harmony generat¬ 
ed by Stewart, Brian Garo- 
falo and Buffy Ford Stewart, 
is the key to a simple acous¬ 
tic folk piece called Some¬ 
where Down the Line and he 
completes the album with 
the harder-sounding solo 
Hand Your Heart to the 
Wind, which has some mild 
echo effects to express the 
blowing quality of the 
wind.—Pamela and Roger 
White

Veteran keyboard artisan 
Billy Preston has produced a 
mixed bag in his first solo 
album (Motown) in more 
than two years. Several of 
the tracks seem to be little 
more than standard disco 
fill-ins. 

But there is a touch of 
originality in at least three 
songs: the disco-type Give It 
Up, Hot, which kicks off the 
album. I Come to Rest in 
You, the first track on side

tage. 

The album also showcases 
With You I’m Bom Again, 
from the soundtrack of the 
popular movie Fast Break. 

Preston confirms himself 
a master of keyboards and 
an excellent jazz-soul vocal¬ 
ist, but over all the album 
lacks the spark of original¬ 
ity.

He moves into the Santa 
Monica apartment house 
where John Ritter, Suzanne 
Somers and Joyce DeWItt 
have lived together the last 
two years. He immediately 
takes off after another new 
tenant, played by Ann Wed- 
geworth, and her rejections 
only egg him on. ■»

and he keeps getting re¬ 
buffed," says Knotts, who is 
shy. “He comes right back. 
He’s a cocky guy.” 

“It seems to be the charac¬ 
terization that people like to 
see me do on television. In 
movies I don’t do that char¬ 
acter much. Or when I take 
out plays. I stick with it in 

television. It’s fun to do and I 
think people expect it." 

Knotts says it all started 
with Barney. 

"I had done the nervous 
characteron The Steve Allen 
Show. That was a pretty one¬ 
dimensional, just shaky guy. 
Whereas Barney Fife was 
more of a little bantam 
rooster. It was sort of writ¬ 
ten into the first script. But I 
think as we went along, I’d 
say within the first 10 shows, 
I had developed the pattern 
of the character. It took that 
long for me to really know 
where I wanted to take 
him.” 

His role on Griffith’s show 
grew out of a friendship de¬ 
veloped when they were on 
Broadway in No Time for 
Sergeants and then in the 
film. 

After leaving Griffith’s 
show, Knotts had his own 
variety show for a year on 
NBC. He also made some 
piloLs. 

“I never really wanted my 
own show again. I had my. 
own show for a year. It was 
fair. We got by, but it only 
lasted one season. I don’t like 
the responsibility of my own 
show." 

His casting in Three's 
Company was the opposite. 
They called him. 

Knotts has been acting 
since, at the age of 13 in his 
hometown of Morgantown, 
W.Va., he sent away for a 
10 -ccnt gadget guaranteed to 
help him throw his voice. 

“It didn’t work, but they 
sent me a little booklet de¬ 
scribing the principle of ven¬ 
triloquism. I got my dummy 
for 50 cents and two boxtops 
at a local grocery store. 

“I’d play the local civic 
clubs. I not only got my in¬ 
spiration from Edgar Ber¬ 
gen, I used all his material. I 
used to write it down. So I 
was doing that and in high 
school I was emcee of the 
assemblies. After high 
school, I went to New York to 


get into show business, i 
came back in five weeks. 
Whipped." 

Knotts entered West Vir¬ 
ginia University, but he was 
drafted in the Second World 
War. In the army he per¬ 
formed in the show Stars and 
Gripes, where he met Danny 
Ross. Ross told him to look 
him up InNew York after the 


war. He returned to college 
first, then went to New 
York. 

Knotts was on radio, then 
television, and spent two 
years on Broadway in No 
Time for Sergeants. For 
three years he was a 
cowardly neurotic on the 
soap opera Search for To¬ 
morrow.

FROM THE FIFTEENTH DISTRICT, 

by Mavis Gallant. Macmillan. 

$12.95. 

From the Fifteenth District is 
billed as “A novella and eight short 
stories" about “voyagers who will 
never reach their destination" who are 
the "undecided and displaced of life," 
but it would be just as accurate to 
describe the book as a collection of 
ghost stories. Each of them has pre¬ 
viously appeared in The New Yorker, 
they have been collected here because 
a) they are worth it, and b) it is high 
time that a book by Mavis Gallant — a 
Canadian who has lived in Paris since 
early in the 1950’s — was published in 
Canada. From the Fifteenth District, 
then, is something of a coup for Mac¬ 
millan, although I notice that patriotic 
pride in publishing this writer’s work 
did not prevent them from having her 
book manufactured in the United 
Slates. 

The qualities that mark New 
Yorker stories are tricky to define. 



GALLANT ... expatriate 

The writing is perhaps their most 
characteristic feature — it is usually 
subtle, sophisticated, clever and a 
whisker away from precious. Atmo¬ 
sphere and technique are what count: 
nobody at the New Yorker seems to 
care a hang about anything so crass as 
plot, though they’re rather big on 
sociological revelation. 

Mavis Gallant exemplifies the best 
of all these aspects. When her subject 
is potentially drah and uninteresting, 
as in a story in this collection titled 
The Latehomecomer, for example, the 
reader is nevertheless bowled over by 
her mastery of technique. 

From the Fifteenth Districts like a 
collection of ghost stories because 
so many of its characters share the 
experience of living beyond their prop¬ 
er place in time. These living ghosts 
arc frequently haunted by dead ones, 


though the saner among them can 
relegate their ghosts to dreams. The 
title story, however, is a moving and 
witty reversal of this pattern; in it 
three very dead ghosts are haunt¬ 
ed by the living! 

Gallant’s characters include an 
English couple who operate a foun¬ 
dering printing business in northern 
Italy near the French border; a couple 
whose English families have operated 
hotels in the south of France for 100 
years; an Englishman who barely sur¬ 
vived World War II and comes with his 
family to die on the Riviera; the 
"latehomecomer'', who was held as a 
war prisoner until 1950 because vari¬ 
ous bureaucrats mangled his papers; a 
Parisian television actor whose par¬ 
ents abandoned him when he was 
eight; the three ghosts; a middle-aged 
Polish poet who dares to fall in love 
with a scatter-brained Canadian; an 
emigre’s mother living in Budapest on 
the monthly cheques her son sends 
from Glasgow and her memories; and 
the widow of a very famous man. 

It is a tribute to Mavis Gallant's 
skill as a writer to say that her 
best stories are also her longest. One is 
"The Moslem Wife", about a practical 
woman who chooses between love for 
her faithless romantic husband and 
her memory of the past. Another is 
"Potter", the story of the Polish poet. 
Gallant is very good at describing the 
torments and foolish joys of a roman¬ 
tic, intelligent man in love with a silly 
woman. 

Perhaps even better is “The 
Remission", in which a dying English¬ 
man lingers longer than anyone ex¬ 
pects but it is really his Welsh wife 
who is granted a new lease on life. 
Here's a description of the wife's lover 
which conveys the flavor of Gallant's 
talent: 

"Eric Wilkinson was the chap with 
the strong blue eyes and ginger mus¬ 
tache, never younger than 2-1, never as 
much as 10, who flashed on for a 
second, just long enough to show there 
was an Englishman in the room. He 
could handle a uniform, a dinner jac¬ 
ket, a monocle, a cigarette holder, a 
swagger stick, a polo mallet, could 
open a cigarette case without looking 
like a gigolo, could say without being 
an ass about it, 'Bless my soul, wasn't 
that the little Maharani?' or even, 
Conte along, old boy — fair play with 
Monica, now!' Foreigners meeting 
him often said, ‘That is what the Brit¬ 
ish used to be like, when they were still 
all right, when the Riviera was still 
fit to live in.’ But the British who 
knew him were apt to glaze over." 

Mavis Gallant’s own expatriate sta¬ 
tus has given her a sharp eye for 
the displaced peoples of Europe, but it 
is her sheer writing ability — which in 
this collection can bear comparison 
with Chekhov — that finally impresses 
most. 


In orbit with Tom Wolfe

THE RIGHT STUFF, by Tom Wolfe. 
McGraw-Hill Ryerson. $17.50. 


The idea of a lengthy book 
on the U.S. Mercury space 
program does not send me 
racing to the nearest book¬ 
store. But I’ve always been 
excited — and sometimes ir¬ 
ritated — by the work of Tom 
Wolfe, whose forte is the 
American Dream and whose 
comic-cuts style turns inves¬ 
tigatory reportage into a 
creative art. 

Years #go, in his book 
about the novelist Ken 
Kcsey, The Electric Kool- 
Aid Acid Test, Wolfe shed an 
ironic day glo around a rag- 
gle-taggle band of acid- 
heads, and out of that myth¬ 
making produced the state¬ 
ment about America in the 
sixties. 

The Mercury project is 
also, in its way, the express¬ 
ion of the lurid innocence of 
the sixties: the Kennedys’ 
Camelot, the Bay of Pigs, the 
Cold War, and the race for 
mastery in space. What 
Wolfe does is to take the 
shining figures of the seven 
space heroes seriously. Bur¬ 
rowing behind those card¬ 
board cut-outs, he invests 
them with a human dimen¬ 
sion. 

By the end of the book, 
those seven paper-thin Flash 
Gordons remain just as shin¬ 
ing bright, but have become 
three-dimensional, under¬ 
standable in a new way. The 
myth remains, but on 
Wolfe’s own terms. 

In effect Wolfe replaces a 
false public image — of in¬ 
trepid conquerors dining 
with presidents or smilingly 
re united with their wives 
and families on the Florida 
tarmac — with a private 
image known only to the 


pilots themselves. Through 
that reconstruction, the 
reader comes to see the 
space race as each man’s 
scramble to the top of the 
professional pyramid: 

“A career in flying was 
like climbing one of those 
ancient Babylonian pyra¬ 
mids made up of a dizzy 
progression of steps and 
ledges, a ziggurat, a pyra¬ 
mid extraordinarily high 
and steep; and the idea was 
to prove at every foot of 
the way up that pyramid 
that you were one of the 
elected and anointed ones 
who had the right stuff and 
could move higher and 
higher and even — ultimate¬ 
ly, God willing, one day — 
that you might be able to join 
that special few at the very 
top, that elite who had the 
capacity to bring tears to 
men’s eyes, the very Broth¬ 
erhood of the Right Stuff 
itself.” 

So the book starts not on 
the launching-pads but in the 
mind’s-eye of a test-pilot’s 
wife. In the public's view, 
fostered by TV’s eye for 
human-interest stories, an 
astronaut's wife must un¬ 
dergo an emotional night¬ 
mare as she waits for the 
splashdown. But as Wolfe 
tells it, these wives had lived 
with death for years and 
their real nightmare came 
from the TV cameras them¬ 
selves: how to deal with the 
post-flight interview; how to 
put back the garden after the 
cables and the trampling 
journalists; how to deny the 
vice-president's demands to 
be first over the threshold. 

And Wolfe uses word like 
a pile-driver to punch those

Grim tale by Brian Moore

THE MANGAN INHERITANCE, by Brian Moore. 

McClelland & Stewart, $12.95. 

At 36 Jamie Mangan is, Brian Moore writes, "the 
bearer of a face to which no certain identity has yet 
been attached.” 

In his youth a writer of poems (one accepted by 
Poetry, another by The New Yorker) now an occasional 
journalist based in New York for the CBC, Mangan’s 
main occupation is being husband to the famous actress 
Beatrice Abbot. But after seven years of childless 
marriage Beatrice leaves him for another man, and 
Mangan’s identity is even further threatened. At his 
father’s home in Montreal for Christmas, though, Man¬ 
gan discovers a dageurrotype of a minor Irish poet who 
is his exact double — and who may also be his own 
great-great grandfather. 

And when Beatrice is killed in a car accident before 
she can change her will, Mangan, suddenly single and 
rich, is free to go to Ireland and establish his connection 
with the poet, precursor of every alcoholic bohemian 
who ever wrote verse. 

Thus the stage is set for our involvement in The 
Mangan Inheritance. 

Moore has never written anything like this before: 
violent, suspenseful, mysterious, sexual, the novel 
could perhaps be called gothic if that term weren’t so 
pejorative. In tone and complexity its nearest relatives 
would probably be the Victorian stories of Wilkie 
Collins. But Moore is pre-eminently a modern writer, 
and his concerns are presented in ways that are entirely 
his. 

Foremost among those concerns is the problem of 
identity. 

As we meet Mangan’s Irish relatives scattered over 
the harsh southern coast we become aware that not one 
of them has a fixed identity — and neither, as it turns 
out, do any of the other characters in the story — not 
Mangan himself, nor his father and mother, his step¬ 
mother or ex-wife. Perhaps the only person who docs 
possess an identity is the priest whom Mangan consults 
in his search for the poet'. 

The priest's character is aptly illustrated in a short 
scene where his talk with Mangan is interrupted by a 
parishoner whose wife is dying: 

“ ‘I may have to give her the last sacrament,’ the 
priest said. ’But it won’t take very long. Where did you 


come across (hat photograph? I’ve been thinking about 
that.’ ” 

Easily recognizable, young, worldly yet religious, 
the priest is easily the most attractive character in this 
tale. 

Like Malamud’s Dubin, and like so many other 
protagonists in recent fiction, Jamie Mangan is an 
eminently unattractive man. Lustful, self-pitying, 
voyeuristic, untalented, deceitful, he is saved from a 
repetition of his ancestor’s gruesome fate only by ! the 
death of his father which recalls him home. A rather too 
fortuitous event, perhaps. Moore's ending smacks of the 
novelist’s design, and while the tale itself — like any 
other — is of course a design, one suspects that its 
author was reluctant here to allow his character the full 
results of his actions. It’s a problem Moore has had 
before, and while it may reflect his belief in providence 
it detracts from the movements of the lives before us. 

Gruesome lives, grim inheritances. We all, in one 
way or another, may share them.

events of a year ago, ap¬ 
parently hastily rewrote the 
final scenes to make the fic¬ 
tional work even more up-to- 
date than it would have oth¬ 
erwise been by bringing in 
references to why Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat 
seemed so eager to sue for 
peace this time last year. 

The book, though gripping 
in parts, suffers from “sec¬ 
ond-novel syndrome” and is 
not up to the standard of the 
vibrant, fast-paced writing 
which former London Eve¬ 
ning News reporter Follett 
achieved in his acclaimed 
Eye of the Needle, a Second 
World War tale loosely based 
on a major Allied coup which 
helped deceive the Nazis 
about the site of the D- 
Day landings. 

In Triple, fictional Israeli 
agent Nat Dickstein sets up 
and carries out possibly the 
most important — and most 
secret— hijacking in history 
in 1968, a true story which 
did not hit the world press for 
almost a decade. 

His enemies are an old 
Oxford classmate, now 
working for the Arab ex¬ 
tremist Fedayeen although 
ostensibly an Egyptian 
agent, and Russian David 
Rostov, who combine to try 
to sink the ship containing 
the uranium ore. 

Follett is strong on scenes 
containing a certain amount 
of cruelty, but he balances 
them off with sensitive love 
scenes that fall short of 
being pornographic largely 
because there is real, tender 
affection between the par¬ 
ticipants. 

He has a manner of 
abruptly and dramatically 
terminating secondary char¬ 
acters with whom the reader 
may well have begun to iden¬ 
tify without destroying the 
theme of the narrative. But 
that may just be due to a 
powerful talent for sketch¬ 
ing, a talent Follett should 
learn to control in due 
course. 

One other word about 
Triple. Publication was ap¬ 
parently hastily pushed 
ahead and the dustjacket is 
desultorily produced, the 
binding is of poor quality, 
and the typographical errors 
occasionally become down¬ 
right annoying. 


points home. He makes us 
smell the burning flesh in the 
Florida swamps as another 
test pilot is downed by his 
lack-of the Right Stuff. We 
can smell fear, too, as each 
wife waits for the man-at- 
the-door bringing her offi¬ 
cial word that the day’s vic¬ 
tim is her husband. 

After that numbing pat¬ 
tern, Wolfe shows us the spe¬ 
cial psyche of the pilot's 
wife: packed off with the 
kids away from The Cape, 
turning a blind eye to her 
husband's hard-driving, 
hard-drinking, womanizing 
life, and shunning divorce 
for the sake of his career and 
for the future reward of a 
nation's adoration and her 
turn beside Jter man on the 
public balcony above the 
cheering crowds. 

But Wolfe’s main concern 
brings the popular view of 
the astronauts themselves 
into collision with their own 
version of the legend. For 
them, the Right Stuff could 
only come from the fight 
between a pilot and his ma¬ 
chine. So that when volun¬ 
teers were called for to enter 
the space program, the top 
test-pilots were worried 
aobut whether they were 


risking their careers on the 
ziggurat. The Mercury 
capsule was not a plane, and 
— geez! — the first flights 
were to be made by — would 
you believe it — chimpan¬ 
zees! 

For the pilots the undoubt¬ 
ed place to be was Edwards 
Airforce Base where the 
Brotherhood of The Right 
Stuff flew rocket-powered 
planes up through the atmo¬ 
sphere at over twice the 
speed of sound. For some 
years those manned flights 
must have looked like the 
only way to the top of the 
ziggurat, and the real pilots 
could only snicker at the hu¬ 
manoid chimpanzees. 

But the American public 
could not have cared less 
about the Brotherhood's pri¬ 
vate machismo. For them, 
the astronauts were heroes 
on glittering steel chargers, 
fighting it out with the Rus¬ 
sians in one-to-one combat. 
If the early rockets usually 
blew up on the pad, at least 
they blew up in public — 
unlike the Russians’ secret 
launchings — and each fail¬ 
ure increased the danger and 
the stature of the men who 
must one day risk their lives 


in the first manned space 
shot. 

The ironic turning point 
for Wolfe came at the astro¬ 
nauts’ first press conference 
when the public myth and 
the pilot’s code collided: "the 
Halo Effect, with Deacon 
Glenn leading the hallelujah 
chorus ... if (they) had 
been worried that they 
weren’t being regarded as 
hot pilots, their worries were 
over when they saw the press 
coverage." 

From then on, the only- 
way up the pyramid was to 
act the American hero and to 
persuade yourself and the 
dare-devils back at Ed¬ 
wards, even the designers of 
future capsules, that the as¬ 
tronauts were fliers, the key 
factor in the race for 
space. 

Behind these ironies, 
Wolfe builds each of the 
seven astronauts into dis¬ 
tinctive, and sometimes con¬ 
flicting. personalities. But 
where are they now? Who 
remembers any of the seven 
except John Glenn, who 
wanted to be first off the pad 
and who, by the accident of 
being the third in space but 
first in orbit, became The 
One? The irony of that adds 
relish to Wolfe’s comedy of 
errors. 

In creating his own high- 
colored legend, Wolfe bends 
history into his own vision; 
he bursts the barrier be¬ 
tween journalism and the 
novel. His punchy style — all 
those italics, exclamations, 
dots, action verbs, and con¬ 
crete nouns — works well 
when he's describing the 
Brotherhood’s life-style or 
when laughing at the scram- 
bling crowds who wor¬ 
shipped their idea of the all 
American astronaut. Yet the 
same style also colors his 
more reflective passages 
and finally becomes ex¬ 
hausting. What suited the 
sixties seems less apposite to 
the cooler seventies. 

Despite the cavil, I think 
the book is important, not 
only for its original re¬ 
creation of American folk¬ 
lore but as a devastating 
critique of the way a manu¬ 
factured public image can 
take over and become a real¬ 
ity.

WAILEA, HAWAII — 
“Look, how natural,” chor¬ 
tles Fran Cipro, the pro. You 
look, and you Rape at four- 
foot-high lava rock walls 
snaking in and out of a dozen 
fairways. At giant rocks 
towering over the tallest of 
men. At lacy green kiawe 
trees waiting patiently to 
clutch at wild shots. 

Of all Hawaii’s 50 golf 
courses, the Orange Course 
here at the carefully bloom¬ 
ing area of Wailea on Maui 
has to be among the most 
challenging. 

For such a new course (it’s 
only one and a half year’s 
old) it’s incredible how ma¬ 
ture it looks. The answer's 
easy; it was born that way. 
This is Hawaiian desert 
country. By the Pacific, yes, 
but on the dry, sunny south¬ 
west coast of East Maui; on 
the wind-protected slopes of 
the long-dormant volcano 
Haleakala. 

It’s superbly scenic, 
crowned by ancient wili-wili 


trees, glorious with red blos¬ 
soms at certain times of the 
year. (In the old days, their 
buoyant wood made the fin¬ 
est canes and surf boards, 
surfing once being the sport 
of the kings.) From the 
gently rolling green high¬ 
lands of the course, five 
neighboring Hawaiian is¬ 
lands can be seen, including 
controversial Kahoolawe 
(the one the Navy uses for 
bombing practise), the skin 
diver’s paradise of an islet, 
Molokini. On a clear day you 
even can see Oahu. 

About those walls: Look 
closely and note the total 
absence of mortar. They 
were painstakingly built by 
hand. Many hands. Long 
ago. 

Whatever the walls’ true 
origin, golf course architect 
Jack Synder was surprised 
and delighted to find them. 
They’ve been retained along 
holes five through 10, and 13 
through 18. Orange Course 
players also will find 
“heiaus” (remains of old 


Hawaiian temples) along the 
fourth and fifth fairways, 
both of which look down to 
the sea. 

Some golfers may find 
Snyder’s thinking a bit dia¬ 
bolical, since he's left a natu¬ 
ral rock garden on the 18th 
green. “It was just too good 
to pass up,” he (the holder of 
a 10 handicap) smiles. 

Golf widows and widowers 
will find Wailea a happy 
haven. Besides golf, there 
arc five beaches, 11 tennis 
courts, a semi-outdoor shop¬ 
ping centre, two low-rise vil¬ 
lages of garden condomin¬ 
iums and two deluxe hotels, 
the Inter-Continental Maui 
and the Wailea Beach.

Go Caribbean for islands of appealing variety 


By JAMES N. GOODSELL 


BRIDGETOWN, BARBADOS — For island buffs, there 
is nothing more delightful than encountering a new island or 
revisiting one from earlier experiences. 

For those who never have had the opportunity to get to 
know islands, however, there is no better time than 
now to begin the quest—and what better place than the 
Caribbean? A cruise is a good way to start. 


• BARBADOS: This jewel-shaped, 166-square-mile is¬ 
land has the area’s most pleasant climate. With superb 
beaches, a quiet way of life, a prodigious number of colorful 
and sccntful trees and shrubs and gourmet dining, it easily is 
the most visitor-oriented island of the region. Perhaps the 
best draw cards are the Bajans themselves with their 
friendliness and courtesy. 


• THE BAHAMAS: This 750-mile chain of nearly 3,000 
islands, coral cays and craggy rocks is an indepen¬ 
dent nation off the east Florida coast. The islands of the 
archipelago range from well-cultivated land to almost 
desert-like conditions. 

• CAYMANS: These islands below Cuba and to the 
northwest of Jamaica are favorite haunts of underwater 
divers. More than 400 ships have been wreckedon the treach¬ 
erous coral reefs surrounding the three main islands 
(Grand Cayman, Little Cayman and Cayman Brae), provid¬ 
ing fascinating terrain for divers. The Caymans also are 
famed for their turtles—and native Cayman cuisine concen¬ 
trates on turtle soup and steaks. 

• CUBA: It has only recently been opened up anew to 
large-scale tourism. An island famed 20 years ago for 
honeymoons and gambling, the intervening years have 
seen plenty of changes. Havana, the capital, still is one 
of the most beautiful cities in the Caribbean, but the gam¬ 
bling and prostitution of a former era are gone—and 
the tourist life is a lot more sedate these days. 

• DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. Severely hit by Hurricane 
David, it will be some time before its growing tourist ac¬ 
tivity is resumed. But the island, nevertheless, has been one 
of the most up-and-coming tourist areas of the Caribbean 


Maracas Bay in Trinidad boasts an excellent beach 


witha number of luxury sites complete with room and board, 
sports activity, etc. Also, perhaps the best collection of old 
colonial buildings anywhere in the Caribbean is centred in 
Santo Domingo, the capital. 

• DUTCH ANTILLES: A varied group of six islands in 
two sets of three each. Aruba. Bonaire and Curacao, the 
ABCs, lie off the coast of Venezuela with their largely 
barren landscapes. But they attract a large number of 
tourists with excellent beaches, free-port stores and good 
restaurants. The harbor of Willemstad on Curacao is charm¬ 
ing and colorful, with many of its buildings dating to the 17th 
century. Sint Eustatius (Statia), Saba and the southern 
part of Sint Maarten make up the other trio, lying amid 
the Leeward Islands of the Caribbean. Half-French, half- 
Dutch Sint Maarten, otherwise known as St. Martin, Is best 
known. 

• FRENCH ANTILLES: The two main islands are 
Guadeloupe and Martinique, both French, with two smaller 


ones—Saint Barthelemy and the French part of St. Martin. 
Both main islands possess remarkable scenery. Martinique 
tends toward sophistication, while a more leisurely pace is 
evident on Guadeloupe. 

• HAITI: Sharing the island of Hispaniola with the Do¬ 
minican Republic, Haiti has the impoverished western 
third of the land. The poorest nation in the hemisphere, 
this republic is one of the major tourist meccas in the 
Caribbean. Beaches are spectacular and native paintings 
are easily worth their cost. 

• JAMAICA: This island's tourism has fallen on diffi¬ 
cult times due to political agitation. Still, the island 
has a rugged natural beauty, superb beaches, excellent 
food and many historical and archaelogical sites. 

• LEEWARD ISLANDS: A cluster of islands in the 
northwest Caribbean, comprising Antigua, Barbuda, Re- 
dona, St. Christopher, Nevis, Anguilla and Montserrat. The 


largest is Antigua. Its English Harbor is one of the 
world’s most attractive yachting centres and probably the 
best anchorage in the Caribbean. 

• PUERTO RICO: This U.S. commonwealth long has 
been a major tourist haunt. There are plenty of hotels, 
restaurants, beaches and other attractions, but there also is 
a widespread complaint that tourism as a big industry 
simply has got bigger and bigger without attention to 
improvements in service and facilities. 


• TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO: This two-island nation lies 
just off the coast of Venezuela. Its oil riches have begun 
to alter the island's lifestyle, but so far has not done much 
to encourage tourism. Trinidad has some good beaches, 
such as the one at Maracas Bay, but hotel and restau¬ 
rant facilities are not yet geared for the tourist. Toba¬ 
go, on the other hand, long has attracted a significant 
number of tourists. Water-skiing, deep-sea fishing and 
scuba diving are becoming popular on both islands. 


• TURKS AND CAICOS: These islands are a varied 
group of coral land masses and many small cays. They have 
some 230 miles of sunny beaches, ideal for swimming and 
diving, but otherwise they are places where you can 
get away from it all. 


• WINDWARD ISLANDS: A chain of islands, stringing 
to the south from the Leeward chain, including Dominica, 
St. Lucia, St. Vincent, Grenada and the Grenadines. 
Largest of the Windward Islands, Dominica also is one 
of the most mountainous in the Caribbean. Ravaged by 
Hurricane David recently, its tourism is little devel¬ 
oped. St. Lucia has some fine mountain scenerv and all the 
attractions one expects in the Caribbean. 


• VIRGIN ISLANDS: Both the U.S. and British parts of 
this northeastern Caribbean grouping possess some of the 
most spectacular scenery anywhere in the region The U.S. 
Virgins—St. Thomas, St. Croix and St. John—arc the more 
well known and regularly attract thousands each w inter for 
their beaches, duty-free shopping and scenery. 

There you have them—a parcel of islands, each worth 
a visit. Take the plunge.

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Canyon centre of oars vs motors controversy

GRAND CANYON, Arlz. 
— It Is a magic place, this 
Grand Canyon Of the Colo¬ 
rado River. Awesome, for¬ 
bidding, but strangely sooth¬ 
ing. 

Through the geologic 
cnaos of red rock fortresses, 
the river dives a mile into the 
earth. It dances past water¬ 
falls and tamarisk trees. It 
surges as frothing rapids, 
the longest, wildest Whi¬ 
tewater in America. 

A hundred years ago. John 
Wesley Rowell, a one-armed 
Civil War veteran and the 
first white man to explore 
the river, called it, “the most 
sublime spectacle on earth.”

Today It Is therapy for vic¬ 
tims of future shock. 

About 12,000 adventurers 
—a tiny fraction of the near¬ 
ly four million a year who 
peer over the canyon rim- 
run the Colorado each sum¬ 
mer. Eighty per cent of them 
travel in commercial motor- 
boats. 

Now the National Park 
Service, guardian of the 
river, wants Congress to des¬ 
ignate the canyon an official 
wilderness area. As a first 
step, the service has pro¬ 
posed to phase out travel by 
motor and instead opt 
foroar—a longer, quieter 
journey. 


The controversy that has 
erupted over this proposal in 
the last few weeks goes to the 
heart of the nationwide wil¬ 
derness battle. It pits com¬ 
mercial outfitters and con-, 
servatlve members of 
Congress against environ¬ 
mental groups and the 
Carter administration. 

If the Grand Canyon, one 
of the seven natural wonders 
of the world, cannot be pro¬ 
tected from noisy traffic 
jams, environmentalists 
argue, what can? Park ser¬ 
vice opponents, on the other 
hand, see the plan as elitist, 
restricting one of the na¬ 
tion's premier recreational 
experiences to those who can 
afford the time and energy 


to travel 225 miles by row¬ 
boat. 

The Colorado also Is a test 
case In a broader contro¬ 
versy over the growing fed¬ 
eral role in regulating the 
public’s use of rivers. The 
park service and other agen¬ 
cies are developing river 
management plans and wild 
and scenic river proposals 
for dozens of waterways. Of¬ 
ficials walk a tightrope be¬ 
tween preserving the natural 
qualities of the public do¬ 
main and encouraging its 
use. 

In the last decade, river- 
running, like backpacking, 
has become one of the na¬ 
tion’s most popular sports. 
Traffic on the Colorado

River Increased 700 per cent 
in the six years before 1973, 
when the park service began 
to restrict permits. 

But the river has suffered 
from too much popularity. 
Twenty-nine park service 
studies since 1973 document 
the littering of the river’s 
bank with toilet paper bliz¬ 
zards, human waste and 
charcoal, the trampling of 
vegetation and archeologi¬ 
cal sites and the increasing 
competition for campsites. 

Conflicts between river- 
runners increased as flotil¬ 
las of rubber boats bumped 
into each other at key attrac¬ 
tions along the banks. Those 
in rowboats complained 
about the noise and gasoline 
from motors. 

Six years of public hear¬ 
ings and studies produced an 
inch-thick river-manage¬ 
ment plan. Besides banning 
motors over the next five 
years, it would reduce 
launches from 150 to 50 com¬ 
mercial passengers a day, 
lengthening the season from 
April to October to accom¬ 
modate more passengers. It 
would increase permits for 
privately organized parties 
from the present 8 per cent to 
30 per cent of the traffic. 

"The bottom line,” says 
park service director Wil¬ 
liam J. Whclen, is "a decla¬ 
ration of a value. . . We 
want to make it a pure wil¬ 
derness experience.” 

Environmentalists boat 
down the river wearing plas¬ 
tic rain gear, carrying 
chemical toilets, gas stoves, 
canned food, cameras and a 
park service permit. 

“This isn’t an argument 
over environment,” says 
Gaylord Staveley, one of 22 
commercial outfitters on the 
river. “It’s a technological 
argument. We’re fighting 
over what technology Is

going to be used. The park 
service says by rowing you 
experience the river on its 
own terms. I disagree—the 
only way to do that Is to swim 
It.” 

Those opposed to phasing 
out motorboats contend the 
action would discriminate 
against the "fat and flabby, 
the handicapped and the el¬ 
derly. The park service, tak¬ 
ing pains to disprove this 
contention, successfully ran 


a quadraplegic down the 
river for one study. 

Others contend banning 
motorboats would favor the 
“idle rich” by lenghtening 
the week-long trip by two 
days and thus increasing its 
expense. Trips now cost be¬ 
tween $325 and $1,000, de¬ 
pending on length—six to 18 
days—and fringe services. 
The park service says row¬ 
boat trips cost about $75 
more than motor runs. 


If rowboat trips are limit¬ 
ed to the elite, it wasn't ap¬ 
parent in random interviews 
on a recent run down the 
river. Joe Longbotham, 29, 
who delivers packages for 
United Parcel in Phoenix, 
was glad to get away from 
the motors he lives with 
every day. "Motors disturb 
the spirit of the place," he 
said. “The noise bothers me 
when I’m quietly enjoying a 
wilderness experience.”

Lawrence Durrell has said 
it best: "Other countries 
may offer you discoveries in 
manners or lore or land¬ 
scape. Greece offers you 
something harder—the dis¬ 
covery of yourself." 

I had learned that in previ¬ 
ous visits to the magic is¬ 
lands. But this time we were 
headed for Corfu, the most 
magical of all, and I won¬ 
dered what the effects would 
be. 

We were but half an hour 
out of Athens when the right 
engine feathered, making a 
strange noise. "We are re¬ 
turning. Kindly fasten your 
seat belts.” The captain’s 
voice was brusque. An omi¬ 
nous beginning. 

Back in Athens, we won¬ 
dered how long the delay 
might be. But somehow, an¬ 
other plane was at the ready 
and it wasn’t long until we 
were airborne again. This 
time we made the short 
flight with no problems and 
the captain's thanks for our 
bravery! 

The manager of the Hilton, 
where we were staying, had 
quietly cancelled the formal 
welcome dinner when he had 
news of the delay. Instead, 
he had sent trays with a 
delicious buffet, salad and 
icy beer to each room- 
blessed man to spare us the 
need for party manners and 
late hours after the trying 
trip. 

Things began to look bet¬ 
ter. 

I opened the door to the 
pleasant balcony and wan¬ 
dered out to view the night 
sky. Soft mists starred the 
lights along the path winding 
down the hill below me. The 
air was fragrant with pine 
and the herbs that are so 
much a part of the breath of 
Greece. There was an aura 
of mystery in the silken 
night. Inexplicable, and not 
at all frightening, just 
there. 

To wander through the 
town is a lesson in art and 
architecture. Venetian 
paint. French ironwork. 
Moorish colonnades. British 
gardens. It’s ail here. And 
like the people, it all melds 
into a symbiotic relationship 
that transcends the individ¬ 
ual parts. 

Corfu is so unlike the bare¬ 
boned rocky islands of the 
Aegean that it is another 
world. Its richness cloys and 
enervates, yet it is filled with 
"kefi," the untranslatable 
word for the spirit of the 
place. 

Wild flowers and carefully 
plotted gardens, open mar¬ 
kets and a formal town 
square, cricket matches and 
high tea along with tavemas 
by the sea and wild Greek 
dances, stark white monas¬ 
teries on high rock promon¬ 
tories and lush green vegeta¬ 
tion. 

The Venetians gave a gold 
coin for each olive tree a 
peasant planted. The trees 
dominate life. Gray-green, 
shimmering to silver in the 
wind, gnarled, old, jutting 
from impossible ledges, co¬ 
vering the gentle hill slopes, 
the olive is the coin of the 
island. 

Title to the trees is trea¬ 
sured beyond belief. The 
nurture of the fruit occupies 
much of the peasant popula-

tion for months throughout 
the year. And the oil, the first 
pressing, is considered the 
finest in all Greece, at least 
by the Corf lots. 

We drove across the island 
one day to Palaeokastiritsa, 
which Henry Miller extols in 
his books, The Colussus of 
Maroussi. The road wan¬ 
dered over hills in the centre 
of the island, through orange 
and olive groves, cypress 
and pine. The fragrance of 
these and the ubiquitous 
herbs was almost over¬ 
whelming. But it was also 
invigorating: Corfu is a com¬ 
plex island. 

We came to the view of the 
bay from a high place. “The 
little bay lies in a trance, 
drugged with its own extra¬ 
ordinary perfection—a con¬ 
spiracy of light, air, blue sea 
and cypresses.” Durrel de¬ 
scribes it. 

We lunched at a taverna on 
the water's edge. Fresh fish, 
lobsters chosen from nearby 
tanks, Greek salad—and al¬ 
ways, the smiles that jjiake 
friends of patrons. 

We lingered over more of 
the tart retsina wine, whose 
very bouquet is so distinctly 
Greek. 

What is more wonderful 
than such a day? Good 
friends, good wine, a setting 
out of history—so impossible 
and yet, so real here on 
Corfu.

Wolf 

poison 

reports 

clash

A poison used by the B.C. 
environment ministry to kill 
wolves produces epilepsy- 
like convulsions in the ani¬ 
mals, lasting 12 to 2-t hours. 

So says a chapter on the 
poison 1080 published this 
year in a federally spon¬ 
sored U.S. pois-on hand¬ 
book. 

The handbook’s informa¬ 
tion appears to contradict 
data used this year by the 
B.C. environment ministry 
to justify re-introduction of 
1080 (sodium monofluoroa- 
cctate.) 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment announced last sum- 
merit would allow the poison 
to be used under controlled 
circumstances because new 
evidence showed the poison 
was “less stressful than pre¬ 
viously believed.” 

A 10-page environment 
ministry review quoted 1973 
and 1977 New Zealand Forest 
Service reports on the 
“stress" effect and “human¬ 
eness" of 1080. 

THE REVIEW formed the 

basis of the ministry’s deci¬ 
sion to resume the poison 
program. 

The New Zealand study 
quoted in review said: “Thus 
allegations in terms of con¬ 
vulsive suffering cannot be 
regarded as other than 
anthropocentric (human¬ 
like interpretation) judg¬ 
ment ... in which it is the 
onlooker who suffers, not the 
victim." 

It was believed the min¬ 
istry review would answer 
public criticism that 1080 
was not humanitarian. 

The U.S. handbook, the 
February 1979, Pacific 
Northwest Insect Control 
Handbook, a federal publi¬ 
cation, also contains infor¬ 
mation on mammal poi¬ 
sons. 

The handbook says the 
hazard from secondary poi¬ 
soning from 1080 “is greater 
than with any other poison 
now in use." 

(However, the B.C. review 
says: “When applied in low 
concentrations . . . the 
chances of secondary poi¬ 
soning of non-target species 
are eliminated.”) 

THE U.S. handbook also 
says: "The compound 1080 
has been found by the Wild¬ 
life Research Laboratory of 
(he Fish and Wildlife Service 
to be highly toxic to most 
forms of life," particularly 
cats and dogs. 

The B.C. review empha¬ 
sizes that 1080 is “species 
specific" to the dog fam¬ 
ily. 

The U.S. handbook re¬ 
prints the 1972 executive 
order which restricted all 
field use of mammal or bird 
poisons in the U.S., except in 
certain emergencies. 

In B.C., ranchers this year 
urged the provincial govern¬ 
ment to re-introduce con¬ 
trolled use of 1080 because of 
damage to their herds by 
wolves. 

The major lobbying force 
was the B.C. Cattlemen’s As¬ 
sociation, whose predatory 
committee chairman was 
Hugh Shelford, brother of 
Social Credit cabinet minis¬ 
ter Cyril Shelford. 

The major lobbyist to abol¬ 
ish use of the poison watj the 
animal-welfare Association 
for the Protection of Fur- 
Bearing Animals. 

Environment Minister 
Rafc Mair said he re-intro¬ 
duced use of the poison after 
weighing all sides of the ar¬ 
gument.

About 50 rail {puffs rode 
the nine-car VIA Canadian 
for nostalgia’s sake as far as 
Mission. 

Built in 1915, the seven- 
storey station will begin a 
new life as an office build¬ 
ing. All passenger trains will 
use the Canadian National 
Railways station on Main 
Street as their terminal be¬ 
cause of the integration of 
CN and CP passenger opera¬ 
tions into VIA Rail.

But energy-rich Canada 
has nothing like the scram¬ 
ble for energy survival of 
New Zealand. 

Since those hazy days in 
1973 when the Arabs tore 
previous fuel bills to shreds 
and rewrote the future of 
many developing and so- 
called affluent nations such 
as New Zealand, life for the 
average citizen-cum-motor- 
ist there has become in¬ 
creasingly painful. 

The response to a burgeon¬ 
ing bill for imported oil In 
1973-74 was to restrict 
sales—something there is no 
talk of here yet. 

Service stations were 
closed by the government 
from 7 p.m. Friday till 7 a m. 
Monday and although there 
was some respite for a year 
or so the restrictions are 
back on again. 

The government also 


whopped a heftier sales tax 
on the gas-guzzlers, the big 
six-and eight-cylinder cars. 

There have also been fre¬ 
quent gasoline price in¬ 
creases—from 34 cents a 
gallon to $1.75 in about three 
years and gasoline is tipped 
to be $2 a gallon by Christ¬ 
mas. 

As well, earless days were 
introduced July 30 and have 
forced motorists to leave 
their cars at home one day a 
week.

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Juvenile care expert urges more prevention 

Keep them out of these schools for crime—program director

A 25-year veteran of the 
B.C. correctional system is 
calling for more emphasis on 
diversion and prevention 
ratherthan concentration on 


containment of juveniles in 
trouble with the law. 

Hal McGillivray, deputy 
director and director of Wil¬ 
kinson Road jail from 1964 to 


1977, said in an interview 
that society should try to 
keep them out of “the sys¬ 
tem,” or, once they are in, 
re-educate and retrain them

so that they can get out. 

Once they get into the juve¬ 
nile system, there is an 80 
per cent chance they’ll end 
up in the adult court and 
prison system. 

McGillivray described the 
system this way: 

The juvenile detention 
home is the kindergarten of 
crime school; the provincial 
jail system is the elementary 
and high school; and the fed¬ 
eral penitentiary is the uni¬ 
versity. 

And once they are in the 
system, it8 hard to get out. 

McGillivray began as a se¬ 
curity officer at Oakalla in 
1954, moved to Haney Cor¬ 
rectional Institute in 1957 as 
a senior corrections officer, 





monday and tuesday only while quantities last 


and was promoted to deputy 
director of Wilkinson Road 
jail in 1964. He began as 
director of that institution in 
1974 and is now a district 
director in charge of the Ju¬ 
venile Detention Home at 
1125 Pembroke, the family 
court, Jordan River prison 
camp, Sidney and Duncan 
probation offices, and the 
Metchosin camp and New 
Direction attendance pro¬ 
grams. 

One of the main problems 
as he sees it is that the sys¬ 
tem isn’t designed to treat 
individuals. 

He contends that a good 
percentage of the juveniles 
now kept “in containment” 
can be released into the com¬ 
munity with supervision and 
programs tailored to fit indi¬ 
vidual needs. 

“I’m not saying we don’t 
need beds for the real hard¬ 
core, dangerous juvenile of¬ 
fenders," McGillivray said. 
“But in a lot of cases, a lot of 
kids are ending up in con¬ 
tainment because we’ve ex¬ 
hausted our existing pro¬ 
grams or we haven’t got the 
time or the staff to tailor an 
individual program to meet 
that kid’s needs. 

“Those who break into a 
house—are they danger¬ 
ous? 

“I say no. 

"You can pick up a paper 
and you can read about some 
guy robbing two Safeways 
with a knife and he gets out 
on $2,000 bail. 

“Now who is danger¬ 
ous?” 

Pointing to the Juvenile 
Detention Act, part of the 
Criminal Code of Canada, 
McGillivray said the stated 
purpose is that the “care and 
custody should approximate 
that given by his parents. 
He is not to be treated as a 
criminal but as a misdirect¬ 
ed and misguided child need¬ 
ing aid, encouragement, 
help and assistance.” 

"There’s nothing in there 
about punishment and deter¬ 
rence.”

.. .re-educate 

More emphasis should be 
placed back in the family 
and the community, he con¬ 
tinued. 

“It’s more expensive to 
put a kid in and hold him than 
to come up with a program in 
the community.” 

To back that statement, he 
said it costs up to $36,000 a 
year to keep each juvenile in 
the juvenile detention home 
here. 

“We see a need for preven¬ 
tion, to stop people from 
coming into our system, be¬ 
cause we see the results. 

“On the other hand, the 
community wants the deter¬ 
rence aspect.” 

“By locking a person 
away, you’re not doing an 
effective job of re-educating 
in a foreign environment. 

“Custodial care is not the 
answer for 90 per cent. Jails 
have been running for God 
knows how many years with 
little or no effect.” 

Parenting is a special skill 
and a responsibility which 
shouldn’t be taken away 
until a child leaves home. 
When the child is taken away 
and placed in detention, the

responsibility is taken away 
from the parents. 

There is possibly some 
service which could be pro¬ 
vided to parents to improve 
their skills, and that service 
is provided in a good many 
cases by probation officers. 

Partly to blame for the 
juvenile program may be 
today’s achievement-orient¬ 
ed society, McGillivray sug¬ 
gested. 

“Most kids who come in 
conflict with the law have 
never been successful." 

He adds: 

“Why doesn't the kid try? 

“Would you try if there 
was nothing in it for you?” 

Into this category falls or¬ 
ganized sport, McGillivray 
said. It creams off the best of 
the crop and leaves those 
who aren’t good enough to 
fend for themselves in some 


other way. That other way is 
often delinquent behavior. 

McGillivray said his 
branch is trying to move to¬ 
ward greater community 
participation. Program's 
such as Neighborhood 
Watch, Block Parents, and 
team policing were good, he 
said. 

Out of the $2.5 million bud 
get he works with, about 
$120,000 is spent on pro¬ 
grams like the Community 
Diversion Centre, Saanich 
Peninsula Guidance, and 
BlanshardCourt. He’s trying 
to find more money for other 
programs which he sees as 
helpful. 

McGillivray is hoping to 
get into neighborhood proba 
tion programs in which pro¬ 
bation officers and com¬ 
munities like Colwood get 
together and plan programs 
to keep kids busy and out of 
trouble.

Explosion rips dumpster near UN mission 

Blast ‘meant for Castro’ 


New YORK (UPI) — A 
high-powered explosion 
ripped through a trash 
dumpster ouside the Cuban 
mission to the United Na¬ 
tions on Saturday night, 
spraying the area around the 
building with chunks of de¬ 
bris and shards of glass. 

No injuries were report¬ 
ed. 

Windows in the mission 
and in several residential 
buildings on Lexington Av¬ 
enue and 38th Street in Man¬ 
hattan were blown out by the 
force of the blast. 

The anti-Castro group, 
Omega 7, in a telephone call 
to UPI, claimed responsi¬ 
bility for the blast and said 
the explosion had been in¬ 
tended for Cuban President 
I'idel Castro, who had holcd- 
up in the heavily guarded 
mission during his 77-hour 
stay in New York 17 days 
ago. 

"WE’RE RESPONSIBLE 
for the bombing," said the 
soft-voiced spokesman for 
Omega 7. "That explosion 
was part of t he explosives we 
had reserved for Fidel Cas¬ 
tro. But the New York police 
did such a damn good job 
that we didn’t want to kill 
any policemen." 

. Police, many of whom had 
guarded the Cuban leader 
during his stay, Friday night 
re-established their so- 
called “frozen zone" in the 
four-square blocks of the 
Murray Hill tleighborhood 
surrounding the Mission, 
rerouting traffic between 
37th and 39lh streets and 
Lexington and Third av¬ 
enues. 

Pedestrians were cleared 
from the immediate area 
and residents in many of the 
fashionable brownstones 
and high-rise apartments 
buttressing the red-brick 
Cuban fortress were escort¬ 
ed to and from their homes 
by mounted police and riot- 
squad officers. 

Streets surrounding the 
Mission were lined with two- 
inch-high retractable metal 
spikes to prevent cars from 
trying to crash through rows 
of wooden barricades. 

POLICE AI.SO said they 
feared a second bomb might 
have been planted in the 
area, but detectives with the 
department’s intelligence 
division would not say what 
information they had to sup¬ 
port that belief. But a police 
search failed to find any 
other explosives. 

A detective with the police 
intelligence division said two 
officers guarding the mis¬ 
sion saw a lean, tall black 
man walking near the dump¬ 
ster and throw a package 
into the container. The blast 
occurred seconds later. The 
blast, hoard five blocks from 
the Mission, completely 
knocked out the heavy panes 
of a ground-floor window of 
the building on 38th Street. 

Members of the arson and 
explosion division were ex¬ 
amining debris in the con¬ 
struction area for fragments 
of the original device. 

During his three-day stay 
in New York, Castro left the 
consulate only once, to ad¬ 
dress the United Nations. 
His stay—his first in 20 
years—-led to one of the lar¬ 
gest security operations 
ever mounted by the city 
police and turned the area 
around the Mission into an 
armed camp.

Mining 
disaster 
traps 126 

SEOUL, South Korea 
(UPI) — Rescuers pumped 
oxygen deep into a coal mine 
outside the capital Sunday in 
an attempt to save 126 
miners trapped more 300 
metres underground in a vio¬ 
lent explosion, reports 
reaching Seoul said. Offi¬ 
cials feared all 126 were 
dead. 

Officials said the miners 
were believed killed by toxic 
gas and flames from a fire 
touched off by the blast Sat¬ 
urday. 

Three bodies were found 
and 23 of the miners who 
were above the explosion 
site in the mine 150 kilo¬ 
metres southeast of the capi- 
lal were almost certainly 
killed, the reports said. 

“The fate of 100 others also 
depends on whether the fire 
spread downward along a 
conveyer belt which was 
used to carry coal out to the 
ground," the reports quoted 
. a rescue leader as saying.

Khomeini denounces 
U.S., Soviet relations 


TEHRAN, Iran (UPI) —A 
broadcast by Ayatollah Ru- 
hollah Khomeini Saturday 
denounced Iran’s relations 
with the United States and 
the Soviet Union, saying it 
would be better for Iran to 
build “a wall of China be¬ 
tween the West and the 
East.” 

The 79-ycar-old leader’s 
speech, made in Qom Fri¬ 
day, was broadcast by the 
state radio Saturday and 
came on the heels of some 
sharp criticism of Prime 
Minister Mehdi Bazargan by 
Khomeini aides. 

The newspaper Kayhan, 
which usually reflects the 
Islamic clergy’s opinion, 
said Bazargan would likely 
reshuffle Ills cabinet this 
week to respond to criticism 
of the government’s eco¬ 
nomic policies. 

A declaration adopted by 
clerical leaders at a "March 
of Solidarity with Khomeini” 
Friday lashed at the Bazar¬ 
gan government's “lack of 
resolute and revolutionary 
approach.” 


Khomeini made no refer¬ 
ence to the row between his 
clerical aides and Bazargan, 
whom he appointed premier 
last February. 

But he hit out at critics of 
the Islamic regime. “If one 
scratches the surface of the 
criticism one sees that the 
fact of the matter is that 
(what they criticize)Js 
against the interests of im¬ 
perialism. 

"I was thinking that if we 
could build a wall of China 
between the West and the 
East, on the ground and in 
the air, it would be in our 
interests,” Khomeini said. 

The Islamic leader at¬ 
tacked human rights organi¬ 
zations. "They oppress our 
rights and defend theirs in 
the name of human rights,” 
he said: 

"The eastern countries 
must forget the west and 
think for themselves and 
take steps to improve their 
conditions. 

“If we could cut our rela¬ 
tions with these completely, 
(if) the problems allowed us 


to do, it would be in our 
interests," he said. 

"Do not imagine that our 
relations with the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union are in our 
interests,” Khomeini said. 

"This is like the relation¬ 
ship between a lamb and a 
wolf,” Khomeini said. “That 
relationship is not in the in¬ 
terests of the lamb. They 
want to milk us. They do not 
want to give us anything.” 

Khomeini referred to the 
deposed shah, who is cur¬ 
rently in New York undergo¬ 
ing treatment for cancer, as 
“this unfortunate traitor.” 

"I don’t know whether it is 
true that he wants to go to 
hell.

New technologies need policies 


By NATHAN ROSENBERG 
Rapid and pervasive tech¬ 
nological innovation has 
been primarily responsible 
for the long-term improve¬ 
ments in material well being 
(hat have characterized 
Western industrial socie¬ 
ties. 

But it has also been re¬ 
sponsible for such undesir¬ 
able consequences as dam¬ 
age to the environment and 
depletion of some natural re¬ 
sources. 

The development of an ef¬ 
fective set of policies toward 
the generation of new tech¬ 
nologies — technologies that 
will meet our social goals — 
is therefore one of the high¬ 
est priorities confronting our 
society. 

Technological innovation 
has, of course, done more 
than just increase the output 
of goods with unchanged 
characteristics. Its effects 
are not adequately sum¬ 
marized in terms of so many 
more automobiles, bushels 
of wheal, or square yards of 
cotton textiles. 

Rather, and more impor- 
lantly, technological innova¬ 
tion over the past two cen¬ 
turies has dramatically 
transformed the composi¬ 
tion of the economy’s output 
as well as increasing its vol¬ 
ume. In doing this it has also 
transformed our lives. 

It would be an unproduc¬ 
tive intellectual exercise 
even to look for 18th century 
equivalents (or even the 
recognizable antecedents) 
of certain products that we 
take for granted today — jet 
airplanes, computers, plas¬ 
tics and synthetic fibres, 
vast quantities of electric 
power available at the touch 
of a switch, television, tele¬ 
phones, antibiotics. 

Historically, this techno¬ 
logical development has 
been very closely connected 
with the rise of capitalist 
institutions and the powerful 
incentives that these institu¬ 
tions have provided, through 
the profit motive, for new 
technologies. The point was 
forcefully highlighted well 
over a century ago by even 
the severest critics of capi¬ 
talist society, Marx and 
Engels, in the Communist 
Manifesto, published in 
1848. 

"The bourgeoisie, during 
its rule of scarce one hun 
dred years, has created 
more massive and more co¬ 
lossal productive forces than 
have all preceding genera¬ 
tions together. Subjection of 
Nature's forces to man, ma¬ 
chinery, application of 
chemistry to industry and 
agriculture, steam-naviga¬ 
tion, railways, electric tele¬ 
graphs, clearing of whole 
continents for cultivation, 
canalisation of rivers, whole 
populations conjured out of 
the ground — what earlier 
century had even a presenti¬ 
ment that such productive 
forces slumbered in the lap 
of social labor?” 

Note that Marx and Engels 
do not attribute this explo¬ 
sion in productivity to the 
emergence of science, or to a 
religious ethic, or to some 
new Impulse to human inge¬ 
nuity. They attribute it spe¬ 
cifically to the rise of bour¬ 
geois (that is, capitalist) 
institutions. 

In a capitalist market 
place, the possibilities for 
profitmaking through the in¬ 
troduction of new technolo¬ 
gies are vast. Indeed, Marx, 
and Engels take an even 
stronger position: not only 
does a capitalist economy 
offer powerful incentives to

innovation: it is also essen¬ 
tial for the very survival of 
the entrepreneur that he in¬ 
novate as rapidly as pos¬ 
sible. As they had pointed out 
earlier: "The bourgeoisie 
cannot exist without con¬ 
stantly revolutionising the 
instruments of production 

Subsequent history has 
lent support to this aspect of 
Marx's analysis of capital¬ 
ism. The market economy, 
in which private entrepre¬ 
neurs actively seek to in¬ 
crease their private profits, 
has proven to be immensely 
effective in mobilizing in¬ 
ventive and innovative tal¬ 
ent. 

At the same time, the mar¬ 
ket economy has strongly 
shaped the direction of tech 
nological innovation as well 
as its rapid rate. 

Unfortunately, the profit 
motive has not always 
worked to advance society's 
interests. Consequently, the 
government has supple¬ 
mented the operation of the 
market place with public in¬ 
stitutions or financial sup¬ 
port for specific kinds of 
activities. These include 
agricultural experiment sta¬ 
tions and a wide range of 
public subsidies to basic 
scientific research, from 
which private profits are not 
readily available and for 
which market incentives 
alone are therefore insuffi- 
bient. 

Additionally, we have be¬ 
come increasingly con¬ 
cerned in recent years with 
aspects of the innovative 
process to which we were 
surprisingly indifferent in 
the past. New technologies 
often inflict certain costs 
upon their natural and 
human environment that de¬ 
serve to be recognized in any 
social accounting but are not 
ordinarily part of private 
profit accounting. These in¬ 
clude environmental pollu 
tion in a variety of forms and 
safety and health hazards to 
workers and consumers. 

We urgently need new pub¬ 
lic policies that will offer 
incentives for innovation 
and at the same time protect 
us against some of the unde¬ 
sirable side effects of tech¬ 
nology. Developing such po¬ 
licies will call for political 
courage and leadership as 
well as social imagination. 
The task of reconciling con¬ 
flicting group interests and 
priorities without, at the 
same time, dulling or even 
destroying the incentive 
mechanisms underlying 
technological innovation will 
be an extremely delicate un¬ 
dertaking. 

Large issues are at stake. 
History makes it clear that 
private business is strongly 
influenced by market forces 
concering the direction as 
well as the pace of inventive 
activity. 

Thus, for example, the 
abundance of forest lands 
and the cheapness of forest 
products in colonial North 
America (and later) led to 
the invention of a vast array 
of ingenious technologies for 
exploiting wood. The abun-

dance of good farmland on 
the Prairies in the 19th cen¬ 
tury generated an incredible 
profusion of machines ena¬ 
bling a single farmer to cul 
tivate a far larger acreage 
than his European counter¬ 
part. And the exhaustion of 
high quality mineral depos¬ 
its in the 20th century has 
already prompted the de¬ 
velopment of techniques for 
exploitig low quality ores 
that wgre previously neg¬ 
lected. 

Our history also shows us 
that technology is extremely 
versatile and that it is highly 
responsive to changes in in¬ 
centives and rewards. It 
should not be beyond our 
ingenuity to use the incen¬ 
tives of the market place to 
develop new technologies 
that will deal much more 
effectively with such current 
concerns as environment 
and energy. 

It is hardly surprising, for 
example, that private enter¬ 
prise developed technologies 
that fouled the air and treat¬ 
ed watercourses as open 
sewers for their effluents 
when no cost was imposed 
upon them for doing so. On 
the other hand, we can confi¬ 
dently predict that a system 
of taxes or other charges for 
industrial activities that pol¬ 
lute the environment will 


eventually lead to the deve¬ 
lopment of new technologies 
that produce far less pollu¬ 
tion. Indeed, in many indus¬ 
tries far less polluting tech¬ 
nologies are already 
emerging. 

It is a mistake to regard 
technology as simply consti¬ 
tuting part of the problem, 
although that has undoub¬ 
tedly sometimes been the 
case in the past. Technology 
is an extremely prowerful 
force whose shape and trust 
can be influenced to a far 
greater extent than is gen¬ 
erally recognized. But we 
cannot shape technology if 


we reject or straitjacket it, 
as has been increasingly the 
case with some of the regula 
lory activities of the govern¬ 
ment in recent years. 

Rather, we should seek 
ways of increasing the re¬ 
wards for technological in¬ 
novations of the kind that we 
regard as socially desirable. 
Prizes, patent grants, and 
favorable tax treatment are 
some of the mechanisms de¬ 
vised In the past to encour¬ 
age innovation. 

By strengthening such in¬ 
centives and developing new 
ones, we can assure that 
technology will, in the fu¬ 


ture, be more consistently 
arrayed on the side of the 
solutions rather than on the 
side of the problems.

Killing of a nation 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) — Will 
Cambodia die? 

The current scourges of famine and dis¬ 
ease, heaped upon nine yearsof war, ter¬ 
ror and social disintegration, have led 
many to sound an alarm: a race and 
culture that have survived a thousand 
years are heading for extinction in the 
final quarter of the 20th century. 

COMPARISONS ARE being drawn be¬ 
tween Cambodia today and the Nazi geno¬ 
cide of the Jews or the disappearance of 
the Incas and other ancient tribes. 

"The world community is witnessing a 
national tragedy the proportion of which 
may have no parallel in history," UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim has 
said. 

“After the next few months of starva¬ 
tion and slaughter, we may have to search 


outside Cambodia to find Cambodians,” 
says Singapore Prime Minister Lee Kuan 
Yew. “The last 0 / the Cambodians may 
well be found in' Paris, in Peking and 
in refugee camps in Thailand.” 

Cambodian Prince Norodom Sihanouk, 
who ruled the tiny Southeast Asian country 
until being toppled from power in the early 
1970s said: “The Chinese and the Rus¬ 
sians are in agreement. . . everybody is in 
agreement to fight to the last Cambo¬ 
dian.” 


ANOTHER FEAR, ONE expressed by 
many Cambodians, is that their weary 


people will be absorbed racially and cul¬ 
turally by the Vietnamese, who toppled the 
brutal government of Premier Pol Pot 10 
months ago and maintain a large army in 
Cambodia. 

Thp-dicimated population of Cambodia 
wUVoe no match for the sheer energy, 
ambition and numbers of the Vietnamese 
— their neighbors and historial enemies, 
they say. 

While experts say the warnings must be 
taken seriously, some believe the dan¬ 
gers of physical extinction may be exag¬ 
gerated. UN officers and some diplomats 
note that little is known about just how 


many Cambodians remain or about Viet¬ 
nam's long-range intentions there. Mean¬ 
while, a crucial question remains un¬ 
answered — how substantial and effective 
will international aid be? 

“IT IS VERY HARD TO kill a country, 
to kill the soul of a people," said Jacques 
Danois, an officer of the UN Children’s 
Fund. “Many thought certain African 
tribes that had been decimated would dis¬ 
appear, but they did not. There are only 
300,000 Luxembourgers, but they have 
maintained their identity.” 

The United Nations and some Western 


governments have estimated up to 75 per 
cent of the four million people left in 
Cambodia face death by disease and star¬ 
vation. But these figures are guesses 
since even the commonly quoted 1975 popu¬ 
lation of between seven and eight million 
was based on Cambodia’s last census — 
taken in 1962. ^ 

ESTIMATES OF THOSE who died 
under the Pol Pot government also vary 
widely. U.S. refugee chief Dick Clark re¬ 
cently put these deaths since 1975 at 1.2 
million, but the director of the British 
relief agency Oxfam, Brian Walker, said it 
was four million. 

There is general agreement that the 
population has plummeted in recent years. 
So far, only minimal amounts of food and 
medicine — the keys to population growth

Canadian 
pipe route 
given lift 
by Exxon 

WASHINGTON (CP) —• Exxon Corp. gave spon¬ 
sors of the joint Canadian-U.S. northern natural gas 
pipeline a major lift last week by filing a plan with the 
U.S. energy department to help finance the $15-billion 
project. 


“This is the first signifi¬ 
cant offer of financial par¬ 
ticipation by the producers 
that has been made,” says 
John Sawhill, deputy U.S. 
energy secretary. 

John McMillian, chairman 
of the U.S. sponsor. North¬ 
west Energy Co., said re¬ 
cently that reluctance by 
natural gas producers and 
by officials in Alaska to help 
finance the pipeline was the 
major obstacle to success. 
Foothills Pipe Lines Ltd. of 
Calgary is the Canadian 
sponsor. 

Exxon's proposal calls for 
the Prudhoe Bay Gas Pro¬ 
ducers to contribute 40 per 
cent of the Alaskan portion 
of the project’s equity, of 
ownership, base. They would 
also buy 40 per cent of the 
Alaskan portion’s debt as an 
investment. 

“Other North Slope pro¬ 
ducers are aware of the 
Exxon proposals and we in¬ 
tend to have discussions with 
them, as well as the other 
parties directly involved, in 
the near future,” Sawhill 
said. 

The 7,700-kilometre pipe¬ 
line would carry about two 
billion cubic feet a day of 
natural gas from the Prud¬ 
hoe Bay region of Alaska's 
North Slope through Canada 
to markets in the U.S. Mid¬ 
west and West Coast. 

The Alaskan section, about 
1,100 kilometres long, is con¬ 
sidered hardest to build be¬ 
cause of the difficult terrain, 
severe weather conditions 
and permafrost. The pipe¬ 
line would run from Alaska 
through Yukon to a point 
near Calgary, before 
branching to Antioch, Calif., 
and Dwight. Ill. 


Workers 
threaten 
oil cutoff 

TEHRAN (Reuter) — Ira¬ 
nian oil industry employees 
threatened Saturday to 
eliminate crude oil exports 
to the United States unless 
Washington agrees to extra¬ 
dite the shah. 

A statement by the Joint 
Syndicate of Oil Industry 
Employees, published in the 
newspaper Etela’at, said the 
shah had feigned illness to 
get into the U.S. and would 
continue plotting against the 
Islamic revolution. 

The shah is in a New York 
hospital with what doctors 
say is only a 50-50 chance of 
survival against cancer of 
the lymph glands. 

The worker statement 
said: 

“We warn that if the gov¬ 
ernment does not (move to 
extradite the shah) ... or if 
America declines to do so,< 
the brave employees of the 
south will reconsider oil ex¬ 
ports to the United States 
and cut them off."

Hemisphere, the head of 
South Africa’s navy said Sat¬ 
urday. 

U.S. officials had suggest¬ 
ed that a bright flash detect¬ 
ed by a spy satellite Sept. 22 
may have been a South Afri¬ 
can nuclear bomb test. But 
the South African govern¬ 
ment has described the re¬ 
port as “nonsense." 

In Washington, U.S. offi¬ 
cials said they had no new 
information on the incident, 
and as yet no “corroborative 
evidence" — such as radi- 
tion counts — even to prove 
conclusively that it Was a 
nuclear blast. 

Western military sources, 
who asked not to be identi¬ 
fied, were skeptical of the 
South African theory. 

The sources said that if a 
reactor meltdown had oc¬ 
curred aboard a ship it would 
have resulted in different 
signals than a nuclear blast. 
In the highly unlikely event a 
nuclear weapon had expl-.’ 
ed, it would have been c 
eral knowledge within th 
intelligence community 
much earlier, they said.

jostled, punched and spat on spectators as Newport defeated 
the touring South African Barbarians 21-15 in an exhibition 
rugby match Saturday. 

An estimated 600 police were on duty at the match, 
the last of a month-long tour by the controversial mul¬ 
tiracial tourists. The police battled to control 500 demonstra¬ 
tors who split into groups to picket different entrances to the 
ground. 

Spectators entering the ground had to contend with 
abuse and violence from the demonstrators. One man 
was punched as he tried to defend his girlfriend, while 
others had missiles — including a smokebomb — thrown at 
them. The pickets chanted “racist scum" at the rugby fans 
and several scuffles broke out. 

Nine demonstrators were dragged away by police.

Fire protection 


Fanny Bay 
has its say

COURTENAY — A petition signed by some 100 
people from Fanny Bay, has requested the Region¬ 
al District of Comox-Strathcona to form a specified 
area to provide for fire protection services to a 
maximum three- mill levy. 

The bylaw cannot be processed for presentation 
at the same time as the Nov., 17 elections, but 
directors agreed to proceed with gathering the 
necessary material for a bylaw and have it con¬ 
sidered at the next meeting. 

The referendum, once the bylaw has been 
passed, will be placed before the voters at a later 
date. 

The matter of a date for the November meet¬ 
ing, however, was not as easily solved. 

A 15-minute discussion followed after Wayne 
d'Easum suggested a Christmas party be held 
Friday, Nov. 23, followed by a board meeting 
Saturday, Nov. 24, at 10 a.m. 

Groans followed that suggestion, with some 
directors indicating they might not feel anxious to 
meet.on the Saturday morning. 

Later a motion to hold the board meeting prior 
to the party was defeated and directors finally 
• agreed to hold the meeting the day after the party, 
but at 1:30 p.m. instead of 10 a.m. 

The combination of the Christmas party and 
the board meeting will only call for one trip by 
out-of-town directors instead of two, if the meetings 
were held several days apart. 


STILL DEALING with the 
matter of the CVRD’s disen¬ 
chantment with the provin¬ 
cial government, the board 
resolved to send "still an¬ 
other letter" (two have al¬ 
ready been sent) to High¬ 
ways Minister Alex Fraser, 
informing the minister that 
"he does have the power to 
take whatever action is 
necessary” concerning the 
log haul-out facility on Mill 
Bay Road. 

This action was taken by 
the board following receipt 
of a letter from Fraser con¬ 
cerning the CVRD’s request 
that the minister install 
speed signs, directional and 
traffic control signs on Mill 
Bay Road, to control traffic 
should a log haul-out facility 
application be approved. 

FRASER’S LETTER in¬ 
formed the board that it was 
asking him to use his author¬ 
ity under Section 27 of the 
Highways Act, which was 
"out of context to Part II 
which reads, “protection of 
highways.” 

He said: “The intent of 
Part II is to allow control of 
weight of vehicles as they 
affect surface, protect the 
public during construction 
and so on. This part has not 
been used in the way your 
board wishes.”

Alberni region prepares 


Sproat community plan

DIRECTOR COOLS said 
that “we should ask the min¬ 
ister, what is with his min¬ 
istry and ask him what we 
have to do to help the people 
in Mill Bay.” 

"All we are asking for is 
some signs at the log dump, 
speed restriction signs and 
that all trucks must use the 
highway north of the log 
dump, so avoiding Mill Bay 
village. 

“There must be some way 
to have this done." 


THE BOARD decided to 
write the highways minister 
requesting he take the ap¬ 
propriate action to have the 
signs installed. 

Copies of the letter and 
other relative correspon¬ 
dence will also be sent to 
the ministry of deregulation, 
the economic development 
ministry and the premier. 


PORT ALBERNI — The planning division of the 
Alberni-Clayoquot Regional District has prepared a 
new community plan for the Sproat Lake district, 
which lies just a few miles west of Port Alberni. 

As the planners point out, the character and 
population density of the lower (eastern) portion of 
the lake has changed dramatically during the past 10 
to 15 years and now demands a cohesive plan for 
future growth. 

Originally, the community was merely a summer 
retreat for residents of the city, containing clusters of 
summer cottages and small resorts. 

■ Today very few lakefront lots remain, as more 
and more permanent homes have been constructed 
for year-round residents who find that the pleasures 
of swimming and boating pn the lake in the summer 
months more than compensate for the short few miles 
they must drive over paved highways to reach their 
work in the city. 

The community has maintained a rural forest 
atmosphere to this point too, which is another attrac¬ 
tion which the planners say must be protected now 
before future growth could turn it into “just another 
municipal suburb.” 

This factor is secondary however to the prime 
concern of the plan—that of conserving a “drinking 
water” purity in the lake itself. 

This has become an increasingly difficult prob¬ 
lem, since the district has no sewage system as yet 
and is serviced for this purpose by septic fields. 

These septic systems, the planners say, must be 
subjected to severe and explicit regulation both in 
their installation and maintenance. 

The long-range policy will be to encourage and 
campaign for the development of a sewage treatment 
system to service the entire area, after which a 
central water system could also be installed, which in 
combination would guarantee the water quality of the 
lake. 

In the interim, the plan suggests stringent poli¬ 
cies on septic fields, such as placement a minimum of 
25 feet from the 200-year flood level and 105.47 feet in 
elevation, refusal of building permits until septic 


systems are proven up to standard, and a 5-year 
inspection schedule. 


Other aspects of the planning call for: 

• Preservation and enhancement of quiet resi¬ 
dential areas, with maintenance of the 60 kph speed 
limit on all roads and enforcement of the anti-noise 
bylaw.' 

• Provision for orderly and environmentally 
sound residential development, with no “leap-frog¬ 
ging” of subdivision or second-tier development. 

• No subdivision jeopardizing the development 
of adjacent land, that is limiting access to the water, 
and no further sale of public land in the area. 

• Maintenance and enhancement of small-scale, 
natural character of the environment. 

The last would call for the preservation of as 
much natural vegetation as possible on front, back 
and sideyards, allowing only for the building of 
detached single-family dwellings (although duplex 
and row-housing may be allowed in certain specified 
cases), and encouragement of the use of natural wood 
building materials, even to the use of circular wood 
tree trunk pavers instead of asphalt on driveways. 

• The provision of a series of safe and convenient 
pedestrian-cyclist pathways. 

• Finally, the ministry of highways would be 
requested to maintain the present 24-foot pavement 
width on any new road construction other than High¬ 
way 4. 

The planners have also prepared a zoning map of 
the district, suggesting zoning designations for the 
entire district, including three growth areas. 

Planner Bill Brown of the regional district points 
out that if the community plan is adopted, residents 
and would-be residents of Sproat Lake will be able to 
bypass the present necessity of getting their zoning 
and building permits approved by the lands branch in 
Victoria, cutting out a step which in the past has 
caused considerable delay on occasion. 

An open house will be held for residents of the 
district to explain the plan at the regional district 
office on Nov.3, and it will be presented at a ratepayer 
meeting at the Sproat Lake Community Hall Nov. 
15.

Victoria’s electoral cam¬ 
paign heated up this week¬ 
end when former alderman 
Frank Carson filed his 
papers as a candidate in Vic¬ 
toria’s aldermanic race. 

Carson's announcement, 
along with statements from 
K&N Steering Committee 
chairman John Cooper, 38, 
and 30 year-old former 
teacher Patrick Skillings, 
brought to 15 the number of 
candidates for eight aider- 
manic seats. 

The nomination deadline 
is noon Monday. 

Carson, who retired from 
politics following a heart at¬ 
tack, was a city alderman at 
one time. He tried twice to 
win the provincial Social 
Credit nomination in Oak 
Bay. 

Filing his papers Friday, 
he said that he feels it impor¬ 
tant that there should be a 
balance of new ideas and 
experience. 

“I know I can offer the 
experience and I have never 
been afraid of new ideas.” 

He predicted that the 1980s 
will bring more problems 
than ever to all levels of 
government, and strength 
and experience would be 
needed for the challenge. 

“Tnc economic pressures 
are heavy now. Within the 
year they will become enor¬ 
mous. We must, somehow, 
cut costs while maintaining 
services in these inflation¬ 
ary times. 

"This is not an easy chal¬ 
lenge, but one I think the city 
of Victoria can face if the 
people elect a council—ba¬ 
lanced, proven and capable 
of facing that challenge,” 
he said. 

Cooper, who was born in 
Victoria and attended 
schools in the city, said the 
issues he was concerned 
with were transportation, 
economic development and 
environmental quality. 

Cooper said these issues 
had been neglected but 
should take centre stage in 
the 1980s. Married with two 
children and employed by 
the E&N Railway, he led the 
fight last year to save the 
little railway’s passenger • 
service from oblivion. 

Skillings, also Victoria- 
bom and schooled, a former 
school teacher and now a 
realtor, said he believes in 
preserving the quality of the 
city. 

“I remember vividly 
swimming in Gonzales Bay 
when I was young. Let us do 
all we can to preserve our 
shores through-sewage treat¬ 
ment centres.”

SILVER HARVEST 



With the urging of 
my nephew, Dr. J. E. 
Mile? of West Vancou¬ 
ver, I shall try and 
recall some of those 
days of the 1920s and 
early 1930s when I 
was fishing, or rather 
gillnetting, on the 
Skeena River and also 
outside. 

I fished first for Cunningham 
Cannery out of Port Essington, one 
of the many B.C. Packers plants of 
those days. The year was 1924. 

An old friend, Doug Morry, was 
the fisherman and handled the net 
and also the sailing. It was the days 
before the great influx of power¬ 
boats. I was the boat puller and also 
the cook. Doug used to question that 
and declared all I ever fed him was 
bread and Empress brand straw¬ 
berry jam. He said he was belching 
flames from the heartburn. 

LET ME TELL YOU it wasn't 
so easy to cook. The only cooking 
appliance we had was a single¬ 
burner Primus stove, which burned 
kerosene, or coal oil if you prefer. 

You warmed the burner with 
gasoline and then hoped it would go, 
I know a lot of time was spent 
unplugging that blooming little hole 
with a little wire. 

We always went out with a good 
supply of bread, canned milk, and 
by the way tall Pacific milk at that 
time were 12 for a dollar. We also 
had cans of the old reliable, beans, 
and also a few tins of corned beef, 
courtesy of the Argentine. 

At that time the fishing limit 
went a long way up the river, and 
also up into the Ecstall River, a 
tributary of the Skeena, that joined 
just above Port Essington. 

THE BEST TIME for fishing 
was at low slack water, when the 
tide momentarily ceased to flow at 
all. Then the fish would sound and 
come nearer the surface and in that 
muddy discolored water they could 
not see the web of the net and would 
gill themselves. 

It was demonstrated to me a few 
years later when I was fishing with 
a gasboat just outside the mouth of 
the river, where the water was very 
clear. We had the net out and the 
sockeye would swim up to the cork 
line and then spring over it out of 
danger. 

At that time we used nets made 
in Ireland from flax, the trade 
name was Barbour, if I remember 
correctly. Later the nylon net re¬ 
placed these and were very good 
... but they came later. 

We would sail out from the can¬ 
nery, tacking across the river 
against the prevailing westerly 
wind. 

As long as the weather was clear 
and sunny, the westerly would blow 
from late morning until it died 
away at sundown. 

All through the night and early 
morning it would be real calm. 

IN BAD WEATHER we got the 
southeasterly wind, and usually the 
rain with it and quite rough water. 

Anyway, we would go out on the 
falling tide, throw out the net and 
try to hit low slack water just off De 
Horsey Island, and catch the first 
Sunday, October 28, 1979 
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of the flood,tide, these were the best 
and most productive times. 

We would ride the flood well up 
the river, and then if we thought we 
had time tie up at Port Essington, 
and wend our way to Lee Wing's 
little restaurant and call for a 
steak. The price was 50*. but they 
would not melt in your mouth, 
in fact you could hardly get a fork 
in the gravy. But we were young 
and our teeth were sharp and main¬ 
ly they filled a void. 

THERE WAS A BIG RUN of 
Babine Lake sockeye that season, 
and they were very large fish, 
mostly averaged seven pounds. 
Doug and I were lucky and struck 
the big run when they entered the 
river and we caught close to 400 
sockeye in one 24 hours. And along 
with them we caught a lot of hump¬ 
back salmon, known as pinks, plus 
a few coho. 

That season we turned in over 
two thousand sockeye, and earlier 
we had caught five tons of spring 
salmon. We made around 9700 each 
from the fishing and we were get.- 
ting 34c each for the whole sock : 
eye. 

Last week I phoned a young 
friend of mine who is a commercial 
fisherman. He told me last' season 
he was paid up to $2.80 a pound for 
the same sockeye. As they average 
six and one-half pounds a fish, that 
comes close to $18. Quite a differ¬ 
ence but then everything was a lot 
cheaper in those days. 


NEAR THE END of the fishing 
season, I was cooking a mulligan 
stew and had the Primus and stew 
under the down sail to keep the wind 
off when there was a big puff of 
smoke and the sail was on fire. By 
, the time it was extinguished we had 
a large round hole in the sail. Doug 
blamed me for going slower with 
the wind because a lot of wind was 
lost through the hole. 

It was nice on a sailboat when 
there was a good westerly wind and 
we could sail back up the river 
against the tide; the only sound the 
creak of the mast. 

But when the wind dropped you 
took out those 12-foot-long fir oars 
and with both rowing you could 
move that heavy boat, but not very 
fast; loaded down with a wet net 
and fish. Those boats were about 24 
feet long, and with a lot of beam. I 


had muscles in places where I don't 
even know the places any more. 

You had to avoid places such as 
the Carlyle Bar which shallowed 
the river for a long distance just 
below Point Lambert. You were 
constantly on the watch over your 
net to see that it did not snag. This 
happened if the tide had fallen too 
far and you caught a reef or per¬ 
haps a deadhead. A big steam snag 
boat which was operated by the 
government ran there ail summer 
clearing the river of a lot of'sunken 
trees and what not. 

THREE YEARS LATER I was 
fishing in a gas boat with my friend. 
Gil Auriol. who was a wonderful 
fellow, and he could do anything. 
He could mend the net if we did 
snag, just like a professional, and 
he was a lot better cook than me. 
The gas boat was deluxe after the 
windjammer, with a snug cabin 
complete with a wood-fired galley 
stove, and also a two-burner gaso¬ 
line cook stove, Coleman of 


To return to the days of 1924. in 
those long gone days there were 
only about two gasboats on the 
whole river. The rest were all sail 
boats and as there were a lot of 
canneries and fishing companies all 
with their own particular colors on 
the boats it was easy to tell where 
they were from. 

I can only remember some of the 
cannery names, such as:'Balmora, 
Cunningham, Carlyle, Claxton. 
Sunnyside, Inverness. At most 
every cannery there were quite a 
lot of Japanese fishermen, and they 
were good ones, and very hard 
workers. Also quite a lot of Native 
Indians, and also some white ones 
like ourselves. 

IT REALL3 WAS a stirring 
sight on a Sunday afternoon when 
the Company tug would put out the 
long towline and pull up to 60 sail¬ 
boats out to the fishing grounds The 
time allowed each week was from 
six o'clock Sunday night, until six 
o'clock on Friday night. Then you 
would come back to the cannery 
and put the net in a big wooden 
barrel with bluestone in it. this 
would remove the fish slime from it 
and keep it from rotting. 

At the end of the fishing season 
there would be a lot of big blackjack 
games by the Japanese. In 1923 
when I was a tally man at Balmoral 
cannery they had a big game that 
ran for days, and the Japanese 
consumed a lot of saki at the same 
time. 

To refer again to the season of 
1930 when Gil and I were fishing at 
Inverness cannery. They had quite 
a few Japanese fishermen and as I 
remarked before, they were good. 

Usually each week one of their 
boats would win the honor of being 
high boat, for landing the most fish 
for that five-day week. That season 
Gil and I by working very hard 
managed to be high boat on two 
separate weeks, which pleased us. 
There was a small cash award 
along with the honor. 

WE USED TO MAKE the odd 
trip by gasboat into Prince Ruert on 
a week end and return with a few 
cases of beer, because all work and 
no play you know what it makes. A 
dull boy. 

After I started fishing with Gil 
Auriol in a gasboat I became the net 
handler, and that was before the 
use of drums. It was all by hand 
throwing the net out and hauling 
in. 

I would also remark that picking 
it up in a strong southeasterly 
storm, was a lot of exercise. The net 
being 200 fathoms long and down 
about 20, feet in the water, it was 
'~eas£_ofjriIiling the boat to the net. 

I would pull on the cork line and 
Gil would take in the net behind me. 
By the time you had those 1200 feet 
of net in the boat your arms felt a 
foot longer. 

I REMEMBER coming into the 
river one early morning after our 
night drift, and we were passing on 
the outside of Stevens Island and 
there were two nets draped all over 
the shore on the rocks with dead 
sockeye hanging in them. They had 
drifted there at high tide and how 
they recovered them I do not 
know. 

All of these things happened a 
long time ago; the last time 1 was 
fishing, the year was 1934, and it 
wasn't a very good season. 

All my oid pals of those days 
have departed this life. Great fel¬ 
lows like Gil. Doug. Billy Herman, 
and Claude Potlinger. Another good 
friend from Port Essington was 
Hazel Cunningham. 


course. 

I remember we used to work a 
piece of fast water just at the tip of 
De Horsey Island at the first of the 
flood. You just threw out about 30 
feet of net and you were whirling 
around that point and right away 
you pulled it all in. 

Lots of times we would get as 
many as 10 soekeye each time. 
When you consider the big tides in 
these waters, zero to 20 feet, you 
know how it could move. 

We would get caught in the

whirlpool just off the island formed 
by the flood tide. We were quite a 
long distance from the island but 
the pull on the net drew us right 
back, and we whirled a bit till we 
got the net in the boat. 

ALTOGETHER I FISHED four 
seasons on the Skeena and adjacent 
w aters, but 1924 was the only season 
in a sail boat. 

In 1930 Gil and I were fishing out 
of Todd's Inverness Cannery down 
on the Slough. 

We would fish in the river all day 
and in the evening go outside and 
set the net near Laurel Lighthouse 
and during the night would drift out 
towards the Rachel Islands. 

Sometimes we went over by Tug- 
well Island. Sometimes we would 
get a fair haul of sockeye out there, 
and then at times it wasn't so 
good. 










Poor Man's Tour of New Zealand 


We gladly arrived 
at New Plymouth in 
New Zealand on Dec. 
1 and set up camp to 
rest for a few days, 
having been on the 
road for a month at 
this time and feeling 
more than fit com¬ 
pared to when we 
started out on our sec¬ 
ond-hand bicycles, 
hut still no speed 
demons. 


Our gear had settled into smaller 
lumps, our routine for making 
camp was well established, and the 
great mystery of how we ever fitted 
all that gear onto two bicycles w as 
the talk of various Kiwis around the 
country. 

We were fortunate enough to 
meet two more Kiw is when we were 
in New Plymouth: a couple from 
Wellington, on holiday at the cara¬ 
van park and they invited us to stay 
with them come Christmas. 

SETTING OFF, down the west 
coast towards the "Windy City" we 
found the paved road narrow, hilly, 
and tw isted like the Sooke highway, 
but the scenery remained fantastic: 
gorgeous sea views and comfort¬ 
able rest stops with wild lupins all 
around. 

We were sidetracked again for 
three days by a lady in a grocery 
store, after she heard us asking for 
a place to stay in the domain. Taken 
to her house instead, we received a 
fascinating, but gooey, introduction 
to her husband's hobby — eel fish¬ 
ing . . . and were made to hold the 
things while he took a picture. 


ing what had been planned so many 
months — a one-way-or-the-other, 
poor man’s tour of New Zealand. 
(The mountains were the South Is¬ 
land's Southern Alps, visible across 
the Cook Strait.) 

Now came the big test of strength 
. . or so we thought: the dreaded 
Haywards, a series of hills that 
stood between the Tasman coast 
and the area of Lower Hutt, where 
our friends lived. 

All the west coast people had been 
warning us about them, and we 
arrived at the road at five in the 
evening one night, thinking we 


Queen Charlotte Sound and after 
.- that, the pretty, picturesque fishing 
town of Picton. 

FROM ITS PLACE on the coast, 
we peddled inland to Blenheim, a 
curious, dry. dusty place, where 
one had to ride up to get into, and 
also up to get out. 

The Dashwood Pass comes next, 
being 643 metres above sea level at 
its highest point, but roller-coaster- 
ing for the whole width of the hills. 
After that came the "dow n" we had 
been expecting: two days almost 
solid sloth, while our speedometers

would peddle until the rough climbs 
started. However, there proved to 
be no climbs at all! The hills were 
low, the grades easy, and before we 


recorded advances of 60. 65 and 70 
kilometres an hour.

the view from it. Towering cliffs on 
one side, rolling ocean on the other 
. . and even sunshine to boot! 

If it continued to be narrow and 
busy with traffic, who was going to 
complain as we had learned to hit 
the gravel shoulder quite early on in 
our bicycling careers. 


WITH OUR LUCK, we ap 
preached Kaikoura just as a heat 
wave did. and managed to cook our 
tea one evening by solar power 
alone. 

Bicycling in 30 degree tempera¬ 
tures drained our energy sooner, 
and we found it very hard going 
w hen we hit the Handalees, a group 
of mountains 12 kilometres long, 
that took us three days to peddle 
through. 

Coming out from those ,to the 
view of the Canterbury plains was 
like a vision of Mecca. We thanked 
our lucky stars and felt that from 
here on in the poor man's tour 
would be easy, but no such dice. 

The two days to Christchurch 
yielded up two flat tires, inevitably 
when the person with the patch kit 
was kilometres ahead, and then on 
our way to Southbridge. we encoun¬ 
tered a blinding rain storm, punc¬ 
tured four holes in the tire, and had 
another brake failure. To cap it all 
off. a searing nor'wester blew 
across from Aussie's dry interior 
and boiled us day and night, as well 
as blowing us off the road.

WHEN WE FINALLY pushed 
onto Oamaru. exhausted mentally 
and physically, it was a joy to hang 
up our packs, put the “steeds" out 
to pasture, and settle down to 
work. 

The whole trip had taken us three 
months of slow pedaling over 1500 
kilometres of snaky, w inding roads, 
past some of the most friendly peo¬ 
ple on earth, through some of the 
most friendly people on earth, 
through some of the most beautiful 
scenery, and into some of the foulest 
weather! 


CHRISTMAS IN KIWI—LAND 


On our way further down the 
road, we encountered the nemesis 
we had been expecting daily: four 
days of drenching New Zealand 
rain (which is much like Victoria 
rain) and even our waterproof 
packs let go. 

Everything dripped off moisture 
from our tents to our clothes and 
even ourselves. In our plastic co¬ 
coon of rain suits, we stewed merri¬ 
ly in our own juices like Christmas 
turkeys! 

Was it ever great when the dry 
weather arrived again! 

TRAVELLING ALONG down the 
west coast highway, a modern fair¬ 
ly wide road, we were surprised and 
suddenly stopped by the visions of 
distant mountains arising out of the 
blue. 

Like a fairy tale they seemed, 
and that brief sight, more than 
anything 1 -else, brought ho'rne to me 
the fact I was actually accomplish- 


knew it. we were looking down on 
the Hutt Valley. 

WE COULDN'T QUIT then, so we 
arrived at our host's home at eight 
p.m., after 11 hours and 70 kilo¬ 
metres of travel, feeling dusty and 
road-worn, but ready to go out 
dancing if need be. 

Our Christmas in Kiwi-land 
passed in a welter of pavlovas 
(sticky sweet meringue with 
cream), people and 25 degree Cel¬ 
sius weather, smiles w hich inspired 
picnics by the shore, swimming in 
(he sea. and a general "down 
under" feeling to the celebrations 
of yuletido. (Oh, the greeting cards 
w ith snow looked funny there)! 

Hating to say goodbye to our Kiw i 
"parents." we boarded the ferry to 
the South Island and blue sky and 
blue water soon hid the Wellington 
dock. Ahead lay the very hilly and 
green peninsulas that protected the 


mg in farmers' paddocks again be¬ 
came a necessity, and the jov of 
being woken by sheep baaing be¬ 
came familiar . . in fact, it is the 
only way to truly "Kiwi-ize." 

WE EVEN, unwillingly, spent 
New Year's Eve in a sodden field, 
drenched by rain, and huddled in 
plastic suits to cook tea over our 
little home-made stoves. Fueled by 
parrafin. they were actually shal¬ 
low yeast tins with a spiral of card¬ 
board for a w ick. This provided an 
unquenchable flame which was 
fairly wind resistant and warm, 
and would boil almost anything in 
five to 15 minutes. (To replenish the 
fuel, we just chipped more wax and 
threw it in — stoves and spare fuel 
weighed two pounds, a great bless¬ 
ing.) 

When we arrived at the coast (at 
last) we couldn't believe the beauti¬ 
ful level road that snaked ahead, or 


But we had not faced any immi¬ 
nent disaster, nor had we quit, and 
we had (he satisfaction of knowing 
we had done what we started. 

I have heard of one person cy¬ 
cling the whole round trip of New 
Zealand, North and South Islands, 
in two weeks. He must have done 
everything right — been in shape, 
mailed extra gear ahead, know n his 
road, know n his bike, and stayed at 
huts or youth hostels. He probably 
would have bought meals instead of 
carried them, stripped his 10-speed 
to minimum weight and had the 
satisfaction when he got back home 
of saying he had surrounded New 
Zealand in 14 days. 

But'he would not have seen it. . 

or its people. 

Perhaps we weren't so back 
wards, after all . . . or so crazy! 
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James Rainey didn’t have a middle name. He didn’t need 
one. He was respected as plain Jim Rainey (which he 
pronounced "Rennie ”). He was born in Tandragie , Ireland in 
1893 , where he spent his first 17 years. There is no reason to 
believe that they were any less fiery than those which 
followed after his journey directly to Victoria in 1911. His 
parents , two brothers and two sisters joined him there a year 
later.

James Rainey’s father 
operated a dray. Jim drove 
the team in a decade when 
motor cars were new, and pre¬ 
sented somewhat of a hazard 
on the quiet streets. 


There must have been something about Victoria, 
rugged enough to appeal to Jim Rainey, as he 
spent the rest of his volatile life here. He worked 
on the installation of the city’s famous cluster 
lights; also as a logger. 

Most of his days, however, were spent herd¬ 
ing sheep over the countryside of Metchosin, and 
many of them in the era when neighbors made 
their own fun in their own community. 


JIM SURVIVED the First World War, hav¬ 
ing served with the 29th Battalion. Like other 
returned men, he was anxious to get back to 
normal living. 

There was a farm for rent at Rocky Point, 
ideal for the purpose of sheep farming. 

In fact, it was so ideal, thpl it was later 
bought,by a Hunter Miller, retiring attorney to 
President Hoover. It became famous as The 
Miller Ranch, but to Jim Rainey and his partner 
Roy Wichman, it was a starting point. With it’s 
sale, the two went their separate ways. 

Jim moved to the Watt property near Wil¬ 
liam Head. This place pretty well surrounded the 
Quarantine Station running from the shore of 
Pedder Bay over Buck Hill towards tyeir's 
Beach. He retained the grazing right there until 
the Department of National Defence purchased 
the place prior to the Second World War. in order 
to build the Mary Hill Camp. 


RAINEY LIVED in a little cabin up a side 
road, which in all probability became Alfred 
Watt Road, leading into the camp. The Quaran¬ 
tine Station had been moved from the original 
site at Albert Head because Victoria people felt 
it was too close to town. Dr. Alfred Watt was in 
charge in Jim's day, with Jack Wallace, stew¬ 
ard. 

From the station, the staff went out in a 
tender, examining incoming boats and passen¬ 
gers for cases of the dreaded smallpox and 
leprosy. Those which cleared moved on into 
Canadian waters. If not, the ship and all on 
board were detained for six weeks; patients 
treated, and the whole vessel thoroughly fumi¬ 
gated. 

The station had its own hospital (and grave¬ 
yard). Lepers were taken to Bentinck Island off 
Rocky Point to be kept under the care of a small 
staff and the conscientious doctor. Some fin¬ 
ished their lives there on the island, and of later 
years a few were released as cured. Doctors and 
staff came and went, but Jim Rainey continued 
to use the Watt land, paying his rent through 
Jack Wallace who had power of attorney in the 
doctor's interests. 
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IT WAS A BEAUTIFUL place to live. farm, 
and train sheep dogs, but it could be lonely, too. 
Working on the station was Frank Rhode from 
Happy Valley. His wife, Daisy, was the step¬ 
daughter of Johnnie Witty, whose father had 
been the original John Witty of Bilston Farm. 
Metchosin. 

On April 11, 1928. Jim Rainey and Violet 
Rhod£ were married in First United Church. 
Victoria. This marriage lasted more than 50 
years, until Jim's sudden death in December 
1978. 

Their first home was near the Quarantine 
Station gates, which Mrs. Rainey calls Ycrrick s' 
Place. There was an orchard, where some of the 
trees still stand. Jim continued with the sheep, 
shearing and butchering in season, always on the 
lookout for cougars with his helper Scottie — the 
best of a series of good all-round dogs. Scottie 
was almost human, Mrs. Rainey recalls. 

For some time Jim was a licensed cougar 
hunter. 


ALWAYS READY to help her husband, Vi 
Rainey was extra busy during those early years 
with the coming of their two children, Ken and 
Barbara. 

From time to time, they rented other tracts 
of land for grazing, some at East Sooke. Among 
them were the old Duke farm at Albert Head, 
and the farm part of Deer Leap, sizeable estate 
adjoining Tocher's mountain, presently Vjt. Met¬ 
chosin.

In the course of time, the Raineys moved 
between these two farms, back and forth. The 
Duke place extended from Gilbert Drive to the 
army camp fence, and right down to the shore. 

They were there the day that the Empress of 
Japan ran aground in the fog, and almost into 
their front yard, while searching for Willian 
Head. 

Ken Rainey started Grade One in the one- 
roomed Albert Head School in the capable hands 
of Miss Frith. 

WHAT YEARS FOR KIDS! There were the 
dog trials on the old Bob Witty property opposite 
Metchosin Fire Hall. One oldtimer was heard to 
remark: “It takes a Scotsman to train sheep 
dogs. They talk Gaelic to them." 

Luckily, Jim Rainey didn't hear this! As an 
Irishman he was second to none in many endeav¬ 
ors, including the subtle and unsubtle use of 
profanity. I didn't say blasphemy. I didn't say 
obscenity. In fact I have no personal knowledge 
of just w hat utterances he did employ. Suffice to 
say they were effective — and they weren't 
Gaelic. 


JIM DID WELL at the dog trials, and at the 
annual sheep shearing contests at the old Met¬ 
chosin Hall, an event which brought out the 
neighbors for miles to watch the experts. 

The men worked in teams. One turned a 
handle to wind up a spring which kept the 


clippers moving through the fleece, guided by 
the hand of the shearer. These were big days for 
young Ken. 

Then there were the fairs. After the Luxton 
Fall Fair had been abandoned as well as the 
Exhibition each year at the old Willows Fair 
grounds, there were still the shows at Cobble Hill 
and Salt Spring Island, noted for its lamb. Jim 
exhibited with the best. 


NEW YEAR'S DAY would see the Raineys 
anxiously on the lookout for new lambs, with an 
eye to the early market for the meat. Through¬ 
out several decades Jim supplied Stewart's 
meat market at the corner of Johnston and 
Douglas Streets. 

Spring lamb, which was just that; spring 
lamb; for the Easter dinner table; was at a 
premium. Jim did all his own butchering with 
precision, to have the best product available. 

Dear Leap had changed hands a time or two. 
The sign came down and a new one appeared at 
the foot of Pears Road — Lowry Wood. The new 
owners had come up from the States, a family 
with three children, four cars, several horses 
and some in-laws to add the “Wood" to the 
name. 


THEY CUT QUITE a swath as they took up 
residence in the big house on the hill, which local 
children called The Millionaires' House. 

Early on their agenda was the entertaining 
of "The Provincials" long before the force gave 
way to the RCMP. Later, all of the Metchosin 
School pupils were invited to a party just before 
the end of June. The grounds, beautifully kept, 
were a little the worse for wear that day! 

The Raineys found the Lowrys good to do 
business with; and they in turn were happy with 
go getters on the farm. 

The big house came up for sale, but as Mr. 
Lowry said: "It's not likely the new man will 
buy the farm." As a matter of fact the new¬ 
comer, Mr. Rhodes, did buy the farm too and the 
Raineys continued with their lease, living in the 
up-to-date farmhouse. 

RHODES CALLED the place Barrock Hill 
and in time the mailbox bore the inscription 
"KJR", young Ken's contribution. Tilings went 
along very well until a Mrs. Longhurst bought 
the big home, but not the farm 

Mrs. Longhurst was assisted by her secre¬ 
tary, Mr. Griffin, who carried out her orders to 
the letter. It was just as well that the Raineys’ 
lease was running out. 

Mrs. Longhurst had been more than difficult 
living up above them, and sending down direc¬ 
tives via "Griff," although the Raineys still 
rented from Rhodes. 

Eventually he sold the farm to her. and the 
Raineys moved up to Rocky Point Road, Met¬ 
chosin. Harry Ford, a comparative newcomer to 
the area, leased the farm, agreeing to all the fine 
points of the lease such as “no laundry to be 
hung within sight of Mrs. Longhurst's house. " 

The Fords complied, but not to her unw ritten 
wishes. She had taken a dislike to Jim Rainey: 
his sheep were to be gone. etc. Harry Ford, 
tongue in cheek continued to graze Jimmy's 
sheep and there was little that could be done 
about it. Later "Old Griff" became Mrs. Longh¬ 
urst's husband; then her widower, while the 
Fords stayed on.

in dealing with those who were honest with him. 
Try to put one over on "Old Jim" and look out! It 
would become a kind of game. 

One of the hardest things for the farmer was 
the advent of marauding dog packs. Through 
th'e efforts of the hunters the cougars were 
pretty well under control. When Jim Rainey lost 
53 head of sheep in one night he decided it was 
time to give up sheep. It really hurt to see the 
animals which had been torn open while they 
ran. 

IT WAS TIME for Jimmy and Vi to travel 
and enjoy themselves. Barbara was working in 
the U.S.A. Jim’s sister. Mary Lawrence, was 
living in San Fransisco. Ken and his wife Betty 
were ready to go on extended vacations, with 
their children, Jim and DaHene grown up. 

Ken and Betty were gradually rebuilding the 
home they had lost through fire when Darlene 
was a baby. It had been a sad time for them all. 
The kids had put every spare minute and every 
spare dollar into the first home and land adja 
cent to the family home on the Kangaroo They 
had come home from a visit to relalivcVin town 
during the Christmas week to find that the fire 
they first noticed from the gravel pit. was in 
their own new house. 

Jimmy had been more shaken than they, as 
he drove up to see the house enveloped in flames 
and Ken’s car outside. He could only surmise 
that the young couple and baby had perished. 
Imagine his joy to sec them drive up in a little 
car w hieh had been kept in the garage of the split 
level home for months! 

Friends and neighbors had helped with the 
start of the new house, but the young couple had 
lost some of their original enthusiasm. 

HAVING SOLD the farm to the Bartholows, 
Jimmy and Vi had spent several years on 
smaller acreage in a little house on the corner of 
Metchosin and Duke Roads. Finally, they sold 
this place and moved into a double-wide mobile 
home they had bought. Their new location was 
on Sooke Lake Road. 

On April It. 1979, friends and realises gath 
ered at St. Mary’s Parish Hall. Metchosin. to 
help celebrate their Golden Wedding Anniver¬ 
sary. Mrs. Gavin Weir w as present wearing the 
brooch which the Raineys had given her when 
she sang at their wedding 50 years before. 

In responding to a toast by Ronald Weir Jim 
Rainey spoke of the happiness the two had 
shared-through the half century, "with never a 
cross word." A remarkable record considering 
the adversities of farm life in those times.

STRANGE 


FISH 


Ever hear of a fish with four eyes? The 
anablcps. a small fish of tropical America, has 
eyes which project above and below the water's 
surface. Two eyes out of the water have distance 
vision, while the two below the surface see under 
water. 

Fish are amazing creatures. Different spe¬ 
cies have evolved physical traits which enable 
them to fill every possible niche from the dee¬ 
pest ocean to the surface of the water. 

More than 17,000 species of fish exist in the 
world. The variety of their physical characteris¬ 
tics is astounding. 

While most of these are not species which the 
average angler will encounter, some possess 
such unusual features that Mercury outboards' 
outdoor recreation department feels they are of 
interest to nature enthusiasts. 

In South America, there's a catfish that looks 
like a tank. This fish, which often weighs 100 
pounds, has plate armor so tough that native 
fishermen can't skin the creature to eat it. Their 
Solution is to toss the entire fish into a fire, then 
break open the shell and scoop out the cooked 
meat. 

If you think all strange fish live elsewhere, 
guess again. Cavefish. with five species living 
east of the Rocky Mountains, have external 
sense organs over most of their bodies, but are 
totally blind after losing their eyes when young. 
They also are colorless and you can see the 
entire blood vessel system, heart and other 
organs through a cavefish’s skin. 

A strange looking saltwater creature is the 
ribbonfish. This long, slim fish lives in coastal 
waters all over the world. Ribbonfish have large 
heads filled with sharp teeth. Adults grow to 31- 
inches long and onlv weigh two pounds. 

Then there are fish that walk, fish that clhnfc 
trees, even fish that kiss on the lips and you can't 
pull them apart. The world of fishes is indeed 
strange. 
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MEANWHILE JIM AND VI bought a farm 
of their own on Kangaroo Road; now Seabreeze. 
Here, at last, they could do exactly as they 
pleased. They built a good barn on the old Dr. 
Gaddes place, w hich had been recently vacated 
by Percy and Eva Caldwell. 

During the Second World War Jim began to 
work for the Department of National Defence as 
a plumber; later at Yarrows, and through the 
need of a wool market, in still another venture. 

A CARPET FACTORY was set up at the 
Outer WTiarf. The All Wool Rambow carpets 
were woven to be indestructible, but the busi¬ 
ness was short lived. The same premises were 
also used as a factory for nylon hosiery, and in 
the same way the products were too durable to 
have a fast turnover. 

When Ken attended Victoria High, as there 
was none closer, he hiked to Happy Valley daily 
to catch a bus. Later Barbara went to Belmont, 
where her principal praised her for her untiring 
work with the younger girls in choir and other 
activities. She was valedictorian in her gradua¬ 
tion vear. 

MEANWHILE JIM RAINEY’S knees were 
causing him a great deal of discomfort. One had 
been hurt in the w oods years before, and one by a 
kick from an animal. He had given up dancing 
and instead enjoyed card parties and gatherings 
with families and friends. 

He was always ready to help a neighbor in 
trouble and was of invaluable assistance to the 
4H lamb club. He continued to help with this sort 
of thing until his death. 

Throughout the years the Raineys enjoyed 
a long association with the Marcotles and other 
families. On one occasion Jim had offered some 
meat to a boy to take home for the folks. 
Unfortunately the boy himself was a vegetarian, 
so he refused to carry it. Later the father told 
Jim: "We sure could have used that meat. " 

Then there w as the story told often of a long 
w inter evening. Two farmers were out hunting 
when they spied a deer. One fired. The deer fell, 
with a wound in the foot and the head. 

"Did you shoot, too?” the one asked the 
other. 

"No." 

Wondering why the two wounds, they came 
to the conclusion that the deer must have been 
scratching his ear! 

DEALING AND HORSE trading were pari 
and parcel of a farmer's life, with the smarter 
ones getting by a little easier. Jim Rainey had

Victoria's Own Clipper Ship

I suppose few landlub¬ 
bers can understand how a 
seaman can love a ship. It is 
even more difficult for a 
woman to understand that, no 
matter how much she is loved, 
she must always take second 
place to his ship. That is the 
way it is. 



THERMOPYLAE ... in all her glory as clipper ship. 



To a seaman a ship is 
alive — vital, and never more 
so than when she is battling a 
storm far at sea. You cannot 
explain it. You can only ex¬ 
perience it. 

Thermopylae was just such a ship. Perhaps 
the most beautiful of all the clipper ships, she 
was the culmination of the shipwright's art 


during an era when all clippers were beautiful 
creations. 

From the early Baltimore clippers of the 
American Revolution, it was only a little more 
than 100 years before theireclipse. The advent of 
the 1860s saw the British tea clippers achieve 
perfection which lasted until the opening of the 
Suez Canal and the advent of steam. 

Even the men who bu.lt these wonderful 
ships were a breed apart. To be a shipwright 
was to be a proud man and a fine artisan and 
they signified this pride by wearing a top hat to 
work. Lucky was the girl who got a shipwright 
for a husband. 

THERMOPYLAE, the pride of the British 
■Merchant Service, was built by Hood of Aber¬ 
deen for Thompson’s Aberdeen White Star 
Line. 

Ship rigged, her vital statistics as a lady 
were: length 212 feet, beam 36 feet, depth 21 feet. 
Her tonnage was 927 under deck, 991 gross and 
948 net. 

She was launched on Aug. 19.1868. and sailed 
from Gravesend for Melbourne on Nov. 7. She 
soon proved that she was a thoroughbred by 
anchoring at Port Phillip on Jan. 9, only 63 days 
out. after making no less than nine runs of more 
than 300 nautical miles a day. Her best was 330 
miles with a quartering breeze. 

Thermopylae was considered by many to be 
the fastest sailing ship ever built. Capable of 
doing seven knots in a light breeze without even 
blowing out a candle, she could regularly knock 
off 13 knots with the helm amidships and a boy 
on the wheel. 

A number of factors must be taken into 
account when assessing Thermopylae's speed. 

Her small size and narrow beam made her 
less weatherlv than some of the larger ships, but 
on the average she could beat the Black Bailers 
or the Yankee clippers by five or six days. 
Thermopylae w as a splendid sea boat and could 
ride out the worst weather like a duck, yet still 
make good weather of it with only her lower 
topsails, reefed main upper topsail and reefed 
foresail. Like all fine hulls, however, she was a 
wet ship when pressed into a head sea. 

BEATING TO WINDWARD, Thermopylae 
earned the praise of all who saw her. She was 
superb. A good instance was when she left 
Melbourne for Newcastle, N.S.W. After the tug 
had taken her two miles from the Gellibrand 
Lightship she made the South Channel in three 
tacks, to the amazement of the pilot who had 
never seen it done before. 

She carried nothing above her royals. Her 
main royal was 19 feet deep and it took four men 
to put on the gaskets. Her great main yard was 
8U feet long and the sail had a drop of 10 feet. 
That’s some piece of needlework ladies. Just 
think of it as a hankie a little larger than a tennis 
court. 

Owners and captains were proud of their 
ships in those days and never begrudged a little 
extra paint and varnish to gussie them up. 
Thermopylae was especially lucky, for first 
class captains were scarce. Her first skipper, 
Kemball, was one of the best. Her crew, too, 
would make a modern ship master drool. British 
to a man, they lived up to the old saying: "Every 
hair a spunyarn, every finger a marlin spike.” 

In 10 minutes from calling the hands the ship 
could be put about, the yards trimmed, ropes 
coiled, bowlines hauled, tacks down and the 
watch sent below. That’s seamanship! Today's 
so-called sailors can't even handle a heaving line 
without getting all tangled up and falling arse 
over teakettle. 

THIS PRIDE in their ships is shown in the 
theft of Thermopylae's golden cock. When she 
arrived at the Pagoda Anchorage at Foochow 
she had a golden cock at the masthead in honor 
of her two record passages, London to Mel¬ 
bourne in 63 days and Newcastle, N.S.W., to 
Shanghai in 28 days. However,, since the new 
arrival did not vet have a tea race to her credit 
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By Arthur Ives 

the other crews got a mite peevish about this and 
a dastardly deed was plotted to give Thermopy¬ 
lae her comeuppance. 

One night one of the lads from the Tapping 
swam over and "borrowed'' the trophy. The lads 
from Thermopylae didn't like this one little bit 
and soon got into a number of fights when 
ashore. They never got the cock back but soon 
earned another which Thermopylae proudly car¬ 
ried for the rest of her days. 

Foochow was the preferred loading port for 
tea and the Pagoda Anchorage contained the 
most beautiful fleet of sailing ships the world 
has ever seen. The crack ships were the first to 
load, for the first cargo of new tea to reach 
London earned a bonus of 10 shillings a ton. 

With her green hull, w hite figurehead, lower 
masts and yards, Thermopylae was always one 
of the smartest ships present. There was more 
brasswork around than on some la-di-da yacht 
and how they made it gleam! 


THE TEA CAME DOWN the river in sam 
pans in chests and half chests. A chest weighed 
about 65 pounds and held 40 catties of tea. The 
loading went on with a hustle and continued day 
and, night Thermopylae could stow 1,000 tons 
which, with 250 tons of ballast, gave her a draft 
of 21 feet six inches. 

Captain Kemball got away from Foochow on 
July 3, 1869. and arrived home on Oct. 2 after a 
fast passage of 91 days. Sir Lancelot made it in 
89 days, although she did not arrive until 12 days 
later. 

In 1869 the freight rate was five pounds a ton. 
By 1878 it had dropped to three pounds six 
shillings and the eastern trade was so bad that 
even Thermopylae had difficulty in filling her 
holds. . 

In 1881 the Aberdeen White Star Line had her 
make her last run in the tea trade, leaving 
Foochow on Oct. 30 and taking 107 days. 

Hi . i 

LIKE OTHER FINE SHIPS she then had her 
wings clipped and her crew reduced as an 
economy measure in the fight against steam. 

Reluctantly, in 1890. she was sold to Mr. 
Redford, president of the Rice Milling Company 
of Montreal. 

The Daily Colonist reported on April 4, 1890. 
that a clipper ship had been bought to transport 
rice to the Victoria Rice Mill which was situated 
on the present site of Capital Iron and Metals 
Limited. 

Great interest w as shown when it was know n 
that the famous Thermopylae was coming (o 
Victoria. However, she did not arrive for another 
14 months, finally anchoring in Royal Roads at 
midnight. June 24, 1891. Under the command of 
her previous first mate. William Wilson, she 
carried a cargo of 1.350 tons of rice and a 
quantity of grass matting 

Her next voyage from the Far East was very- 
rough. She took 101 days from Bangkok, arriving 
here on March 24.1892. Even after sighting Cape 
Flattery adverse winds and storms made her 
take another two weeks and finishing up at the 
end of a towline. For the last 10 days all they had 
to eat was rice. Almost all of the sails were worn 
out or damaged on the passage. 


A WEEK AFTER HER arrival in Victoria 
» her rig was again reduced and Thermopylae 
*• became a barque with the crew reduced as well. 
She made two trips a year until 1895 when she 
loaded bulk lumber at Port Blakely, Washington. 
After a passage of 141 days she arrived at Leith 
in Scotland where she was sold to the Portugese 
government for 9,000 dollars. 

Under her new owners her name was 
changed to Pedro Nunes and she was used as a 
school ship. 

The end came on Oct. 13. 1907, when she was 
towed from the Tagus and sunk by torpedoes. 
The Portuguese are a seafaring people and they 
saw to it that Thermopylae went to her end 
fittingly with colors flying and bands playing. 

The big sailing ships are gone now and only 
memories remain — memories and a few old 
men who sit in the sun waiting for the boatswain 
to pipe them to the last long watch.below. The 
world will be the poorer for their passing.

Did you ever wonder how the pumpkin came 
into the Hallowe'en picture? Of course the 
pumpkin is a symbol of harvest, but how did it 
come to be called Jack-o-lantern in connection 
with Hallowe'en? Today we scoop out the insides 
of a pumpkin, carve a grinning face and light a 
candle inside. 

Why did we turn it into a lantern? Well, the 
Jack-o-lantern custom came to us from Ireland 
... it seems that a stingy old man named Jack, 
who lived hundreds of years ago, was barred 
from heaven because of his stinginess . . . and 
forbidden to enter hell because of his practical 
jokes on the devil. He was condemned to walk 
the earth with his lantern until Judgment Day. 
So started the legend of our carved-out lighted 
pumpkin called Jack-o-lantern. 

And now. on with some Hallowe'en treats. I 
don't know how popcorm came into the Hal¬ 
lowe'en picture but we do know that it is a 
trick-and-treat favorite, beloved by all those 
strange little callers on Oct. 31. 

To make our popcorn balls more interesting 
. . . let's add cranberry faces. 


CRANBERRY POPCORN BAI LS .. . 
one-and-a-third cup sugar, one cup cran¬ 
berry juice cocktail, two tbsp. light corn 
syrup and 12 cups popped popcorn. 

Mix sugar, cranberry juice and the corn 
syrup, cook at a rapid boil until a candy ther¬ 
mometer registers 250 deg. F. or until the syrup, 
when dropped from a spoon into very cold water, 
forms a ball which is hard enough to hold its 
shape, yet plastic. Pour the syrup evenly over 
popped corn and toss with a spoon to blend and to 
keep the syrup from sinking to the bottom of the 
bowl. 

Butter hands and shape the mixture into 
balls while still warm. Press balls together 
firmly.

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Princess Louise Did Return 


it was all quite shocking, 
those stories about the Prin¬ 
cess Louise, and Victorians 
were particularly shocked, 
and very cross with that 
American writer who said that 
the Princess didn't care much 
for Canadian society. 

Just like those Americans, always sneering 
at Canada, just because Canada preferred 
Queen Victoria to the American Eagle. 

And. too, it was quite shocking— was it not? 
— that the Colonist would publish such stories, 
though it was just as well that everyone should 
know about such rumors, and put them down, 
and laugh them into ridicule. 

It was 1882 . and all Canada was delighted 
that a Royal Princess was living here — the 
Princess Louise, wife of the governor-general, 
the Marquis of Lome and daughter of Queen 
Victoria. 


VICTORIANS HAD BEEN eagerly antici¬ 
pating a visit from the Princess and her hus¬ 
band. when the Colonist reprinted an article 
from the New York Tribune, written by its 
London correspondent, T. G. Weatherley, who¬ 
ever he was. 

This story said the Princess, after two years 
in Ottawa, was so bored that she had gone home 
to England, and was thinking of not returning to 
Canada. 

True, many Victorians, only nine year in 
Canada, looked upon eastern Canadians as rath¬ 
er rough people — no manners, my dear, more 
like Americans than British. 


Victorians felt Ottawa to be not too genteel, 
but w hen an American w riter said this they were 
quite properly enraged. 

The article that set the tow n talking nearly 
100 years ago. was entitled: "The Princess in 
Canada — London correspondence by Mr. 
Weatherley to the New York Tribune. " 

I'm sure this article was eaten up in Vic¬ 
toria. even by those who questioned its good 
taste. 

I have found it good reading, and I'm sure 
you will, too. 

Here goes: “A good deal has been said 
privately of late about the alleged reluctance of 
H.R.H. the Princess Louise to return to Canada, 
now that she is in Britain 

"So long as talk of that sort was private, 
most people of good taste preferred not to repeat 
it. 

"Nothing could be less gracious than to 
represent a young wife as unwilling to rejoin her 
husband, and this is the construction Which 
might easily be put upon her hesitation. 

"BI T THIS MATTER has now been made 
public by newspaper comment here in London, in 
the heart of the Empire. 

"So it only remains to say — at the risk of 
irritating our Canadian friends — that it is true 
that the Princess does not wish to go back, but 
not true that domestic reasons have anything to 
do with her aversion to the journey across the 
Atlantic, where she feels quite foreign, even 
though that land is her Royal Mother's senior 
Dominion. 

"What the Princess dislikes is, to put it 
bluntly, the society of Ottaw a, or rather the want 
of society. 

"She is passionately fond of. and attached to 
England, and to London above all. She cares for 
literature, for art. for music, for bright, not dull 
conversation, which so often takes place in 
■Ottawa, so often that I am sure the Princess, 
being forced to listen to it. must be driven quite 
wild. 


“SHE IS, HERSELF, one of the cleverest 
women in England, and one of the most cultivat¬ 
ed. She haunts studios, concerts and drawing 
rooms, where good talk is to be had, and to which 
she contributes her full share. 

"In Ottawa, so much of the conversation 
seems always to revolve around Canadians' 
dislike of the United States, and they have not 
yet forgiven George III, the Princess great¬ 
grandfather. for losing those 13 colonies which at 
one time were British. 

"Here in England. Her Royal Highness leads 
a full and beautiful life. 

"What is there in Ottawa to compare with 
it? . ' 

"IF THE ESTIMABLE people of that excel¬ 
lent capital will but think of it for a moment, 
they have no reason to be angry because a young 
and brilliant woman prefers life in one of the 
most brilliant cities in the world to life in the 
chief city of — I was going to say a frozen 
wilderness, and a frozen wilderness it is if you 
look only for those refinements and ornaments 
of existence which to womek are more dear than 
more substantial merits. 

"There are stories floatin®about of passion¬ 
ate entreaties by the Prinee^h for liberty to 
remain in England, and stern refusals by her 
royal mother the Queen-Empress. 

“For the Queen, life has, perhaps, not much 
poetry left in it. 

"She sees that the place of the Princess is 
with her husband, and she is a woman capable of 
repressing personal feelings relentlessly, and 
enforcing political duties upon her children in 
the most austere spirit of the Sovereign. 

“IF THE REPORTS that make their way 
over here from Canada are to be credited, such 
loyalty as there is among the Canadians clings 
about the person of the Princess Louise, rather 
than about her husband, the Marquis of Lome, 
heir of the Duke of Argyle. and his royal mother- 
in-law's Viceroy in the New World. 

"I hear of men and women following the 
Princess in the streets of Ottawa, and watching 
for her at the corners, if only to touch the hem of 
her robe. 

"I know, at any rate, that one eminent 
Radical of the Dominion who has no love to spare 
for Royalty in any shape, who has said that 
Canadians could deal easily enough with the 
Viceroy, but the Princess is a power in her own 
right. 

“This eminent Radical does not wish her to 
be such a power in Canada. He would be far 
better pleased if she had her will, and lives far 
away from Canada, an ocean between. 


“I HALF GUESSED that this eminent Radi¬ 
cal is himself not insensitive to the charm and 
authority w hich the Princess — because she is a 
princess, because she is a woman— wields over 
the simple folk of the Canadian provinces. 

“But he believes that every year of her stay 
tightens the bond between the colonies and the 
Crown. 

“And he does not wish to see it tightened, but 
loosened. 

if the Princess knew that such feelings 
prevail among the Canadian subjects of her 
mother.,Her Britannic Majesty, it might almost 
reconcile her to what she now looks upon as a 
banishment in a crude country that has few 
signs of refinement. 

“ For she is. after all. if her personal friends' 
testimony may be taken, a woman capable of 
loving something on a larger scale than music 
and pictures.’* 

WELL, WELL, WELL — “a crude country 
that has few signs of refinement.” The very 
idea! What nonsense! 

Princess Louise did return to Canada, and in 
the autumn of 1882 she and her husband came on 
their first and only visit to Victoria. 

They liked this place so much they remained 
for three months. 

They entered upon the local scene to such an 
extent that Victorians came to look upon them as 
two of their very own. 

The Princess painted here, she took to horse¬ 
back riding and steeple-chasing. She went shop¬ 
ping on her ow n. There were high society events 
galore, including a Royal Drawing Room.

NOW AND THEN, apparently, the Princess 
developed a ease of the Royal vapors, and could 
not attend this and that. 

She said at first she would not aecompany 
her husband to New Westminster, but that place 
raised sueh a row she changed her mind and 
went there — but only for a day. 

W'hile she was here there was more gossip 
about her — to the effect that she was remaining 
in Victoria so long because she wished to avoid 
Lady Macdonald, the Prime Minister’s wife, 
with whom, so rumor said, she had had a tiff. 

It’s a somewhat long and fascinating story 
and it will have to wait for another time. 


WHY FISH 
LIVE IN WATER 

Have you ever seen a fish living on dry land? 
Not likely, although there are a couple of species 
w hieh can move from one place to another, being 
out of the water while they do. 

Fish, like all living creatures, need oxygen 
to survive. They get theirs by extracting it from 
water. Why, then, can’t fish live out of water 
where the oxygen content is so much greater? 

The physiological make-up of fish prevents 
them from surviving out of water. Fish obtain 
oxygen by straining it from water which is 
forced over their gills. The gills are filamentous 
structures located on each side of the head. A 
bony plate, the gill cover, protects the gills from 
damage. 

A fish ’’breathes’’ by opening its mouth, 
taking in water, then closing the mouth and 
pumping the water over its gills. Thousands of 
tiny blood vessels in the gills absorb oxygen 
from the water as it passes. The oxy gen is then 
transported to vital organs by the blood 
stream. 

The amount of dissolved oxygen in water is 
only one per cent compared to 21 per cent oxygen 
in the air. Fish are unable to use enriched 
oxygen out of the water because they lack lungs 
to force air over their gills, and because the gills 
soon dry and cannot function. 

An exception to this is the gars. They have a 
swim bladder which acts as a lung. Gars come to 
the surface, gulp air into the swim bladder, then 
absorb oxygen through blood vessels in the 
bladder. 

Even gars cannot survive long out of water, 
but the lung-like swim bladder explains how they 
are able to thrive in dirty, polluted water where 
oxygen content is below normal. 

Eels and walking catfish can travel overland 
short distances because they absorb some oxy¬ 
gen through the skin-. >

Margaret Jenkins elemen¬ 
tary school. It is the only pub¬ 
lic school in Victoria to be 
named after a woman. Consid¬ 
ering that the year was 1914, 
decades before discrimination 
was a household word, that 
was no ordinary accomplish¬ 
ment. 


But then, Margaret Jertkins was not an ordi¬ 
nary woman. She was a woman who. it seemed, 
was born to suffer, but endured somehow to 
prosper in her later years, leaving her stamp on 
the city’s educational development. 

Wheivshe was 11, (1854) this little Welsh girl’s 
father died and left the family to face hard times 
without a breadwinner. At the same time, the 
British educational system underwent a colossal 
change; from private schools only, to non-deno- 
minational public shcools, all administered by 
the Church of England. 

Margaret was able to get a position as a 
monitor in one of the newly created schools. 
Here, she met the redoubtable Miss Evans — 
headmistress." 


BY THE TIME MARGARET was 14. Miss 
Evans saw to it that she was indentured as a 
pupil-teacher. This meant teaching all day and 
being repaid with a nightly hour and a half of 
free instruction from the headmistress herself; 
— and roughly 10 pounds a year from the board 
of education. 


It was hard work but each year she passed 
her examinations, progressing step by step until 
she was a fully qualified teacher, entitled to 
maximum pay. This took five years, and maxi¬ 
mum pay didn't amount to many pounds more 
than her indentured salary, but school mis¬ 
tresses were held in high regard. 

HER FIRST POSITION was at a rural sthool 
half way between Swansea and Mumbles. Before 
the year was over, a victim of rheumatic fever, 
she was forced to give up her job. murning 
home so that her mother could nurse her. 

Mrs. Townsend not only nursed her. but she 
spent the whole summer urging her daughter to 
give up teaching, and had almost succeeded 
when a letter arrived from the school inspector 
at Wiltshire. 

He had a position open until December. He 
begged Margaret to come, saying that her health 
would benefit greatly from the drier inland air. 

She accepted the position and regained her 
health within weeks. She also met Mr. Fox. 


THEY WERE ENGAGED before Christmas. 
By January, her substitute days over, she found 
a position in a nearby town, hoping to see Mr. 
Fox as often as she could. His business interests, 
however, took him off to Coquimbo. Chile. 

Two slow years crawled by. 

Finally, his affairs improved enough to sup¬ 
port a wife, and he sent for the overjoyed 
Margaret, assigning his brother-in-law as her 
escort for the long ocean voyage. 

The passage was rough, the seas calming only 
when they reached the Caribbean. By the time 
they were ready to cross the Isthmus of Pana 
ma. Margaret’s stomach had recovered enough 
for her to ask that her baggage be broug ht up out 
of the hold so that she could iron her wedding, 
dress. 


THE BAGGAGE W AS GONE! Even her wed¬ 
ding cake. All she had w as what she was wearing 
and a few guineas. Fellow passengers, big and 
small, generously loaned her clothes until she 
got to Lima, where a day spent scouring the 
shops produced enough cloth, lace and thread to 
replace the lost wardrobe. She even baked an¬ 
other wedding cake at the home of friends she’d 
met while aboard ship. 

Her arrival in Coquimbo was dampened by 
further impediments to the wedding. Chilean 
law demanded one month's residency before 
notice of intent to marry could be given, and 
another week beyond that for the actual cere¬ 
mony. 

Margaret spent those five weeks at the home 
of Mr. Fox's sister. She used the time well, 
becoming fluent in Spanish, and when the time 
was up, they were married as Spanish law 
required, in the Catholic Church, driving later, 
by carriage, to the British Consulate for a 
Protestant ceremony. 


WITHIN A YEAR, she had lost her first baby, 
and plunged back into teaching in an effort to 
keep her mind occupied. Starting by instructing 
just a few children of British extraction, her 
little school room swelled to include all the boys 
and girls from the Spanish professional class, 
(these children used to be sent to Paris for their 
education.) and every other English-speaking 
child in the settlement. 

It was fortunate that she did expand. Ten 
years later, Mr. Fox died at the age of 32, leaving 
her with four small children and a bankrupt 
estate. 

For three years she struggled on alone, 
single-handedly running the school and her small 
family. By the end of the third year, her health 
uncertain at the best of time, she had a complete 
physical collapse

HER INDOMITABLE willpower overcame 
this next setback, and before 1879 was over, she 
had met Mr. Jenkins, a widower with nine 
children, one of whom was enrolled in her 
school, and remarried. 

Three years later, the two of them had added 
three more children to this his and her house¬ 
hold, and surprisingly enough, all 16 of them got 
along very well. 

But tragedy struck again, and again and 
again. They lost four children to a diptheria 
epidemic in 1880. another daughter in 1881; and 
their eldest son a year later. 

Then war broke out between Chile and Peru, 
and Mr. Jenkins, anxious for the safety of his 
remaining family, decided to remove them all to 
Victoria in an old 50-ton schooner which he 
owned. 

Fortunately for the longevity of his remain¬ 
ing family, the old tub was wrecked before they 
could embark on her. Mr. Jenkins instead buying 
passage on a sailing ship called the British 
American. 


THE YEAR WAS 1882. The trip took, two 
months: two weeks of the journey spent be¬ 
calmed in the Doldrums. 

Here, the children lived like a latter day 
Swiss Family Robinson, — paddling small boats 
about and catching turtles to augment the unin¬ 
spiring menu. When they finally reached Juan de 
Fuca, the ship was swept a little off course, and 
while tacking back past Ten Mile Point. Mar 
garet smelled the wild roses that covered the 
area. ,

She announced to her family that this was a 
good omen. They would, she felt, be happy in 
Victoria. 

Ashore, they rented rooms at the American 
Hotel on Yates Street, no small expense for a 
family of 13. 

As soon as Mr. Jenkins could, he set about 
finding a suitable cottage to rent, and a good 
farm to buy. 

He quickly fond both — on Salt Spring 
Island. One hundred acres, — only 25 of which 
were cleared, a dirty three-room log house, a 
barn and chicken coop. A milk cow was thrown in 
by the owner to clinch the deal. Mr. Jenkins did 
not need much persuasion. He’d always wanted a 
farm. < 


AS SOON AS SHE was settled in Victoria, 
Margaret became a joiner. The first club that 
she aligned herself with was the Women's Chris¬ 
tian Temperance Union — an absolute must for 
every civic-minded woman in those days. 

She was immediately appointed the provin¬ 
cial corresponding secretary, and became the 
first woman in town ever to speak from a public- 
platform. (The platform was at the Temperance 
Hall on Pandora Avenue.) 

During her spare time, she distributed tem¬ 
perance lLJ^fature to the habitues of the local 
saloons. V 


HIS FAMILY was prepared to hate it — and 
they did. That first evening on the farm, they all 
stood at a respectful distance from the frantic 
cow, every one of them afraid to attempt the 
milking. 

Finally, Margaret approached and made a 
gingerly effort which produced no milk in the 
pail. A neighbor came to their rescue, but since a 
neighbor could not always come, they were all 
forced to learn. 

Knowing how to milk a cow — and a brand 
new cottage, did not improve their attitude to 
farming. 

The eldest boy took a job with Albion Iron 
Works in Victoria. He was followed in short 
order by the next son, and the next. 


Mr. Jenkins could not carry on without their 
help, and so he sold the farm, following his boys 
to Victoria. He was followed by a secretly 
delighted Margaret, with all the girls. 


HER ENERGIES soon overflowed into the 
Good Templars Union and the Triumph Lodge, 
an organization which aided sailors. She was 
president of the Women's Conservative Club, 
president of the Women's Canadian Club, and 
provincial grand superintendent in charge of 
troubled juveniles. 

Votes for women were next on the list and 
when this privilege was finally granted, she-was 
active in trying to get the women to turn out and 
exercise their hard gotten right. 

By 1897, she was elected to the school board 
and was continuously returned to that office 
every succeeding election day until she retired 
from public life in 1919. 

She pushed domestic sciences for girls, man¬ 
ual training for boys, and when she was not 
attending meetings, she was out of tow n, visiting 
schools and soaking up new ideas. 

One such out-of-town visit resulted in the es¬ 
tablishment of the first special class for retard¬ 
ed children in Victoria, along with a highly- 
trained teacher. Miss Bertha Winn. 

Widowed, she lived for years in a very small 


house with just three rooms, on the northwest 
corner of Bay and Blanshard. Those who re¬ 
member the house, remember also the tall, 
portly woman, her iron-grey hair marcelled 
after the fashion of the day, lorgnet in hand, 
swishing out of the door, heading for Red Cross 
House to roll bandages, or off to visit returned 
First World War veterans, or off to her many- 
charitable service club meetings. 


HER MODISH HATS, black dresses fringed 
with jet beads and floor-length seal skin coat 
were a familiar sight to all the school children in 
town. She was a stickler for visitations, and 
while she was in the schools, she chatted with all 
the students as they passed. She liked them, and 
cared about them too: that was abundantly plain 
and they liked her for it. 

In September of 1922, just after the new 
school year started, Margaret Jenkins died quite 
suddenly at home. She was 79 years old Today, 
her imposing photograph hangs high in the main 
hall of the school that is named for her. and 
small children file by beneath it. oblivious to the 
fact that this woman was the driving force be¬ 
hind its construction.

But it was all part of the 
fun of masquerade.

For them it was a time of ducking for apples 
in a tub of w ater, of telling fortunes and bobbing 
for apples tied to a string and dangling in front of 
one's eyes while the players bobbed up and down 
with hands behind their backs as they endea¬ 
vored to get a bite of the tempting fruit without 
using them. 

The ludicrous expressions of their faces 
while craning necks and rolling heads around 
after the juicy prize, mouths open in a desperate 
attempt to snag it. was a mirth-provoking 
sight. 


HALLOWEEN DANCES ow ed their popular¬ 
ity largely to their novelty and the fact that the 
dancers were masked and wearing costumes 
that varied from comical to scary. Failure to 
comply with this custom involked a forfeit which 


BIT HALLOWEEN TODAY is strictly for 
kids. As one young lad put it: "They have 
Mother's Day for Mom. and Father's Day for 
Pop. so Halloween should be Kids' Day — a time 
when they can do whatever they like with a fair 
chance of getting away with it! But even the 
juvenile way of observing it has changed with 
the years. 

The time-honored yell: "Trick or treat!" is 
no longer meant or understood as a serious 
threat. Time was when the supply of candy, 
gum. apples, nuts and cookies was really a bribe 
to preclude the execution of damage to property 
committed by hordes of weirdly costumed anji 
masked figures capering along the walk. 

Foolhardy indeed was the householder in 
those days who would refuse to dole out goodies 
in abundance to his ghostly visitors. 

His punishment might be a vanished gate (to 


be found later dangling from a telephone pole or 
atop a neighbor's roof). 

Other's reprisals were: heavily soaped win¬ 
dows. air let out of tires and. in earlier days, 
outhouses carted away to some unlikely spot. 

In fact, one of these outdoor conveniences 
was hauled away to a prominent place in town, 
and decorated with a sign, plucked from an 
evangelical meeting. "Everyone welcome! 
Enter here and be saved!" 

TODAY. HOWEVER there are very few 
shenanigans of that sort, and little, if any, 
damage caused by children at this season. Van¬ 
dalism committed by youths in their late teens 
and twenties is another matter, usually serious, 
but these offenders, w ho glory in property dam¬ 
age under the guise of fun. cannot be included 
with the children. 

All the youngsters are after nowadays is 
their sack of goodies and the cash contribution 
deposited in the SAVE THE CHILDREN FI ND 
- perhaps the best thing to come out of Hallow¬ 
een! 

If they fail to receive the expected largesse 
they go off grumbling, but I strongly doubt that 
they are guilty of destructive behavior in retalia¬ 
tion. 

IN FACT, with the growing tendency of 
churches and fraternal societies to provide bon¬ 
fires. with rockets and free treats for children, 
the number of kids who go for "Trick or treat" is 
gradually decreasing. Perhaps in a few years 
the custom will die out altogether, and the 
celebration of Halloween, that colorful time of 
fun for the children and nostalgic enjoyment for 
their elders, will cease to be. 


... of ghosts, spooks and voices from other planets 


Once again its Hallow¬ 
een! That time of year when 
ghosts, goblins and ghouls 
roam at large. 

A time when autumn 
leaves have fallen on the cold 
damp earth in scatter rugs of 
red, gold and russet as shelter 
against greater cold to come. 


Its a time to ponder a few of the many 
unexplained mysteries that confront us from 
time to time in this perplexing and uncertain 
world we inhabit. 

Its a time when the ancient and foolish relic 
of pagan days is observed. 

In the North of England, Oct. 31 is known as 
Nutcrack Night. In Scotland the ceremonies of 
the eve were formerly regarded in a highlv 
superstitious light, and Robert Bums' Halloween 
gives a humorous and richly imaginative pres¬ 
entment of the usual ceremonies as practiced in 
Scottish rural districts in his day. Popular belief 
ascribed to children born on Halloween the 
faculty of perceiving and holding converse w ith 
supernatural beings. 

ANDSUPERNATURAL beings are believed 
by some to be about us all the time. Many 
strange and unexplained events have occurred 
Perhaps the most puzzling are those that happen 

at sea. 

In the log book of an old navy destroyer is 
the record of two strange encounters that defy 
explanation. One occurred during early winter 
many years ago. Visibility was poor because of 


the dense fog that had formed suddenly, and the 
destroyer, inward bound at the time, was grop¬ 
ing her way carefully. 

Suddenly one of the lookout men yelled for 
the other crewmen to look aft quickly. Then ho 
called excitedly to the bridge. Both lookout and 
crewmen reported that the vessel had been 
narrowly missed by what appeared to be a 
derelict two-masted ship which had plowed 
across within a few yards of the destroyer's 
stern. Their descriptions of the thing coincided: 
a shabby, unmanned sailing vessel of a type long 
vanished in those waters. It was in sight for 
about 20 seconds and three men saw it. 

Later, the same ship was returning to port 
after convoying a troopship. It was night, the sea 
glassy smooth and the sky bright with stars. The 
two sailors on lookout watch spotted through

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binoculars a freighter plowing toward them and 
coming fast. They alerted the radar shack — but 
the radar man saw nothing on his scope. By this 
time the freighter was an estimated six or seven 
miles away and clearly visible to both lookouts. 
Suddenly it was gone — another phantom ship 
that passed in the night. 

ANOTHER SHIP is said to have been saved 
by a mysterious "Ghost" voice that gave the 
repeated warning “Steer to the Northwest." 

And what about the reported sightings of 
ghost ships that drift, like lost souls, upon the 
high seas without signs of life on board? And 
what of those lost in the Bermuda Triangle? 

Nearer home and in our own coastal waters 
there is the story of a logger returning home- 
after dark who was suddenly startled by the 
appearance before him of a filmy ghost like 


wraith that moved across the water until in line 
with his boat. He slowed the engine, as he did so 
the filmy figure vanished. A short time later it 
appeared again, as though following the boat, 
then it vanished completely. 

Another man. a fisherman, was also heading 
home in his boat. It was a quiet, peaceful day, 
the w ater calm and smooth. His experienced eye 
scanned the Inlet. There was neither drifting log 
nor boat to be seen. Minutes later he was 
astounded to see a white boat cross his bow. He 
too. quickly throttled his engine to avoid a 
collison. By the time he looked again the ghost 
ship had vanished. 

THERE ARE HAUNTED houses and haunt¬ 
ed islands right around us. There's an old- 
fashioned house on Cortes Island. The windows 
are missing and in the open space that once held 
a door a ghost is said to have been seen stand 

ing. 

There are certain bays and coves along our 
coast that are as cold and forbidding as a polar 
iceberg. So uncanny and spine-chilling is the 
atmosphere of these places that ghosts must 
surely haunt them. 

One such bay w as once occupied by a logger 

The bay had been shrouded in fog for more 
than week. So dense was the mist that no one 
ventured far from home. The lone logger had 
seen no one during the long spell of damp and 
fog. 

One night as he stepped outside he heard his 
name called in the clear distinct tones of a friend 
he knew well. He answered, w aited and listened, 
and called again. There was nothing. Only the 
uncanny fog-steeped silence of his surroundings. 
The experience and the spine-chilling atmo¬ 
sphere of the place unnerved him.

AN UNEXPLAINED light also appeared in 
the sky above the hills of this same gloomy bay.

ed seeing a strange light moving along the shore 
though the island is uninhabited. 

There are the ghosts the great storyteller 
Grey Owl mentions. This man, the son of English 
parents, loved the wilderness as perhaps few 
have done, and spent his latter years striving for 
the protection and conservation of nature and all 
wild life. 

In his book. Tales of an Empty Cabin, he 
tells of strange happenings that occurred near a 
primitive Indian graveyard in the wilds of 
Northern Ontario. 

There's the place of 'Crying Mink 1 where the 
desolate, awful wailing of a phantom mink is 
sometimes heard. And south of this is a portage 
where a woman, long dead, walks at the full of 
the moon. 

THERE’S A PLACE on Quadra Island well 
hidden and far from the main road where once a 
lone woman lived in an ancient rambling old 
house. This woman appears to have preferred 
her own company and succeeded in discouraging 
visitors by the simple expedient of always hav¬ 
ing her hat and scarf on. 

When anyone arrived to call she would say: 

' Oh, I’m so sorry I was just going out." It 
worked every time. 

The kindly one who had called or tried to 
befriend her departed — which was perhaps as 
well, for what was under the hat was not hitting 
on all cylinders and this strange and eccentric 
woman resorted to other devious and ignoble 
deeds. 

She also possessed, besides an evil eye, an 
uncanny ability to work a ouija board and spent ® 
most of her time talking and receiving messages 
from the spirit world via the medium of this 
board. 

One message she received told her to expect 
a visit from a certain person and gave the name 
of the strange caller. She noted the name on a 
slip of paper, so there could be no error should 
she later doubt her memory. 

In due course someone did arrive whose 
name was identical to the one recorded. This 
guest was admitted and served tea while the 
hostess explained — still wearing the hat and 
scarf — that a voice from the spirit world had 
forecast the arrival of this newcomer at her 
door. 

LIGHTHOUSES are not w ithout their ghosts 
either. Baranof Castle, the first lighthouse north 
of the Mexican border, was erected in 1837. 
From the top of the castle — 100 feet above the 
sea — a light burned from the wicks sunken in 
seal oil, a welcome beacon to Russian seamen 
entering the harbor. 

The keepers of this lighthouse, Alaska's 
pioneer light, not only had the task of carrying 
the heavy containers of seal and whale oil up the 
stairs to the lantern, but they were hampered 
and terrified by a ghost that haunted the tower. 


The Greatest 


Anglers, take heed. You're not alone in your 
pursuit of fish! There are millions of other 
creatures fishing, too. Fortunately, their choice 
of species is usually different. 

Not all anglers come equipped with a fishing 
rod, tackle box stuffed with lures and a boat and 
outboard motor. Most of them, in fact, fish with 
nothing more than a sharp bill and webbed feet, 
or have the ability to dive and grasp prey with 
strong talons. 

Loons, gulls, cormorants, kingfishers, os¬ 
preys and mergansers are the best fishermen in 
the world. According to Mercury outboards' 
fishing department, it’s unlikely that an angler 
van spend a day on the water without seeing one 
or more of these birds fishing. 

Luckily for humans, birds are seldom in¬ 
terested in the same kind of fish. Research has 
shown that most fish taken by birds are non- 
game species, although where it is possible to 
feed on gamefish, birds don't hesitate to do so. 

A survey of cormorants in the midwest 
showed that half their stomach contents were 
gamefish, the remainder nongamefish and other

, messages. The most recent report of such an 
incident comes from Oldham, England, where 
three men are said to have seen four strange 
entities with long ears, emerging from a flying 
saucer carrying a device that resembled a bird 
cage. Also seen was a fireball that landed on the 
moors above Oldham. Another alien being, over 
two metres tall, was seen at Kirby, near Liver¬ 
pool, and a blue man with the flowing cape 
(something like Superman) who was seen float¬ 
ing high above Liverpool. 

Still stranger phenomena are reported by 
the Aitherius Society in London. Its members 
say they receive regular messages from the 
planets Mars and Venus and that Jesus Christ is 
living on Venus. 

The spokesman said the society started in 
1954 when George King, a 35-year-old white-col¬ 
lar worker in London heard a voice from no¬ 
where, saying: "Prepare yourself. You are to 
become the voice of interplanetary parlia¬ 
ment.” 

ARE THE LITTLE men with antenna ears 
busier than we know? Is the spirit world active 
with earth-bound souls hovering near? Are these 
sightings' tricks of the elements, phenomena, 
imaginary shadows? Perhaps they are, and this 
explanation may satisfy some, but its doubtful 
that those who have witnessed these visions will 
accept such plausable solutions. 

For they are everywhere these ghosts. They 
walk garden paths at night, stand in empty 
doorways, sit in rocking chairs by windows, walk 
stairs, play pianos, pass through doors, ring 
bells, rattle windows, rap on walls, tap on floors, 
open drawers. 

They laugh! They cry! They moan! 

And on Halloween they'll get yor IF YOl

Fisherman? 


aquatic life. Elsewhere, great blue herons were 
found to be eating mostly suckers, frogs and 
sculpins despite a healthy trout population in 
the same stream. And in Michigan, biologists 
estimated that mergansers, expert diving ducks, 
were eating an average of five trout apiece, 
per day. 

Birds preying on fish is not one-sided. Fish 
often feed on young water birds and one 
study proved that pike have a definite appetite 
for immature diving ducks. Black bass prey 
upon young ducks in shallow water, and the 
goosefish, a marine coastal fish with enormous 
jaws and a voracious appetite, dines regularly 
on ducks, gulls and other water birds. 

Birds are helpful to fishermen trying to 
locate schools of fish. Saltwater anglers have 
long relied on circling flocks of gulls to guide 
them to baitfish which come to the surface to 
escape larger, predator fish underneath. 

If you want to challenge some of the world's 
greatest anglers to a fishing duel, go ahead: but 
chances are good you'll lose. After all, they 
depend upon fishing for their livelihood. 


A Song 
for 

Fishermen 

Song writers all compose lyrics for young 
lovers about the moon and the sun. But if 
someone were smart, he would' write a tune 
about these two celestial bodies just for fisher 
men. It would be an instant hit. 

The effect of sun and moon on fishing success 
was first questioned about 50 years ago by John 
Alden Knight, a writer and sportsman who ob¬ 
served that periods of high fish activity coincid¬ 
ed with the relative positions of the sun and 
moon. His subsequent research developed the 
“solunar” theoryrand earned him many ardent 
followers plus an equally devoted group of dis¬ 
believers who thought Knight was a bit looney. 


The solunar theory is of interest to fishermen 
today because much of what Knight proposed 
has proven to be accurate. And although the 
theory is complex. Mercury outboards' fishing 
experts explain that it is basically a relationship 
between major fish activity periods and times 
when the sun and moon have their greatest 
gravitational influence upon earth. 


Knight found that major periods (thus feed¬ 
ing times) for freshwater and saltwater fish 
occurred daily when the sun and moon were in 
alignment with the earth. This occurs twice a 
day, when the moon is.directly overhead and 
again when it is directly underfoot. Called 
"moon up" and "moon down," these periods 
cycle ahead approximately 51 minutes each day. 
Minor activity periods occur about halfway be¬ 
tween. Other times are termed "rest” periods. 


The solunar theory has been applied to the 
behavior of most forms of life and found fairly 
accurate. Observations show that animals, even 
humans, regulate their activity periods to solun- , 
ar influences, although biological, climatic and 
other conditions affect activity periods. 

Fishermen who want to study the solunar 
theory should consult a local library for further 
information. The Colonist publishes the solunar 
tables each week, which show the daily major 
and minor activity periods for North America 
based upon the work done by John Alden 
Knight. 
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In downtown Victoria 
Mrs. Dorothy Roberts runs a 
unique type of business — 
unique because it is 
non-profit, non-competitive, 
where money is never discus¬ 
sed, and where all its ''cus¬ 
tomers” are volunteers. 


The Greater Victoria Volunteer Society op¬ 
erates under the title of the Victoria Volunteer 
Bureau, and is the only one of its kind in the 
area. The present office (in the Central Build¬ 
ing) was opened in 1974 with temporary funding 
by the Local Initiative Project under the direc¬ 
torship of Mrs. Margaret Haines, a social work 
er. 

It is a referral agency for the many Victoria 
organizations, and is now funded by the ministry 
of human resources and the United Way. 

This office has a steady stream of applicants 
from all walks of life, and all ages, and none as 
yet has ever been turned away. 

MRS. ROBERTS, a soft-spoken brunette in 
her early thirties, with an infectious smile and 
an obvious enthusiasm for her work sat with me 
in her cheery office. 

She radiated friendliness, and I got the im 
pression that she always said the right thing at 
the right time to the right person. A large poster 
on the wall displayed the following advertise¬ 
ment: “Enjoyment is Employment — Victoria 
Volunteer Bureau. Have Fun — learn.new skills 
— meet new people — share your knowledge — 
gain valuable experience — become a part of 
things — learn more about your community." 

A native of Walshall. England. Mrs. Roberts

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‘•ORIGINALLY,’’ she said, "I began a ca¬ 
reer as a high school teacher in England. After 
some time as a full-time mother and homemaker 
I began to do volunteering with the bureau, and 
then worked here as projects co-ordinator for a 
year before coming executive director." 

Besides Mrs. Roberts there are two other 
paid employees — Margaux Finlayson as pro¬ 
jects co-ordinator, and Lynn Shields as office 
manager. There are also 14 part-time volunteers 
including typists, bookkeeper, librarian, inter¬ 
viewers and clerical assistants. 

People have always helped each other, but 
there was no organized volunteering before the 
17th century. In most European countries there 
was a certain amountpf charitable work done by 
those whose time, and circumstances permitted 
it. This was chiefly alms giving, aid to widows 
and orphans and prison reform. 

In North America pioneers helped each 
other to survive during the harsh conditions 
under which they struggled to build the New 
World. 

“THERE ARE ALMOST as many reasons 
for volunteering as there are people to volun¬ 
teer." said Mrs. Roberts, “the most usual being 
the desire to help others. Another is to gain work 


experience. This is the most common among the 
young who are still in high school or college. Also 
among mature women returning to the labor 
force." 

As an example she mentioned the case of a 
girl who may be interested in a nursing career, 
but who has little or no idea as to what is 
involved. She take a part-time volunteer job in a 
hospital to gain first-hand experience. Then, if 
she still desires to become a nurse she knows 
what to expect, and whether or not she is suited 
to the profession. 

SOME MAY WISH to become social work¬ 
ers, or to aim for a course in geriatrics, so they 
try out their aptitudes by helping the elderly in 
various ways. They take them for walks, read to 
them, assist them with their shopping, or they 
entertain in retirement homes or old-age clubs. 

Others may teach handicrafts such as pot¬ 
tery and basketweaving. 

High school and college students often re¬ 
quire this kind of experience and can usually 
find time for some between their studies or 
part-time work. This also applies to others who 
are already gainfully employed but w ho desire to 
try something different to break the monotony of 
a routine job and to give their lives more mean¬ 
ing. 

“A RECENT SURVEY," said Mrs. Roberts, 
“showed approximately 25 percent of the popu 
lation of Greater Victoria are doing some kind of 
volunteer work, but we never see them all as 
those who seek our services represent only the 
tip of the iceberg." 

She said they interview between 70 and 80 
persons a month and they are chiefly young 
adults in the 20 to 30 age group. This, including 
all the other young applicants comprises about 
22 percent of the whole. As for the ones of 65 and 
over, only about 17 percent apply for voluntary 
work. More men than women apply. 

ON MEETING an applicant, Mrs. Roberts 
said, she first tries to find out just what are his or 
her inclinations or talents, also why the person 
desires to volunteer. 

She also inquires as to what if any voluntary 
work they have done in the past. Had they any , 
professional qualifications or special interests? 
What do they see themselves doing as a volun¬ 
teer and how much free time do they have? 

“From this," she said, “we get a good idea 
of what the applicants are looking for, then we 
show them the requests. 

"We get applicants from ail walks of life — 
from laborer to college professor — we have 
something for everyone and no one is turned 
away. Their ages range from 12 to 82." 

MANY PERSONS have found suitable posi¬ 
tions as a result of volunteering, I w as told. One 
woman who had not worked for 30 years decided 
she wanted to return to office work. Lacking 
confidence to apply to the manpower office she 
did some voluntary work for a community orga¬ 
nization which resulted in her acquiring a per 
manent office position. 

Another woman, recently widowed, de¬ 
pressed, and too shy to go out and meet others 
returned to their office to say that, as a result of 
the voluntary work they had found for her she 
had found the confidence to make a new life for 
herself. 

Mrs. Roberts continued: “Volunteer work 
provides athange from one’s normal activities, 
can be a challenge, and is something different. 
Some make new friends, and for others the work 
compensates for the absence of the person's 
family who may live in a different area. The 
work builds confidence, giving one a sense of 
worth in the community, and being involved in 
something one really enjoys." 

Some volunteers do publicity work for vari¬ 
ous organizations such as Prime Time whose 
office is in the same building as the Volunteer 
Bureau. Its'bmphasis is on middle-aged women. 
Health workshops are established where ques¬ 
tions concerning their health problems are an 
swered by a panel of experts. 

Asked what is the greatest satisfaction she 
receives from her work, Mrs. Roberts's reply 
was immediate: "I say that my greatest satis¬ 
faction is when a volunteer comesbaek and says 
that he or she has found what he or she has 
sought."
